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The  Year  In  Art 


The  two  years  covered  by  this  volume  of  the  "American  Art  Annual"  show 
a  great  growth  in  the  art  activities  throughout  the  United  States.  In  1882 
the  report  on  Art  Education,  prepared  by  Isaac  Edwards  Clarke  for  the 
Bureau  of  Education  at  Washington,  listed  30  museums,  and  the  first  volume 
of  the  "American  Art  Annual,"  published  in  1898,  gave  41.  The  present 
issue  lists  193  art  galleries.  In  all  there  are  recorded  here  733  art 
museums  and  societies  and  216  art  schools,  a  total  of  949  organizations. 
The  greatest  number  of  entries  for  any  one  city  is  124,  in  New  York;  the 
State  with  the  largest  number  of  entries  is  Massachusetts;  and  the  organi- 
zation most  fully  represented  throughout  the  country  is  the  General  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  which  has  an  art  committee  in  every  State  of  the 
Union. 

The  special  feature  of  this  volume  is  the  story  of  the  foundation  and 
growth  of  the  art  museums  and  societies,  being  in  a  way  a  resume  of  the 
contents  of  the  previous  ten  issues.  The  verjr  full  reports  of  the  museums 
were  prepared  by  the  officers  of  these  institutions  following  an  outline  sent 
by  the  editor.  The  statistics,  given  in  full  under  the  respective  headings,  are 
condensed  in  the  table  on  pages  13  and  14.  Of  the  fifty  cities  in  the  United 
States  with  a  population  of  100,000  and  over,  the  30  having  art  museums 
are  here  compared.  Statistics  can  never  tell  the  whole  story.  New  York 
City,  with  more  than  double  the  population  of  Chicago,  shows  a  smaller 
attendance  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  than  does  the  Art  Institute 
of  Chicago;  but  it  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that  there  are  eleven 
other  museums  in  New  York  which  contain  objects  of  art  and  numerous 
exhibitions  by  the  societies.  Just  as  the  public  school  registration  in  New 
York  is  larger  than  the  combined  registration  of  the  next  five  cities  in  the 
population  list — Chicago,  Philadelphia,  St.  Louis,  Boston  and  Cleveland — so 
the  number  of  students  in  New  York  art  schools,  9,810,  is  more  than  all 
those  in  the  above-mentioned  cities.  The  percentage  of  attendance  at  the 
art  museums,  as  compared  to  the  population,  is  highest  in  Toledo,  where 
the  rate  is  57  per  cent. ;  Boston  comes  next  with  48  per  cent.,  and  is  followed 
by  Portland,  Me.,  with  46  per  cent. ;  Washington,  D.  C,  43  per  cent. ;  Buffalo, 
41  per  cent. ;  Chicago  and  New  Orleans  tied  at  39  per  cent. ;  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design  at  Providence  has  33  per  cent.,  and  Detroit,  32  per  cent. 
All  others  fall  below  30  per  cent. 

The  first  museum  to  be  devoted  wholly  to  art  was  the  Wadsworth  Ath- 
enaeum at  Hartford,  opened  in  1842,  and  to  which  the  Morgan  Memorial  has 
been  added  within  the  past  few  years.  The  newest  museums  are  the  Watson 
Memorial  at  Rochester,  dedicated  in  December,  1913,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Museum,  opened  in  1914.  The  building  of  the  Minneapolis  Institute  of 
Arts  is  almost  ready  for  its  dedication  and  an  important  art  museum  is  in 
course  of  construction  at  Cleveland.  Bequests  of  1913-1914  for  the  founda- 
tion of  art  galleries  include  the  Deshong  Memorial  at  Chester,  Pa.;  the 
Peter  A.  Gross  Gallery  at  Muhlenberg  College,  AUentown,  Pa.;  the  Franklin 
Simmons  Museum  at  Portland,  Me.,  and  the  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens  Museum 
at  Cornish,  N.  H. 

In  the  reports  of  the  art  societies  the  committees  show  at  a  glance  the 
activities  of  each  organization.  The  lists  of  exhibitions  will  be  found  very 
suggestive  for  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  plan  for  regular  exhibitions ;  particu- 
larly valuable  is  the  information  regarding  the  21  traveling  exhibitions  sent 
out  by  The  American  Federation  of  Arts.  The  Pennsylvania  Museum  of 
Industrial  Art  tells  of  its  plan  for  lending  duplicate  examples  from  its  col- 
lections to   recently   established   museums.     The  need  for  trained   museum 
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workers  has  led  to  the  establishment  of  special  classes  at  Wellesley  College, 
at  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  at  Columbia  University.  Unique  among 
the  reports  of  the  art  societies  is  the  chronological  history  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Design  from  its  foundation  in  1826  to  date. 

In  the  school  section  a  new  classification  has  been  added.  After  the  usual 
reports  giving  the  name  of  the  director,  date  of  organization,  fees,  and 
enrollment,  there  follow  lists  classified  under  the  headings:  classical,  archi- 
tectural, industrial,  design,  crafts  and  normal.  In  each  group  the  evening 
and  summer  schools  are  distinctly  indicated.  The  number  of  schools  has 
grown  from  Clarke's  list  of  Zl  in  1882  to  216.  On  page  388  will  be  found  a 
table  of  statistics  showing  that  of  this  number  150  schools  reported  total^ 
enrollment  of  36,292;  one-fourth  of  these  students  were  working  in  New 
York  City.  The  previous  tabulated  report  was  for  1909-1910,  when  out  of 
102  schools  81  reported  enrollment  of  31,710. 

Valuable  work  in  creating  an  art-loving  people  is  being  done  in  the  public 
schools  throughout  the  country.  Three  States  have  directors  of  drawing- 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania.  Each  of  these  directors  has 
prepared  for  the  "Art  Annual"  a  short  statement  of  the  work  being  carried 
forward.  The  art  activities  in  the  public  schools  of  New  York  City  are  also 
rather  fully  treated,  because  they  offer  suggestions  of  value  to  other  com- 
munities. Societies  interested  in  art  in  the  schools  will  be  found  grouped 
together  in  the  index  under  the  heading  School  Arts  Societies. 

Paintings  sold  at  auction  during  1912-1913  numbered  5,082,  and  brought  a 
total  of  $2,660,510.80;  prices  and  other  details  are  given  regarding  2,527 
pictures  which  were  sold  for  $50  and  over.  In  1913-1914  there  were  4,901 
paintings  sold  for  $850,837.65,  and  1,665  brought  $50  or  more.  The  highest 
figures  were  $130,000  for  a  Rembrandt,  $105,000  for  a  Turner,  and  $100,000 
for  a  Romney.  Paintings  by  American  artists  which  brought  unusually  high 
prices  were:  "Sunset,  Montclair,"  by  George  Inness,  sold  for  $24,000; 
"Tenafly,  Autumn,"  by  the  same  artist,  for  $16,500;  "Moonlight,"  by  R.  A. 
Blakelock,  brought  $13,900;  and  two  canvasses  by  A.  H.  Wyant  went  for 
$12,000  each.    Three  of  these  paintings  are  reproduced. 

Most  of  the  features  of  the  "American  Art  Annual"  have  grown  from 
requests  for  information.  An  inquiry  from  a  library  for  a  Bibliography  on 
American  Art  and  American  Artists  led  to  the  compilation  of  the  list  on 
page  400.  A  busy  librarian  asking  help  to  direct  a  young  artist  where  to 
send  pictures  for  exhibition  led  to  the  new  Exhibition  heading  in  the  index. 
This  index  lists  all  the  special  articles  in  previous  volumes  and  all  art 
societies  entered  in  the  earlier  books,  but  which  have  gone  out  of  existence 
or  for  some  other  reason  do  not  appear  here.  In  the  main  body  of  the  book 
the  arrangement  is  by  States,  while  the  index  has  the  entries  by  cities,  and 
full  cross  references,  such  as  Aid  to  Artists,  Handicrafts,  Miniatures, 
Sculpture,  etc. 

The  illustrations  have  been  selected  to  show  as  far  as  possible  the  char- 
acteristic feature  of  each  museum,  and  there  are  also  the  prize-winning  paint- 
ings and  sculpture.  The  list  of  illustrations  has  been  arranged  alphabetically 
departing  from  the  accepted  method  of  page  sequence. 

Who's  Who  Among  Art  Dealers  is  another  new  feature.  Following  the 
groups  arranged  by  States,  there  are  trade  listings  of  the  advertisers.  This 
directory  includes  the  applied  arts  as  well  as  the  fine  arts. 

The  difficulty  in  preparing  this  material  is  fully  realized  by  the  editor,  who 
will  appreciate  information  regarding  errors  of  omission  or  commission. 
The  growth  of  this  volume  is  chiefly  due  to  the  aid  rendered  by  the  State 
Representatives.  To  them  sincere  thanks  is  hereby  tendered  for  their  valuable 
assistance.

Organized  May,  1909,  at  a  convention  held  in  Washington,  with  the  purpose 
of  stimulating  appreciation  for  art  all  over  the  United  States  among  all 
classes  of  citizens.  The  basis  of  organization  was  "team  work,"  and  its  de- 
velopment has  been  through  co-operation.  As  a  "clearing  house"  it  pre- 
vents much  duplication  of  effort  and  also  makes  more  effectual  each  move- 
ment promulgated  for  the  advancement  of  art.  Its  membership  is  made  up 
of  both  individuals  and  organizations,  the  latter  styled  Chapters.  Annual 
dues  of  Chapters  $10;  Associate  members  $2  (receive  "Art  and  Progress" 
free)  ;  Active  members  $10  (have  the  privilege  of  voting,  receive  "Art  and 
Progress"  and  other  publications  distributable  to  members)  ;  Sustaining  mem- 
bers $100  a  year. 

The  educational  work  has  been  along  four  lines.  It  has  sent  out  exhi- 
bitions of  paintings  and  other  works  of  art  of  high  standard;  circulated 
typewritten  lectures  on  the  fine  and  applied  arts,  accompanied  by  illustrative 
stereopticon  slides;  published  the  monthly  magazine  "Art  and  Progress," 
which  is  specially  purposed  for  the  general  reader ;  and  issued  the  "American 
Art  Annual,"  which  is  the  standard  book  of  reference  for  art  in  the  United 
States. 

During  the  year  1912 — 1913  The  American  Federation  of  Arts  sent 
out  22  collections  which  were  shown  in  57  cities  in  the  South,  East,  and  Mid- 
dle West;  some  places  had  as  many  as  5  exhibitions,  making  a  total  of  89 
exhibitions  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federation.  During  1913-1914 
there  were  21  collections  exhibited  in  114  places  and  visited  by  fully  300,000 
persons.  A  complete  list  of  the  last  season's  exhibitions  is  given  on  page  20. 
The  collections  comprised  oil  paintings;  water  colors;  original  works  by 
American  illustrators;  representative  art  school  work  and  work  done  in  ele- 
mentary schools;  large  photographs  of  mural  paintings,  of  American  sculp-^ 
ture,  and  American  paintings ;  etchings,  wood  block  prints,  mezzotints ; 
bronzes  and  other  small  works  in  sculpture.  The  exhibits  comprised  over 
2,100  pieces,  with  a  total  value  of  over  $200,000;  individual  exhibitions 
ranged  in  value  from  $50  to  $50,(XX)  and  cost  the  organizations  to  which 
they  were  sent  from  $15  to  $200  each.  To  organizations  which  are  chapters 
of  The  American  Federation  of  Arts  no  fee  is  charged  for  expert  service, 
but  each  place  pays  its  proportionate  share  of  actual  cost  incident  to  collec- 
tion, transportation  and  insurance.  To  non-chapters  a  charge  is  made  for 
expert  and  clerical  services. 

The  result  of  these  exhibitions  has  in  many  instances  been  the  organiza- 
tion of  art  associations  and  the  establishment  of  art  museums.  A  number  of 
paintings  have  been  purchased  for  permanent  public  collections.  In  send- 
ing out  these  exhibitions  the  Federation  has  had  the  co-operation  of  the 
painters,  sculptors,  and  architects;  of  the  art  museums;  and  of  the  Library 
of  Congress. 

The  seven  illustrated  lectures  circulated  have  been  on  the  following  sub- 
jects: American  Painting,  American  Sculpture,  Civic  Art,  American  Mural 
Painting,  Whistler's  Etchings,  Tapestries,  and  Furniture.  Each  has  been 
written  by  an  authority  and  is  illustrated  by  about  fifty  slides.  The  lectures 
are  adapted  to  accompany  the  illustrations  so  that  they  can  be  delivered  by 
any  good  reader.  These  have  been  sent  to  places  where  authoritative  lec- 
turers could  not  be  secured,  without  fee  to  chapters  but  upon  the  payment  of 
$3  by  others,  the  cost  of  transportation,  and  a  guarantee  against  loss  by 
breakage. 
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"Art  and  Progress,"  the  American  Federation  of  Arts*  official  publication, 
IS  a  monthly  illustrated  magazine.  Its  object  is  to  ^ve  publicity  to  all  pro- 
gressive movements  in  the  field  of  art  and  to  definitely  relate  art  to  every- 
day life.  It  is  a  general  reader's  magazine,  but  is  upheld  to  a  professional 
standard  and  through  its  articles,  editorials,  and  news  notes  its  readers  are 
kept  in  touch  with  current  activity  in  all  the  branches  of  art.  During  1912- 
1913  three  special  numbers  were  published,  one  on  Sculpture,  another  on 
Museums,  and  a  third  on  Craftsmanship;  during  1913-1914  one  on  Gardens. 
It  is  now  in  its  sixth  year  of  publication.  The  subscription  price  is  $2.50  a 
year,  but  to  all  members  of  the  Federation  it  is  sent  free. 

The  "American  Art  Annual,"  founded  by  the  present  editor  in  1898,  became 
the  property  of  the  Federation  in  November,  1912.  It  is  the  only  permanent 
record  of  the  art  activities  of  the  United  States  and  is  the  authoritative  book 
of  reference  on  the  subject.  The  reports  are  prepared  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  various  societies  and  the  biographical  notes  are  secured  direct  from 
the  artists  except  when  no  reply  is  received  from  letters  requesting  informa- 
tion. Volume  X,  the  first  issued  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federation,  con- 
tained as  its  special  feature  "Who's  Who  in  Art,"  a  biographical  directory 
of  3,769  living  American  painters,  sculptors  and  illustrators;  "The  Small 
Museums,"  the  address  of  the  President  of  The  American  Federation  of  Arts 
delivered  at  the  third  annual  convention,  was  given  in  full  and  reprints  have 
been  sent  upon  request.  The  regular  departments  include  Paintings  sold  at 
Auction,  Obituaries,  Reports  of  Museums,  Societies  and  Schools.  The  pres- 
ent issue,  Volume  XI,  contains  as  the  special  features :  a  Bibliography  of 
American  Art  and  American  Artists ;  the  present  Tariff  on  Art ;  the  story  of 
the  foundation,  growth,  recent  activities,  present  officers  and  membership  of 
733  art  museums  and  art  societies  in  the  United  States ;  information  regarding 
216  art  schools  and  lists  of  these  schools  grouped  as  academic,  architectural, 
industrial,  crafts,  normal,  evening,  and  summer  schools.  Also  Who's  Who 
Among  Art  Dealers.  In  the  preparation  of  this  book  the  editor  has  had  the 
assistance  of  local  State  Representatives.  The  "Annual"  is  edited  at  the 
American  Fine  Arts  Building,  New  York  City.    Subscription  price  $5  a  volume. 

The  Federation's  Bureau  of  Information  has  been  made  possible  and  <tf 
much  value  by  the  co-operation  of  its  Standing  Committees  composed  of  the 
foremost  authorities  in  the  several  branches  of  art.  Questions  of  impor- 
tance which  have  been  presented  to  the  Federation  have  been  referred  to 
these  committees. 

During  the  summer  of  1913  it  was  enabled,  through  its  chapters  and  its 
central  office  at  Washington,  to  brin^  strong  influence  to  bear  upon  Congress 
in  securing  the  removal  of  the  Tariff  on  Art.  It  has  also  in  the  past  ren- 
dered effectual  service  in  securing  the  site  in  Potomac  Park  recommended 
by  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  for  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  in  securing 
American  representation  in  international  expositions  of  art  both  at  Buenos 
Aires  and  in  Rome. 

The  fourth  annual  convention  was  held  in  Washington,  May  15  and  16, 
1913;  Robert  W.  de  Forest  presided.  The  first  day's  session  was  devoted 
to  the  discussion  of  "Small  Art  Museums"  and  the  second  day  to  the  discus- 
sion of  ^  "Industrial  Art."  Seventy-eight  chapters  were  represented  at  the 
convention. 

The  fifth  annual  convention  was  held  in  Chicago,  May  21,  22  and  23,  191?. 
The  meetings  were  held  at  the  Art  Institute.  This  was  the  first  convention 
held  outside  of  ^  Washinp^ton.  The  first  sessipn  was  devoted  to 
"Problems  of  Art  in  American  Communities,"  with  papers  on  "Municipal 
Parks  and  Playgrounds,"  by  R.  Qipston  Sturgis,  President  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects;  "Art  as  an  Asset  to  the  State,"  by  Maurice  I.  Flagg, 
Director  of  the  Minnesota  State  Art  Society;  and  "Art  in  Trades,"  by  Wil- 
liam Sloane  Coffin,  founder  of  the  Art  in  Trades  Club,  New  York.    The 
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second  session  was  devoted  to  the  subject  of  "Art  Commissions:  Their  Con- 
tribution to  the  Solution  of  Problems'  of  Art,"  with  papers  by  Charles 
Moore,  member  of  the  National  Commission  of  Fine  Arts,  on  "The  Selection 
of  Artists  to  Execute  Public  Works";  Thomas  Allen,  chairman  of  the  Bos- 
ton Art  Commission,  on  "Experiences  in  Practice";  and  Lorado  Taft  on- 
"Western  Art  Commissions."  At  the  third  session,  the  general  topic,  "How 
the  American  Federation  of  Arts  can  Assist  in  the  Solution  of  Problems  of 
Art  in  American  Communities,"  was  discussed  in  papers ;  "Why  the  American 
Federation  was  Formed,"  by  Leila  Mechlin,  Secretary  of  the  Federation; 
"The  History  of  the  Federation,"  by  Charles  L.  Hutchinson,  President  of  the 
Chicago  Art  Institute,  and  "The  Scope  of  the  Federation,"  by  Robert  W. 
de  Forest,  its  President.  At  the  last  session  there  was  read  a  paper  by 
John  E.  D.  Trask,  Director  of  Fine  Arts  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition, 
on  the  "Influence  of  World's  Fairs  on  the  Development  of  Art." 

The  sixth  annual  convention  will  be  held  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  May, 
1915.

Organized  May  15,  1906,  at  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  in 
New  York.  Annual  dues,  sustaining  member  (museums)  $10;  active  mem- 
bers (engfaged  in  museum  work)  $3;  associate  members  •$L  Of  the  155 
museums  represented  in  the  Association  38  are  devoted  to  art,  84  to  science, 
11  to  history,  and  22  to  other  subjects.  The  Association  has  published 
a  Directory  of  American  Museums  comprising  360  pages,  and  issues  an  an- 
nual volume  of  Proceedings. 

At  the  convention  held  in  Philadelphia,  June  3  to  5,  1913,  the  following 
subject  of  special  interest  to  art  museums  were  discussed:  "Observations 
in  European  Museums,"  by  Benjamin  Ives  Gilman,  of  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Boston;  "Insurance  and  Pensions  for  Museum  Workers,"  by  Milton 
J.  Greenman,  of  the  Wistar  Institute  in  Philadelphia;  discussions,  "How  to 
Prevent  Greasy  Deposits  on  the  Inside  of  Glass  Cases";  "Materials  and 
Colors  for  Case  Frames  and  Linings" ;  "Guides  or  Docents  in  Museums" ; 
"Co-operation  between  Science  Museums,  Art  Galleries,  Libraries,  and  His- 
torical Societies";  "Time  and  Cost  Accounting  for  Museums";  and  a  paper 
on  "Needless  Regulations  in  Museums,"  by  A.  R.  Crook,  of  the  Illinois 
State  Museum.  All  of  these  are  printed  in  full  in  Volume  VII  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association. 

The  convention  of  1914  convened  in  Milwaukee,  May  19,  and  adjourned  to 
Chicago,  May  20.  The  following  papers  were  of  special  interest  to  art 
museums:  "Brief  Survey  of  American  City  Museums,"  by  Edward  K.  Put- 
nam, of  the  Davenport  Academy  of  Sciences;  "Day  of  the  Expert,"  by 
Benjamin  Ives  Gilman,  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston;  "A  Standard 
Form  for  the  Tabulation  of  Museum  Receipts,"  by  Hermon  C.  Bumpus,  ol 
the  University  of  Wisconsin;  "The  Museum  of  European  Culture  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,"  by  Neil  C.  Brooks,  of  the  University  of  Illinois; 
"The  B.  F.  Ferguson  Sculpture  Fund  in  Chicago,"  by  the  late  Wm.  M.  R. 
French,  of  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago;  "The  Development  of  a  Print  De- 
partment." by  FitzRoy  Carrington,  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston ; 
"The  Qeaning  of  Plaster  Casts,"  by  Margaret  T.  Jackson,  of  the  Fogg  Art 
Museum  in  Cambridge.  Among  papers  of  general  interest  special  mention 
may  be  made  of  three  papers  reviewing  concerted  experiments  at  the  Ameri- 
can Museum  of  Natural  History,  the  Children's  Museums  in  Brooklyn  and 
Boston,  and  the  Worcester  Art  Museum,  with  the  view  to  developing  effec- 
tive methods  of  utilizing  museum  objects  in  the  study  of  the  history  of  civil- 
ization. Most  interesting  and  encouraging  results  were  obtained  in  this 
work,  which  will  be  carried  out  on  a  larger  scale  during  the  coming  year. 

C.  G.  Rathman,  of  the  St.  Louis  Public  Schools,  read  a  paper  on  "The 
Museum  and  the  Schools  in  Europe."  Edward  L.  Burchard,  of  the  Chicago 
School  of  Civics  and  Philanthropy,  discussed  "Civic  and  Social  Museums." 
and  Edward  K.  Putnam,  of  the  Davenport  Academy  of  Sciences,  described 
"Skansen  and  the  Outdoor  Museums  of  Europe." 

The  Association  has  established  a  special  Commission  for  Museum  Co- 
operation consisting  of  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer,  ex- 
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officio,  and  two  members  elected  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  plans  of  the 
Commission  include  many  lines  of  work  for  the  general  welfare  of  museums 
throughout  the  country.  Among  the  matters  specially  referred  to  the  Com- 
mission at  the  Milwaukee-Chicago  meeting  were:  co-operation  with  other 
agencies  in  remedying  the  spoliation  of  objects  of  historical  and  artistic 
interest  in  China;  the  accumulation  of  further  data  regarding  the  use  of 
museum  objects  in  the  teaching  of  the  history  of  civilization ;  and  the  ac- 
cumulation of  drawings  and  data  regarding  new  museum  buildings. 

The  Association  voted  to  meet  in  1915  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  leaving  to  the 
Council  the  selection  of  the  city  or  cities  in  which  the  meetings  will  be 
held.

League  for  Civic  Improvement  and  the  trustees  of  the  American  Park  and 
Outdoor  Art  Association.  Annual  conventions  in  December.  The  eighth 
annual  convention  was  held  at  Baltimore  in  1912 ;  ninth  will  be  held  in  Wash- 
ington, December  2,  3  and  4,  1914.  Annual  dues  members  and  councillors 
and  affiliated  members  $5;  sustaining  $10;  life  members  $50.  Total  member- 
ship about  2,500,  including  some  700  societies  as  affiliated  members.  Numer- 
ous pamphlets  are  issued. 

The  Association  is  active  in  irnprovement  of  outdoor  conditions  in  Ameri- 
can cities  and  towns,  giving  special  attention  to  the  acquirement  and  mainte- 
nance of  city  parks;  to  the  improvement  of  streets,  with  wise  planting  and 
care  of  trees ;  to  the  abatement  of  the  bill-board  and  smoke  nuisance ;  and  to 
neighborhood  improvement  in  general.  Special  interest  has  been  taken  in 
the  preservation  of^  Niagara  Falls ;  in  the  creation  of  a  National  Park  Ser- 
vice for  which  a  bill  in  Congress  proposes  the  creation  of  a  bureau  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior;  the  promotion  of  city  planning,  which  has  been 
the  means  of  arousing  a  number  of  important  American  cities  to  the  creation 
of  city  planning  commissions  and  the  retaining  of  expert  advice  for  the 
preparation  of  comprehensive  plans. 

Among  new  activities  is  the  promotion  of  Junior  Civic  Leagues,  which 
propose  to  enlist  and  point  out  the  way  for  the  activites  of  school  chldren.

On  April  20,  1905,  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston  sent  out  a  call  for  a  meet- 
ing in  New  York  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  League.  From  the 
time  of  its  organization  a  constant  agitation  for  free  art  was  kept  up.    To 
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American  Free  Art  League — Continued 
its  efforts  was  chiefly  due  the  placing  of  works  of  art  over  twenty  years  old 
and  antiquities  over  one  hundred  years  old  on  the  free  list  in  the  Payne  Tariff 
Act  of  1909  (for  details  see  "American  Art  Annual,"  Vol.  VII,  page  70)  and 
the  reduction  in  dutiable  works  of  art  whereby  such  paintinp;s,  statuary,  and 
drawings  were  reduced  from  20  to  15  per  cent,  and  such  etchmgs  and  engrav- 
ings from  25  to  15  per  cent.,  while  antiquities  under  one  hundred  years  old 
were  taxed  15  per  cent,  instead  of  according  to  material. 

The  League  continued  the  fight  for  free  art  and  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Arts  and  of  the  Association  of  American  Paint- 
ers and  Sculptors  finally  succeeded  in  having  all  put  in  the  free  list  of  the 
Underwood  tariff,  which  was  approved  by  Congress  October  3,  1913.  (For 
text  of  the  paragraphs  referring  to  art  see  special  article  "The  Tariff  on  Art 
in  this  volume.)

Chartered  1857.  Annual  conventions  usually  in  December;  the  46th  was 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  December  10,  11  and  12,  1912  and  the  47th  at 
New  Orleans,  La.,  December  2,  3  and  4,  1913.  The  proceedings  have  been 
published  annually  since  1867;  an  Annuary  is  issued  and  a  monthly  Journal 
was  established  in  January,  1913,  to  replace  the  Quarterly  which  had  been 
issued  for  a  number  of  years.  Annual  dues  $25  for  Fellows,  $20  for  mem- 
bers; membership  in  all  classes  1,068.  The  38  Chapters  are  closely  affili- 
ated. 
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The  constitution  was  adopted  April  5,  1857,  when  Richard  Upjohn  was 
elected  President  and  Richard  M.  Hunt  Secretary.  The  first  Chapter  was 
established  in  New  York  in  1867 ;  in  1884  the  Western  Association  of  Archi- 
tects was  organized  but  in  1889  the  two  associations  were  merged  into  one. 
The  government  of  the  Institute  is  by  duly  appointed  delegates  from  the 
Chapters  in  convention  assembled,  its  officers  and  directors.  Since  1902  ad- 
mission to  membership  requires  an  applicant  to  have  either  an  accredited 
diploma,  or  scholarship,  or  to  pass  an  examination,  either  technical  or  upon 
his  accomplished  work  and  standing.  January  1,  1899,  the  Institute  estab- 
lished headquarters  in  the  "Octagon  House,"  which  was  erected  1798-1800  by 
Colonel  John  Taylor,  the  architect  having  been  William  Thornton.  It  was 
the  residence  of  President  Madison  after  the  destruction  of  the  White  House 
by  the  British  in  the  War  of  1812  and  here  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  was  signed 
In  1902  the  Octagon  was  purchased.  Several  art  societies  have  headquarters 
here  as  tenants  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  namely  the  Washing- 
ton Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America,  and  the 
American  Federation  of  Arts. 

A  gold  medal  of  honor  has  been  awarded  biennially.  The  first  award  was 
made  in  January,  1907,  to  Sir  Aston  Webb,  of  London;  1909  to  Charles  F. 
McKim,  of  New  York;  1911  to  George  B.  Post,  of  New  York;  1913  to  Jean 
Louis  Pascal,  of  Paris.

The  affairs  of  the  Institute  are  entrusted  to  a  Council,  composed  of  its 
officers  and  of  representatives  of  its  Societies,  one  councillor  for  each  fifty 
members.  The  Council  meets  annually  during  December.  A  general  meeting 
for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers  is  held  in  the  Christmas  holidays. 
The  total  membership  is  2,924,  consisting  of  three  classes:  Patrons,  who 
have  given  not  less  than  $500  to  the  endowment  or  work  of  the  Institute; 
life  members,  who  have  contributed  not  less  than  $100  to  the  permanent 
fund;  and  annual  members,  who  pay  a  fee  of  $10  a  year.  There  are  48  affili- 
ated societies  which  elect  their  own  officers  and  councillors. 

The  Institute  publishes  quarterly  the  "American  Journal  of  Archaeology." 
The  subscription  price  is  $5,  but  the  Journal  is  sent  free  to  all  members. 
Also  a  popular  monthly  magazine  "Art  and  Archaeology" ;  subscription  $2.

At  the  1913  meeting  a  paper  on  "The  Teaching  of  Arts  in  the  College,"  by 
Professor  O.  S.  Tonks  of  Vassar  College,  in  which  it  was  asserted  that  tech- 
nical work  in  drawing,  painting,  and  modeling  had  no  place  in  the  college 
course,  aroused  much  discussion.  It  was  evident  that  a  majority  of  those 
present  favored  technical  work  as  a  laboratory  process,  supplementing  the  study 
of  theory,  history  and  philosophy  of  aesthetics.  Professor  Arthur  Pope  pr/j- 
sented  the  course  as  developed  at  Harvard  as  being  cultural  rather  than 
professional  and  as  comparable  to  methods  of  teaching  English  Composition.

At  the  Biennial  Convention  of  the  General  Federation  held  at  Chicago, 
June  9  to  June  19,  1914,  an  art  luncheon  was  given  at  Blackstone  Hall,  Art 
Institute,  with  250  present ;  there  were  ten  five-minute  speeches  on  the  general 
topic,  "How  can  we  bring  the  Influence  of  Beauty  and  Art  to  the  Children 
of  America?"  An  Art  Conference  was  held  in  Fullerton  Hall,  Art  Institute, 
June  13.  Reports  were  presented  from  the  Department  members,  and  "A 
Music  Picture  Symphony,  The  Moor,"  by  Dudley  Crafts  Watson  and  Mrs. 
Alfred  Emerson  was  presented  for  tlie  entertainment  of  the  delegates. 

The  Department  exhibits  of  painting,  pottery  and  household  decoration, 
were  displayed  in  the  Matzene  Studios,  Fine  Arts  Building.  Daily  confer- 
ences were  held  in  art  headquarters.  Visits  were  made  to  Lorado  Taft's 
studio,  Mrs.  Potter-Palmer's  gallery,  the  Art  Institute  exhibits,  and  to  many 
private  studios. 

The  Department's  share  in  the  general  meetings  included  addresses  on 
"Sculpture  in  America,"  by  Lorado  Taft,  and  "The  Panama-Pacific  Art  Ex- 
hibit," by  Charles  Francis  Browne.  The  Chairman  of  the  Department  pre- 
sented her  report,  which  included  the  following  statistics  for  the  biennial 
period,  June,  1912  to  June,  1914:  3,004  letters  written;  192  lectures  given; 
90  articles  written ;  23  collections  of  works  of  art  handled ;  22  States  had  art 
exhibits,  which  were  shown  in  192  cities;  72  pictures  and  24  pieces  of  handi- 
craft work  were  sold. 

According  to  the  census  taken  in  1910  there  were  5,575  clubs  federated, 
with  total  membership  of  416,471  women;  1,103  clubs  had  art  departments; 
9S  were  interested  in  civic  art;  75  gave  art  books,  pictures  or  casts  to  libra- 
ries ;  249  were  interested  in  school  decoration ;  27  gave  art  books,  pictures  and 
casts  to  social  settlements,  hospitals,  juvenile  courts,  mining  camps,  etc.;  235 
brought  exhibitions  and  distinguished  speakers  to  their  town;  141  used  lan- 
terns or  reflectorscopes  at  their  regular  meetings;  21  States  owned  traveling 
galleries.

STATE  AND  MUNICIPAL  ART  COMMISSIONS  CONVENTION

First  meeting  held  May  13,  1913,  in  New  York  City;  morning  session  at 
City  Hall;  afternoon  session  at  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Arts.  The  pro- 
ceedings were  published  by  the  Art  Commission  of  New  York  City,  as  part 
of  its  Report  for  1912.    A  dinner  was  given  at  the  University  Club. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  promote  the  establishment  of  such 
commissions  in  cities  where  none  exist,  and  to  point  out  their  desirable 
powers  and  the  inherent  limitation  of  those  powers.  Art  commissions  have 
come  into  bein^  as  a  protection  against  the  "city  hideous"  and  a  help  toward 
the  "city  beautiful."  Their  usual  functions  are  both  negative  and  positive — 
negative  in  preventing  the  acceptance  of  unworthy  designs,  and  positive  in 
encouraging  artistic  ones.  Their  creation  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  aver- 
age elective  municipal  officers  are  not  qualified  to  pass  on  the  artistic  merits 
of  statues,  pictures  or  structures,  and  that  they  need  experts  to  act  for  them 
in  this  particular. 
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Art  Commissions  now  exist  in  the  following  places:  Baltimore,  Boston. 
District  of  Columbia,  Los  Angeles,  Milwaukee,  Mount  Vernon,  New  Haven, 
New  York  and  Philadelphia.  There  are  State  commissions  in  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts,  and  the  commissions  which  now  exist  in  Milwaukee  and 
Philadelphia  are  applicable  to  cities  of  the  first  class  in  their  respective 
States. 

Among  the  questions  discussed  were:  1.  The  function  of  an  art  com- 
mission whether  simply  advisory  or  with  absolute  power  of  acceptance  or 
rejection.  2.  Should  the  jurisdiction  include  location  of  structures  and  the 
plotting  of  public  ways  and  grounds.  3.  Membership,  whether  entirely  pro- 
fessional or  partly  lay.  4.  Should  the  nominating  power  be  vested  entirely 
in  the  Mayor  or  suggested  by  specified  societies  or  institutions.  5.  Should 
there  be  ex-officio  members.  6.  The  preferable  number  of  members.  7.  State 
Art  Commissions.    8.  City  planning  as  part  of  the  work  of  art  commissions.

In  1893  the  Association  entered  into  possession  of  the  Mark  Hopkins  home 
under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  whereby  the  owner,  Edward  F.  Searles, 
deeded  it  to  the  Re§:ents  of  the  University  "for  the  exclusive  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  instruction  in  and  illustration  of  the  fine  arts,  music  and  literature,  or 
any  one  them,  including  the  maintenance  of  galleries  and  reading  rooms,  and 
other  suitable  means  of  such  instruction  and  illustration,"  under  the  title  of 
the  Mark  Hopkins  Institute  of  Art.  The  buildings  of  the  Mark  Hopkins 
Institute  were  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  1906,  and  a  new  agreement  >vas 
entered  into  with  the  Regents  of  the  University,  and  Mr.  Searles,  under  which 
the  Art  Association  retained  possession  of  the  former  site  and  erected  thereon 
a  temporary  building,  opened  June  6,  1907,  wherein  are  displayed  such  pic- 
tures and  statues  as  were  saved  from  the  fire,  together  with  subsequent  addi- 
tions to  the  collection.  In  this  building  also  is  conducted  the  School  of 
Design,  the  whole  being  comprehended  under  the  title  of  the  San  Francisco 
Institute  of  Art.

The  Fine  Arts  Palace  will  be  somewhat  semi-circular  in  shape,  fronted 
b^  an  octagonal  entrance  rotunda  surmounted  by  a  dome  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  high.  The  building  which,  in  general  terms,  may  be  described  as 
being  of  Greek  style  at  the  beginning  of  the  Roman  period,  will  be  situated 
upon  the  shores  of  an  inland  lagoon  and  between  the  lagoon  and  the  build- 
ing, along  the  entire  front,  will  be  a  broad  plaza  or  esplanade  upon  which 
will  be  installed  monumental  sculpture.  The  only  mural  decorations  in  the 
building  will  be  in  the  entrance  rotunda  for  which  Robert  Ried  is  painting 
eight  large  decorative  panels. 

The  entire  area  of  the  building  will  be  about  127,000  square  feet,  of  which 
approximately  one-half  will  be  devoted  to  the  United  States  section.  Each 
foreign  section  will  have  installation  characteristic  of  its  nationality  and  not 
installation  arbitrarily  decided  upon  by  the  Fine  Arts  Department  or  the 
architectural  staff  of  the  Exposition.  The  United  States  Section  will  include, 
in  addition  to  contemporary  works  of  sculpture  and  pictures  in  the  various 
media,  an  Historical  American  Section.    The  galleries  will  be  generally  small. 

The  United  States  Section  will  consist  of:  o.  Contemporary  work;  nothing 
produced  prior  to  1904  will  be  eligible  for  honors,  b.  A  chronological  historical 
showing  of  American  painting  and  sculpture  covering  the  period  from  Col- 
onial and  Revolutionary  times  down  to  the  years  just  preceding  our  own. 
c,  A  loan  collection  of  foreign  works,  not  contemporaneous,  owned  in  this 
country. 

Juries  will  meet  in  London,  Paris,  Boston,  New  York,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis, 
and  San  Francisco;  and  also,  perhaps,  in  Philadelphia  and  Chicago.  From 
these  collection  centers  the  Exposition  will  bear  all  costs  of  accepted  works.

An  addition  was  made  to  the  structure  for 
the  use  of  the  Watkinson  Reference  Library  in  1866,  and  in  1892  the  Trus- 
tees received  a  gift  of  $150,000  from  Junius  Morgan  and  his  son,  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan.  This  was  supplemented  in  1905  by  a  gift  of  $250,000  from  citizens 
of  Hartford. 

In  1906  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  announced  his  intention  of  erecting  a  memorial 
to  his  father  on  land  adjoining  the  Athenaeum.  The  first  section  of  this 
building,  there  are  to  be  three  sections,  was  dedicated  January  19,  1910,  and 
the  donor  gave  the  Trustees  securities  sufficient  for  its  perpetual  maintenance. 
The  second  wing  was  begun  in  February.  1912.  The  building  contains

bull,  paintings  of  the  old  Dutch,  early  English,  modern  French,  and  American

P.M.,  other  week  days  9  a.m.  to  4  P.m.;  holidays,  except  Christmas  day,  10 
A.M.  to  2  P.M. ;  the  building  is  closed  July  15  to  September  1.  Admission  fee 
25  cents  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays;  other  days  free,  including 
Sundays  and  holidays.  Free  admission  is  granted  at  all  times  to  pupils  of 
public  and  private  schools. 

Organized  November  6,  1873.  Meetings  of  the  trustees  are  held  on  the 
third  Mondays  of  January,  April,  June  and  October;  annual  meeting  in  Jan- 
uary. The  Gallery  has  no  members  and  receives  no  income  from  the  Gov- 
ernment or  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  being  wholly  supported  by  the  in- 
come from  the  fund  with  which  the  Founder  endowed  it. 

The  Gallery,  originally  located  at  the  corner  of  Seventeenth  Street  and 
Pennsylvania  Avenue,  including  the  ground,  building,  its  contents,  and  endow- 
ment fund,  was  the  gift  of  the  late  William  Wilson  Corcoran  to  the  public. 
The  Institution  was  chartered  by  Act  of  Congress,  Mav  24,  1870 ;  but  prior 
to  this  Mr.  Corcoran  had  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  a  self-perpetuating  board 
of  nine  trustees.  In  1873  Mr.  Corcoran's  private  collection  of  paintings  and 
statuary  was  installed,  and  the  institution  first  opened  to  the  public  on  April 
29,  1874.    (See  also  Art  Annual,  Vol.  I,  p.  405.) 

When  the  Institution  outgrew  the  original  quarters,  the  trustees  purchased 
a  large  tract  of  ground  on  the  west  side  of  Seventeenth  Street,  between  New 
York  Avenue  and  E  Street.  The  new  building  was  commenced  on  June  26, 
1893  and  was  completed  early  in  January,  189/.  It  was  formally  opened  on 
February  22,  1897.  It  was  designed  by  Ernest  Flagg,  architect,  of  New 
York,  is  constructed  of  white  Georgia  marble,  and  cost,  in  round  numbers, 
$750,000. 

The  collections  consist  chiefly  of  works  by  the  modern  painters  and 
sculptors,  including  many  examples  bv  the  masters  of  the  Barbizon  School, 
and  an  unusally  fine  collection  of  sculptures  by  A.  L.  Barye.  Within  recent 
years  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  acquisition  of  works  by  the 
American  painters,  so  that  there  is  a  representative  collection.  There  is  also 
a  large  collection  of  casts  from  antique  and  Renaissance  sculptures. 

A  free  art  school  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  Gallery  with  both 
day  and  night  classes.     (See  school  section.) 

A  large  exhibition  of  contemporary  American  oil  paintings  is  held  every 
second  year,  for  which  prizes  amounting  to  $5,000  have  been  donated  by  the 
Honorable  William  A.  Qark.  A  succession  of  other  special  exhibitions  by 
individual  artists,  or  by  groups,  is  arranged  for  each  season.  Sales  since 
October,  1912,  amounted  to  over  $45,000.

Established  by  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  17,  1910,  which  reads: 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rrpresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  a  permanent  Com- 
mission of  Fine  Arts  is  hereby  created  to  be  composed  of  seven  well-quali- 
fied judges  of  the  fine  arts,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall 
serve  for  a  period  of  four  years  each,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  President  shall  have  authority  to  fill  all  vacancies.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commission  to  advise  upon  the  location  of  statues, 
fountains,  and  monuments  in  the  public  squares,  streets  and  parks  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  upon  the  selection  of  models  for  statues,  fountains, 
and  monuments  erected  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  and  upon 
the  selection  of  artists  for  the  execution  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  dutv 
of  the  officers  charged  by  law  to  determine  such  questions  in  each  case  to  call 
for  such  advice.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
Capitol  building  of  the  United  States  and  the  building  of  the  Library  of 
Congress.  The  commission  shall  also  advise  generally  upon  questions  of  art 
when  required  to  do  so  by  the  President,  or  by  any  committee  of  either 
House  of  Congress.  Said  commission  shall  have  a  secretary  and  such  other 
assistance  as  the  commission  may  authorize,  and  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission shall  each  be  paid  actual  expenses  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
Washington  to  attend  the  meetings  of  said  commission  and  while  attending 
the  same. 

"Sec.  2.  That  to  meet  the  expenses  made  necessary  by  this  Act  an  expendi- 
ture of  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  hereby  authorized.'* 

By  Executive  Order  the  plans  for  all  new  structures  to  be  erected  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  under  the  direction  of  the  Federal  Government  and  all 
questions  involving  matters  of  art  with  which  the  Federal  Government  is 
concerned,  must  be  submitted  to  the  commission  for  comment  and  advice  be- 
fore final  action  is  taken. 

Fifty-nine  submissions  were  considered  by  the  commission  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  62  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914.  Illus- 
trated reports  are  published  annually. 

Special  projects  endorsed  by  the  commission  include  the  Lincoln  Memorial 
in  Potomac  Park,  the  plans  for  which  were  approved  by  Congress  January  29, 
1913,  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  having  previously  been  made  for  its  con- 
struction; and  a  Titanic  Memorial  to  be  erected  in  Washington  from  the 
design  submitted  in  January,  1914,  by  Gertrude  Vanderbilt  Whitney,  com- 
memorating the  heroism  of  the  men  who  sacrificed  their  lives  that  the  women 
passengers  might  be  saved.

The  League  was  founded  with  the  object  of  decorating  public  school  build- 
ings by  gifts  of  pictures,  statues,  etc.,  and  a  number  of  schools  were  so 
treated.  During  the  last  two  years,  however,  the  Committee  on  Decoration 
has  selected  the  school  buildings  most  in  need  of  repairs,  called  the  attention 
of  the  municipal  authorities  to  them  and  helped  in  the  selection  of  color  for 
walls  and  woodwork.  In  two  instances  when  there  were  no  available  funds, 
the  League  paid  for  the  color  put  on  the  walls.  It  has  also  furnished  muslin 
curtains  when  the  light  is  especially  glaring.  The  Committee  on  Decoration 
has  given  much  assistance  in  the  placing  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  ma- 
terial already  on  hand,  especially  the  effective  rehanging  of  pictures.  The 
funds  of  the  League  are  very  limited  so  that  the  actual  buying  does  not 
amount  to  much,  but  the  real  value  of  the  work  lies  in  the  interest  which 
has  been  stimulated  in  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  appearance  of  their  rooms 
and  buildings.

Department  established  189/.  The  Library  of  Congress  is  over  a  century 
old,  but  it  was  not  until  it  took  possession  of  the  new  building  in  1897  that 
its  valuable  collections  of  books,  prints,  maps,  sheet  music,  and  manuscripts 
were  classified  in  their  respective  divisions,  and  conveniently  arranged  for  ser- 
vice to  the  public. 

Historically  the  nucleus  of  the  collection  of  prints  was  the  deposits  under 
the  copyright  law,  which  began  in  1846.  In  1900  there  were  83,000,  while 
in  1913  the  total  was  360,494.  A  large  percentage  is  made  up  of  photographs, 
lithographs  and  photo-mechanical  prints,  but  there  is  a  large  number  of  the 
better  class.  The  material  selected  is  based  upon  criteria  of  actual,  or  pro- 
spective utility  and  constitutes  a  collection  of  great  importance  historically 
and  of  no  mean  significance  artistically. 

The  best  class  of  prints  in  the  possession  of  the  Library  has  been  due  chiefly 
to  gift,  bequest,  or  loan.  Among  the  gifts  may  be  mentioned  first  those  from 
friendly  governments:  France,  225  engravings  from  the  Chalcographie  du 
Louvre;  Germany,  761  facsimile  reproductions  of  engravings  by  the  Old 
Masters;  Japan,  300  photographs  of  paintings,  drawings,  etc.;  Italy,  2,500 
engravings  from  the  Regia  Calcografia;  Austria-Hungary,  about  100  prints 
issued  by  the  Imperial  Printing  Press  at  Vienna. 

The  first  notable  ^ift  was  the  collection  formed  by  the  late  Gardiner  Greene 
Hubbard,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  through  his  widow.  It  contains  2,700  en- 
gravings, including  examples  of  all  schools,  but  with  special  emphasis  on 
Napoleoniana  and  the  engravings  of  Diirer.  The  collection  of  the  late  George 
Lothrop  Bradley,  also  of  Washington,  originally  as  a  loan,  became  a  residuary 
bequest;  it  comprises  about  2,000  items,  of  which  1,455  are  engravings  and 
etchings,  and  the  remainder  are  reproductions  in  portfolio  form  and  photo- 
graphs. The  Durers  include  the  great  "Triumphal  Arch  of  Maximilian"  and 
it  is  rich  in  Turneriana. 

For  the  study  and  exhibit  of  the  classics  of  etchings  and  engraving  the 
largest  resource  of  the  Library  is  due  to  a  loan.  It  is  the  collection  of 
prints  originally  formed  by  James  L.  Claghorn,  acquired  from  him  by  the 
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late  T.  Harrison  Garrett,  of  Baltimore,  and  subsequently  enlarged  through 
various  purchases.  It  comprises  22,000  items,  of  which  about  20,000  were 
placed  on  deposit  in  1904,  by  Mr.  Garrett's  family.  The  collection  is  rich  in 
portraits,  but  quite  representative  of  all  schools.  Two  groups  of  signal  note 
are  the  etchings  by  Rembrandt  and  Haden. 

For  the  art  of  Japan  the  Library  owes  its  largest  resource  to  a  collection 
formed  by  the  late  Crosby  S.  Noyes,  of  Washington^  D.  C,  and  given  by 
him  to  the  Government.  It  comprises  145  original  drawmgs,  331  wood-engrav- 
ings, 658  books  illustrated  by  Japanese  artists  and  a  dozen  water-colors. 

The  prints  acquired  by  purchase  enhance  the  "moderns"  in  all  schools  and 
processes.  The  purchase  of  a  collection  of  lithographs,  judiciously  formed, 
laid  a  good  foundation  and  by  subsequent  purchases  the  group  now  com- 
prises about  2,000  lithographs  of  all  schools. 

The  color  prints  comprise  the  publications  of  the  Arundel  and  the  Medici 
Societies,  reproductions  of  colored  engravings,  colored  etchings  and  mezzo- 
tints from  Raffaelli  to  Bertrand,  Champion,  Detouche  and  Helleu. 

During  the  past  six  years  about  45,000  photographs  of  painting,  sculpture, 
and  architecture  have  been  purchased  for  service,  not  only  to  teachers,  stu- 
dents and  general  readers  in  the  Division,  but  to  the  various  schools  and  col- 
leges in  Washington.  Through  The  American  Federation  of  Arts,  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  also  lends  its  duplicate  copyright  prints  to  institutions  in 
other  American  cities  for  exhibition  purposes. 

The  Division  of  Prints  also  has  the  custory  of  the  books  and  periodicals 
which  constitute  the  literature  of  the  fine  arts  and  architecture.  The  func- 
tions of  the  Division  include,  therefore,  the  utilization  of  this  literature  and 
its  interpretation  to  the  public. 

The  exhibitions  during  the  year  1912-1913  included  a  collection  of  127  Bar- 
tolozzi  engravings  from  the  T.  Harrison  Garrett  collection  deposited  as  a 
loan ;  326  color  prints  of  all  schools  and  processes ;  32  lithographs  and  etchings 
of  the  Panama  Canal  by  Joseph  Pennell.

A  series  of  exhibitions  illustrating  the  lectures  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Washington  Society  of  the  Fine  Arts  was  held  in  the  Public  Library 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  from  October,  1912,  to  May,  1913  and  also  dur- 
ing the  season  of  1913-1914.  The  subjects  displayed  were  American  sculpture, 
American  landscape  painters,  American  mural  painters,  musicians.  Old  World 
gardens,  and  the  works  of  Michael  Angelo,  Rembrandt,  Diirer,  Velazquez, 
George  Inness,  and  J.  F.  Millet.  During  the  summer  of  1913  there  was 
placed  on  view  pictures  of  the  libraries  of  the  world  to  illustrate  the  differ- 
ent types  of  architecture.  A  wing  frame  in  the  lobby  on  the  first  floor  made 
possible  smaller  collections  of  current  interest  among  which  were  reprints 
and  post  cards  illustrating  ihe  cubist  and  futurist  art,  and  reprints  of  a  num- 
ber of  the  art  treasures  in  the  Morgan  collection.

Founded  1846  by  Act  of  Congress,  based  on  the  bequest  of  James  Smithson. 
and  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  and  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  heads  of  the  Executive  Departments.  The  govern- 
ing body,  presided  over  by  a  chancellor,  is  a  Board  of  Regents  composed  of 
the  Vice-President,  the  Chief  Justice,  three  members  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  three  members  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives,  and 
six  additional  persons  appointed  by  Congress. 

The  organic  act  provided  for  the  establishment  by  and  under  the  institution 
of  a  museum  of  objects  belonging  to  the  United  States.  It  embraces  three 
great  branches  in  its  classification :  natural  history,  including  anthropology ; 
the  arts  and  industries;  and  the  fine  arts.  The  scope  of  the  gallery  of  art 
was  restricted  by  the  Regents  to  the  fine  arts,  and  not  until  the  receipt  in 
1906  of  the  bequest  of  Harriet  Lane  Johnston  and  certain  gifts,  was  the 
title  National  Gallery  of  Art  assumed.  The  Museum,  however,  dates  its  ac- 
tivities from  1850  and  early  began  the  acquisition  of  art  objects,  in  the  broad 
sense,  the  George  P.  Marsh  collection  of  engravings  having  been  purchased 
by  the  Institution  in  1849.  Since  1881  it  has  assembled  and  maintained  exten- 
sive art  industrial  collections. 

The  permanent  collection  consists  mainly  of:  The  Harriet  Lane  Johnston 
bequest,  received  in  1906  and  comprising  paintings  by  Romney,  Reynolds, 
Lawrence,  Hoppner  and  others.  The  Charles  L.  Freer  collection,  presented 
in  1906,  which  consists  of  over  4,700  objects  and  contains  paintings  by  Whist- 
ler, Thayer,  Dewing,  Tryon,  and  other  American  artists;  Oriental  paintings, 
pottery  and  other  art  objects;  this  collection  is  to  be  retained  in  Detroit  by 
the  donor  during  his  lifetime,  but  parts  have  been  lent  to  the  National  Gal- 
lery, while  the  whole  will  eventually  be  housed  in  Washington  in  a  building, 
also  the  gift  of  Mr.  Freer,  and  now  being  designed  under  his  supervision. 
The  William  T.  Evans  collection  of  147  paintings  by  105  contemporary  Ameri- 
can artists,  besides  many  wood  engravings.  The  principal  loan  collections  are 
from  Ralph  Cross  Johnson  and  W.  A.  Slater,  of  Washington. 
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The  Museum  collections  other  than  those  of  the  Gallery,  embrace  extensive 
series  of  paintings  of  Indians  and  Indian  subjects;  archxological  objects,  in- 
cluding originals,  casts  and  models;  a  large  collection  of  religious  art  works, 
including  vestments,  statuary,  paintings,  illuminated  manuscripts,  etc.;  an  ex- 
tensive representation  of  the  graphic  arts,  including  drawings,  photographs, 
paintings  and  engravings,  illustrations  of  the  various  methods  of  pictorial  re- 
production, and  the  tools  and  other  appliances  employed  in  the  different  pro- 
cesses; small  but  instructive  collections  of  ceramics,  bronzes  and  glassware; 
an  important  collection  of  textiles,  now  in  progress  of  development,  including 
laces,  embroideries,  brocades  and  other  art  fabrics,  Philippine  and  Porto  Rican 
handiwork,  and  textiles  of  current  manufacture;  and  several  large  loan  col- 
lections of  oriental  art.  The  division  of  history  possesses  a  large  collection 
of  medals  with  some  decorations,  important  series  of  foreign  coins,  and  the 
largest  collection  of  postage  stamps  in  the  country,  besides  objects  of  metal 
work,  jewelry,  porcelain,  glassware,  textiles,  paintings,  furniture,  and  many 
other  articles  of  house  and  personal  adornment. 

The  Museum  is  supported  by  annual  appropriations  made  by  Congress, 
which  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  aggregated  $446,SX),  and  for 
1914  was  $450,000.  Only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  appropriation  is  avail- 
able for  increasing  the  collections  by  purchase.  The  permanent  acquisitions 
during  1912-1913  comprised  12  paintings.  10  received  as  gifts  and  2  as  be- 
quests; 198  objects  were  added  in  1913-1914  to  the  Freer  gift  and  9  received 
from  other  sources.  The  total  number  of  objects  on  exhibition  in  the  gal- 
lery June  30,  1913,  was  410,  of  which  269  were  paintings  and  117  engravings, 
the  remainder  consisting  of  marbles,  bronzes,  plaster  casts,  etc. 

The  publications  comprise  annual  reports,  bulletins  and  proceedings,  in  each 
of  which  series  papers  and  reports  on  art  subjects  are  printed,  though  only 
to  a  minor  extent  compared  with  natural  history.  The  total  number  of  visi- 
tors for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  was  319,800;  and  for  1914  it  was 
329,381.  ^

These  collections  travel 
about  Illinois  for  purpose  of  study  and  exhibition  upon  requests  from  fed- 
erated clubs.  Several  inter-State  loans  have  also  been  arranged  and  suc- 
cessfully carried  out. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Illinois  artists  who  have  lent  some  of  their  best 
work,  an  exhibition  of  important  oils,  water  colors,  etchings  or  ceramics 
may  be  held  in  almost  everv  Illinois  city  and  village.  The  use  of  churches, 
schools,  libraries  and  town  halls  brings  these  collections  before  not  only  club 
women,  but  school  children  and  townspeople. 

The  art  room  was  a  feature  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Illinois  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs  which  was  held  at  Evanston,  November  10  to  14, 
1913.  A  collection  of  etchings  was  lent  by  the  Chicago  Society  of  Etchers, 
and  on  the  tables  were  many  study  helps,  books,  and  copies  of  all  of  the 
best  periodicals  of  art.

It  consists  of  "two  painters, 
two  sculptors,  two  architects  and  two  other  persons  not  engaged  in  any  of 
the  aforesaid  pursuits."  They  are  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  Governor  is,  ex-officio,  a  member  of 
the  commission.  The  commission  is  empowered  "to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  relative  to  the  creation,  acquisition,  construction,  erection  or  re- 
modeling by  the  State,  or  upon  any  land  owned  by  the  State,  of  any  work 
of  art,  and  relative  to  the  artistic  quality  of  any  building  ♦  ♦  ♦  or  structure  of  a 
permanent  character  intended  for  decoration  or  commemoration." 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Commission,  monuments  in  memory  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  and  Stephen  A.  Douglas  are  to  be  erected  on  the  capitol 
grounds  at  Springfield;  appropriations,  $50,000  and  $25,000  respectively. 
Models  submitted  anonymously  September  1  to  15,  1914.

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The  annual  meeting  has  been  changed  from  the  first  Tuesday  in  June  to 
the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  and  the  Board  meetings  from  the  first  Thurs- 
day after  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  and  the  last  Thursday  of  October  and 
January  to  the  first  Thursday  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  and  upon 
the  second  Thursday  of  April,  July  and  October. 

Fees  annual  members  $10,  life  one  payment  of  $100,  governing  $100  ad- 
mission and  $25  annually;  total  membership  4,174. 

Incorporated  May  24,  1879,  for  "founding  and  maintenance  of  schools  of 
art  and  design,  the  formation  and  exhibition  of  collections  of  objects  of  art, 
and  the  cultivation  and  extension  of  the  arts  of  design,  by  any  appropriate 
means." 

During  the  first  three  years  of  its  existence  the  Art  Institute  occupied 
rented  rooms.  In  1882  property  on  Michigan  Avenue  and  Van  Buren  Street 
was  purchased,  and  a  small  building  erected.  In  1885  the  Institute  purchased 
some  adjacent  land  and  erected  a  four  story  building,  which  was  opened  in 
1887.  This  building  was  outgrown  in  five  years,  and  in  1893  the  Institute 
moved  to  the  present  building  on  the  Lake  Front.  Charles  L.  Hutchinson  was 
elected  President  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  and  has  been  re-elected  each 
succeeding  year.  From  the  beginning  until  his  death,  June  3,  1914,  William 
M.  R.  French  was  the  Director,  and  Newton  H.  Carpenter  has  been  the  only 
Secretary. 

The  collections  grew  slowly  at  first,  chiefly  by  gift,  for  there  was  no  pur- 
chasing fund.  After  1889  the  growth  was  more  rapid;  and  since  1893  the 
collections  have  increased  so  rapidly  that  several  additions  to  the  building, 
in  accordance  with  the  original  plan,  have  been  necessary  to  accommodate 
them. 

In  1897  FuUerton  Memorial  Hall,  a  lecture  room  seating  484  persons,  was 
built.  In  1900  the  Ryerson  Library  building  was  erected  and  presented  by 
Martin  A.  Ryerson. 

The  museum  has  collections  of  Egyptian  and  Qassical  antiquities,  archi- 
tectural casts,  bronzes,  casts  of  sculpture,  coins  and  medals,  drawings,  furni- 
ture, ceramics,  metal-work,  oriental  art,  paintings,  photographs,  prints,  sculp- 
ture, tapestries,  textiles,  and  woodwork.  Special  collections  of  note  are  the 
Dutch  and  Flemish  paintings,  the  Field  Collection  of  modern  French  paint- 
ings, the  Butler  collection  of  paintings  by  Inness,  Friends  of  American  Art 
collection,  Nickerson  collection  of  oriental  art  objects,  Blackstone  collection 
of  casts  of  historic  French  sculpture,  Amelia  Blanxius  collection  of  English 
ceramics,  F.  W.  Gunsaulus  collection  of  old  Wedgwood,  Howard  Mansfield 
collection  of  etchings  by  Meryon,  De  Wolf  collection  of  etchings  by  Zorn. 

Important  acquisitions  1912-1914:  Blanxius  collection  of  about  1,000  pieces 
of  earthenware  and  porcelain;  132  pieces  of  china  added  to  Alfred  Duane 
Pell  gift;  painting  "Une  Voyageuse"  by  Jacques  Emile  Blanche  from  Martin 
A.  Ryerson ;  a  collection  of  etchings  and  Japanese  color  prints  formed  by  the 
late  Clarence  Buckingham  was  deposited ;  from  the  Friends  of  American  Art 
21  paintings  and  a  series  of  etchings  by  Joseph  Pennell ;  18  etchings  from  the 
Chicago  Society  of  Etchers ;  bequest  of  $30,000  from  Martha  S.  Hill  who  died 
August  4,  1913,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  Fullerton  Memorial  Hall 
or  for  entertainments  in  connection  therewith. 

Catalogues  of  permanent  collections  and  current  exhibitions  and  an  annual 
report  are  published,  and  many  circulars,  bulletins  and  notices.  The  Bulletin 
is  issued  quarterly  in  July,  October,  January  and  April.  The  Year  Books  of 
the  Antiquarian  Society  and  The  Friends  of  American  Art  contain  catalogues 
of  their  collections. 

Courses  of  lectures  on  the  collections  of  paintings,  sculpture  and  decorative 
art  are  given  annually.  There  is  also  an  annual  course  on  architecture.  The 
Tuesday  afternoon  course  of  lectures  on  miscellaneous  art  subjects  extends 
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from  November  to  April.  The  Scammon  lectures  in  1913  were  delivered  by 
John  W.  Alexander  on  "Painting  as  a  Profession" ;  in  1914  by  F.  Hopkinson 
Smith  on  "Outdoor  Sketching."  Sunday  afternoon  and  evening  concerts  are 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chicago  Woman's  Club;  admission  afternoon 
10  cents  and  evening  20  cents. 

It  had  long  been  the  custom  of  the  museum  to  detail  members  of  the  staff 
to  accompany  visitors  and  explain  to  them  the  collections.  The  demand  for 
museum  guidance  and  instruction  became  so  great  that  a  special  museum  in- 
structor  was  appointed  in  January,  1913.  During  the  first  five  months  of 
service,  ending  May  31,  1913,  the  instructor  reported  talks  to  9  schools,  25 
clubs  and  22  organized  groups,  and  to  many  spontaneous  groups  in  the  galleries. 
Courses  of  study  on  sculpture  and  other  subjects  have  been  prepared  for 
women's  clubs.  Many  classes  and  clubs,  from  the  University,  from  schools 
and  from  neighboring  towns,  visit  the  galleries  with  their  own  teachers  and 
lecturers,  and  are  generally  admitted  free. 

The  Ryerson  Library  provides  a  library  class-room  equipped  with  lanterns, 
blackboards,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  visiting  classes  or  study  groups  of  any  sort. 
The  library  has  also  a  postcard  collection  and  a  clipping  file;  lantern  slides 
for  rental;  and  photographs  for  circulation  without  fee. 

The  Chicago  Municipal  Art  League,  The  Chicago  Society  of  Artists,  and 
other  Chicago  art  societies  make  the  Art  Institute  their  headquarters.  A 
specially  equipped  room  is  provided  for  their  meetings.  Two  societies  are 
directly  attached  to  the  Art  Institute :  The  Antiquarian  Society,  an  associa- 
tion of  ladies  organized  for  the  sole  object  of  collecting  textiles  and  other 
objects  for  the  Art  Institute;  and  the  Friends  of  American  Art,  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  to  the  Museum  works  by  American  artists.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Art  Institute  administer  the  B.  F.  Ferguson  Monument  Fund 
of  more  than  $1,097,000,  the  annual  income  of  which  is  expended  in  the  erec- 
tion and  maintenance  of  statuary  and  monuments  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

The  Institute  hiaintains  an  Art  School  (see  school  section).

^  In  the  twenty  years  of  its  existence  the  Society  has  spent  over  $25,000  for 
pictures  and  casts,  which  have  been  placed  in  the  city  schools,  mainly  in  the 
poorer  and  neglected  districts.  Seven  schools  have  been  adequately  decorated 
and  over  one  hundred  schools  have  received  from  one  to  a  dozen  or  more 
pictures. 

Three  loan  collections,  averaging  thirty  colored  prints  and  carbon  photo- 
graphs, are  kept  moving  from  one  school  to  another,  remaining  a  year  in 
each  place.  A  collection  of  original  paintings  lent  by  Chicago  artists  is 
similarly  circulated.  A  few  original  paintings  have  been  purchased  by  friends 
from  year  to  year  and  given  to  the  Society  to  be  placed  where  the  need  is 
greatest. 

The  work  during  the  past  three  years  has  been  mainly  for  the  schools  used 
as  social  centers,  those  which  have  been  under  the  care  of  special  neighbor- 
hood committees,  and  those  in  which  the  affiliated  clubs  were  interested. 
The  four  neighborhood  school  committees  have  raised  special  funds  and  so 
have  several  of  the  clubs,  the  Jochannah  Lodge  having  given  $600  for  a 
loan  collection.

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FERGUSON  MONUMENT  FUND 

Art  Institute  of  Chicago 

The  Fund  was  established  by  the  bequest  of  Benjamin  Franklin  Ferguson 
of  Chicago,  who  died  April  10,  1905.  His  will  directs  that  the  income  shall 
be  expended  by  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  in  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  statuary  and  monuments  in  the  parks  and  other  public  places  of  Chicago. 
The  Fund  at  present  amounts  to  $1,097,523.31,  and  the  annual  income  ap- 
plicable to  sculpture  is  about  $34,000. 

The  first  monument  erected  was  the  Ferguson  Fountain  of  the  Great  Lakes 
by  Lorado  Taft,  which  was  dedicated  September  9,  1913,  south  of  the  Art 
Institute.  Trustees  of  the  Art  Institute  on  January  30,  1913,  voted  to  erect 
a  great  monument  in  commemoration  of  the  hundred  years  of  peace  between 
Great  Britain  and  America  since  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  in  1814.  Lorado  Taft 
was  authorized  to  execute  his  "Fountain  of  Time,"  which  was  exhibited  in 
1910.  It  is  to  be  in  marble  and  will  be  erected  on  the  Midway  near  Cottage 
Grove  Avenue.

The  Niblack  collection  of  Chinese  embroideries  is  of  special  interest. 

The  first  exhibition,  held  in  1883,  was  a  loan  collection  of  453  paintings. 
In  January,  1884,  an  Art  School  was  opened  under  the  leadership  of  Charles 
F.  McDonald  of  the  Chicago  Art  League  and  Susan  M.  Ketcham.  The  school 
continued  but  three  years  and  then  was  compelled  to  close  for  a  lack  of 
proper  quarters  and  means  to  continue  it.  No  exhibit  was  held  in  1884,  but 
beginning  with  1885  the  Annual  Exhibit  was  resumed.  There  were  also  from 
one  to  three  minor  exhibits  of  etchings,  tapestries,  pottery,  etc.,  each  year. 

In  May,  1895,  the  Association  became  the  residuary  legatee  of  John  Herron, 
who  left  practically  his  entire  estate  of  $225,000  to  the  Association.  In  Jan- 
uary, 1901,  a  site  for  the  John  Herron  Art  Institute  was  purchased,  including 
the  block  of  ground  fronting  Sixteenth  Street  and  between  Pennsylvania 
Street  and  Talbott  Avenue.  The  old  residence  on  the  grounds  was  put  in 
order  and  an  art  school  was  openeed  in  it  in  January  of  1902.  Exhibits  were 
immediately  begun,  although  but  to  a  limited  extent  on  account  of  the  small 
building.  In  1^5  the  old  residence  was  torn  down  and  the  present  museum 
building  was  inaugurated  November  20,  1906,  and  in  the  following  summer 
a  separate  school  building  was  erected  on  the  rear  of  the  grounds.  (See 
school  section.) 

In  1909  the  Association  began  co-operative  work  with  the  Board  of  School 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  At  the  present  time,  in  addition 
to  giving  free  admission  to  school  children  and  teachers  in  the  city,  the  Asso- 
ciation provides  not  less  than  fifty  lectures  each  year  for  the  children,  ar- 
ranges frequent  exhibitions  that  will  directly  bear  upon  the  work  in  the 
schools,  provides  space  in  its  school  building  for  a  large  number  of  special 
classes  of  school  children  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  teachers, 
and  gives  half  rates  in  its  classes  to  city  teachers.  A  gallery  in  the  museum 
has  been  set  aside  for  the  Children's  Room  and  here  the  lectures  and  special 
exhibitions  for  the  children  are  held.  Work  for  the  public  includes  lectures 
at  the  Museum :  meetings  of  many  groups,  some  of  which  are  regular  organ- 
izations and  others  informally  brought  together;  talks  on  a  wide  variety  of 
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art  subjects  at  schools,  club  rooms,  or  at  the  Museum ;  social  gatherings  with 
tea  in  the  galleries;  Sunday  musical  programmes;  monthly  bulletins;  free 
catalogues  and  an  illustrated  ahnual  report.

The  State  Museum  was  organized  1905  when  the  State  Commission  to  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  held  at  St.  Louis,  placed  the  State  exhibit 
in  the  Washington  Artillery  Hall.  The  collections  were  in  ten  departments 
and,  on  June  30,  1906,  the  City  passed  an  ordinance  setting  aside  the  historic 
Cabildo  for  the  Historical  and  Art  Departments ;  the  Commercial  and  Natural 
History  Museums  have  been  housed  in  the  building  vacated  by  the  Civil  Dis- 
trict Court. 

The  Cabildo,  built  in  1794,  was  formally  opened  as  a  museum  April  30,  1912. 
Nine  Curators;  annual  State  appropriation  $7,500.  Art  Department  in- 
cludes sculi)ture,  paintings,  engravings,  pottery  and  miscellaneous  art  ob- 
jects. Special  collection  of  portraits  of  Louisiana  pioneers,  to  which  90  were 
added  during  1913;  also  works  of  all  Louisiana  artists.  Total  attendance  at 
the  Museums  during  1913  was  130,560;  there  were  12  lectures  during  1913, 
with  total  attendance  of  about  1,000.

The  present  building,  dedicated  April  22,  1911,  was  bequeathed  to  the  So- 
dety  by  the  widow  of  L.  D.  M.  Sweat.  The  bequest  included  the  old  Man- 
sion House,  erected  in  1800,  and  its  furnishings  together  with  adjoining  prop- 
erty with  funds  to  erect  exhibition  galleries,  lecture  hall,  and  rooms  for  an 
art  school.   (See  school  section.) 

Early  in  1914  the  Society  purchased  property  adjoining  the  present  Museum 
with  buildings  suitable  for  the  art  school.  This  additional  11,000  square  feet 
will  give  ample  room  for  future  development  of  the  Museum. 

The  most  notable  collection,  the  gift  of  Curtis  Perry,  consists  of  tapes- 
tries and  chairs  dating  back  to  the  twelfth  century,  also  collection  of  Mexican 
pottery  from  the  same  donor.  The  permanent  exhibition  gallery  contains 
paintings  lent  by  the  residents  of  Portland  and  vicinity,  in  addition  to  the 
paintings  owned  by  the  Society.  In  the  Maine  Room  there  are  three  paint- 
ings by  Harry  Brown,  one  by  Frederic  P.  Vinton,  and  others;  probably  the 
most  valuable  painting  in  the  Museum  is  "Afternoon  Fog,"  by  Winslow 
Homer,  lent  by  John  Calvin  Stevens. 

The  1913  acquisitions  by  ^ft  included  "Herring  Gulls  and  Wiers,"  by 
Philip  Little,  a  gift  by  the  artist ;  "Summer  Afternoon,*'  by  Frederic  P.  Vin- 
ton ;  a  library  of  over  six  hundred  volumes  beaueathed  by  Almira  K.  Hasty. 
"A  Silver  Sea,"  painted  by  Robert  V.  V.  Sewell,  was  purchased.

The  present  build- 
ing on  Mt.  Rojral  Avenue  was  dedicated  November  23,  1908,  the  land  being 
the  gift  of  Michael  Jenkins,  while  $263,000  was  contributed  toward  the  build- 
ing fund  by  Andrew  Carnegie ;  $175,000  appropriated  by  State  Legislature.

Founded  1857  by  gift  of  George  Peabody  and  the  endowment  fund  is  now 
about  $1,000,000.  It  was  designed  as  a  kind  of  People's  University,  the  first 
injunction  of  the  Founder  being  for  the  collection  of  a  great  reference  li- 
brary. Owing  to  the  troublous  times  of  the  Civil  War  it  was  not  opened  to 
the  public  until  1866.  Lecture  courses  were  established,  the  admission  being 
merely  nominal,  $1.50  for  course  of  thirty  lectures  and  all  the  great  scientists 
of  twenty  years  ago,  such  as  Huxley,  Darwin,  Spencer  and  the  principal  poets, 
historians,  and  litterateurs  who  could  be  induced  to  take  the  lecture  platform, 
were  heard.  A  symphony  orchestra  was  maintained,  until  broken  up  by  rival 
musical  unions.  An  art  gallery  was  established,  with  the  nucleus  of  a  col- 
lection. 

At  present  the  Library  is  administered  and  augmented ;  the  art  gallery  holds 
exhibitions  throughout  the  year;  lectures  are  given;  and  a  Conservatory  of 
Music  is  maintained  with  about  twelve  to  thirteen  hundred  pupils  annually. 
Everything  is  free  except  musical  tuition.  Additions  to  the  collection  of  paint- 
ings and  sculpture  are  made  from  time  to  time ;  a  painting  recently  purchased 
is  "Fisher  Boys,"  by  Charles  W.  Hawthorne.  The  attendance  at  exhibitions 
in  1913-1914  was  2/,710;  60  oil  paintings,  4  water  colors  and  5  bronzes  were 
sold  for  a  total  of  about  $15,000.

In  1869  a  petition  to  the  Legislature  asking  provision  for  instruction  in  in- 
dustrial art  stated  that  "Every  branch  of  manufacture  in  which  the  citizens  of 
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Massachusetts  are  engaged  requires,  in  the  details  of  the  processes  connected 
with  it,  some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  other  arts  of  design  on  the  part  of 
the  skilled  workmen  engaged." 

The  Legislature,  by  an  act  passed  May  16,  1870,  made  instruction  in  draw- 
ing obligatory  in  the  public  day  schools.  Cities  and  towns  containing  more 
than  ten  thousand  inhabitants  were  required  to  make  provision  in  night 
schools  for  free  instruction  in  industrial  drawing  for  mechanics  and  artisans. 
These  enactments  established  the  principle  of  vocational  guidance,  for  the 
extension  of  these  efforts  provided  for  the  discovery  of  exceptional  artistic 
power  otherwise  lying  dormant  and  overlooked  among  the  people  at  large. 

To  crown  these  foundations,  the  Legislature  of  1873  passed  a  resolve  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment  of  the  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School,  a 
solely  professional  and  vocational  institution  dedicated  to  the  training  of 
competent  leadership  in  industrial  art.    (See  school  section.) 

The  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School,  during  its  forty-one  years  of  ser- 
vice, has  enrolled  between  four  and  five  thousand  students,  over  sixteen  hun- 
dred of  whom  have  graduated.  This  school  has  furnished  the  directors  for 
ten  art  and  technical  schools  and  college  art  departments;  between  two  and 
three  hundred  cities  and  towns  are  supervised  in  drawing,  manual  training 
or  practical  arts  by  its  graduates;  nearly  one  hundred  and  thirty  normal 
schools,  high  schools,  or  private  schools  are  guided  in  applied  art  training 
by  the  teachings  of  this  institution  worked  out  by  its  graduates;  while  a 
goodly  number  are  winning  their  way  in  more  elementary  fields. 

July  7,  1914,  Governor  Walsh  signed  a  bill  which  authorized  the  Board  of 
Education  to  expend  $250,000  for  site,  investigations  and  plans  for  a  new 
building  for  the  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School ;  provided  for  the  accept- 
ance of  any  gifts  which  might  be  received  by  the  Board  of  Education ;  and 
for  the  release  and  conveyance  of  the  present  site.  An  offer  of  $200,000  has 
been  received  for  the  old  property.

The  suggestion  of  an  art  collection  in  Boston  had  been  made  as  early  as 
1859,  but  for  a  decade  nothing  was  done.  In  1869,  however,  the  Boston 
Athenaeum,  Harvard  College,  and  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
having  in  their  possession  art  objects  which  they  could  not  properly  exhibit, 
joined  with  certain  individuals  in  petitioning  the  Legislature  for  a  charter, 
which  was  granted  on  February  4,  1870.  The  three  institutions  named  are 
still  officially  represented  in  the  Board  of  Trusees ;  no  State  or  City  aid  has 
ever  been  received  except  a  gift  of  the  land  in  Copley  Square  on  which  the 
first  building  stood.  The  first  executive  head  of  the  Museum  was  General 
Charles  G.  Loring,  who  served  as  Curator  and  then  Director,  1876  to  1902. 
The  original  building  in  Copley  Square  was  opened  to  the  public  July  4, 
1876,  and  enlarged  in  1878  and  1888-90.  In  1885  the  first  separate  departments 
were  organized;  the  first  catalogue  was  published  in  1887;  and  the  Bulletin 
was  begun  in  1903.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the  Museum  and 
to  guard  against  danger  from  fire  and  obstruction  of  light,  the  Trustees  in 
1899  purchased  twelve  acres  of  land  fronting  on  Huntington  Avenue  and 
the  Fenway.  After  several  years  of  careful  study  of  Museum  construction, 
the  final  preparation  of  plans  for  the  new  building  was  entrusted  to  Guy 
Lowell,  of  Boston ;  in  1907  his  designs  were  accepted  and  on  November  1.S, 
1909,  the  present  structure  was  ready  for  use.    The  total  cost  of  the  change 
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was  about  $2,900,000.  Soon  after  the  completion  of  the  main  portion  of  the 
new  building,  the  Trustees  were  enabled,  by  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Robert  Dawson 
Evans,  to  add  a  wing  facing  on  the  Fenway,  to  be  devoted  primarily  to 
paintings;  this  is  still  in  process  of  construction. 

The  collections  of  the  Museum  cover  practically  the  entire  field  of  art, 
though  there  has  been  no  attempt  to  form  an  architectural  collection.  The 
most  remarkable  collection  is  in  Oriental  art,  the  assemblage  of  Japanese 
objects  being  unequalled  outside  Japan.  The  collection  of  classical  antiqui- 
ties is  very  noteworthy,  while  the  Egyptian  department  has  a  unique  collec- 
tion of  early  Empire  sculpture  together  with  good  examples  of  the  work  of 
later  periods.  The  Museum's  print  department  offers  the  best  opportunity 
in  America  to  study  the  history  of  the  engraver's  art. 

In  1912,  the  money  gifts  and  bequests  amounted  to  $2,148,173.12,  the  largest 
single  gift  being  real  estate,  valued  at  $1,350,000,  given  by  Francis  Bartlett. 
Mrs.  Robert  D.  Evans  gave  $325,000,  in  addition  to  the  $500,000  given  by  her 
in  1911  for  the  Evans  Memorial  Galleries  for  paintings.  Among  the  most 
important  acquisitions  of  the  year  were  a  collection  of  sixty-seven  water 
colors  by  John  S.  Sargent;  Triptych  by  the  Master  of  St.  Severin;  marble 
tomb  relief  by  Frank  B.  Duveneck. 

During  1913  the  largest  single  gift  was  $175,000  from  Mrs.  Robert  D. 
Evans.  Among  the  most  important  acquisitions  of  the  year  were  the  Fran- 
cis Bullard  bequest  of  815  prints,  including  535  of  Turner's  "Liber  Stu- 
diorum";  the  David  Keppel  Memorial  Collection  of  Prints;  a  Chinese  stone 
statue  of  Kwan-Yin,  the  gift  of  penman  W.  Ross;  a  collection  of  288  pieces 
of  Chinese  pottery;  the  Chikami  collection  of  1019  Japanese  sword-guards; 
"The  Appeal  to  the  Great  Spirit."  by  Cyrus  E.  Dallin;  "The  Falls  of  the 
Rhine  at  Schaffhausen,"  by  Turner ;  "Portrait  of  Eva  Haviland,"  by  Dannat. 

The  Museum  issues  a  bi-monthly  Bulletin,  annual  reports,  handbook  of  the 
Museum,  and  special  catalogues.  The  registry  of  local  art  has  been  con- 
tinued in  co-operation  with  the  Municipal  Art  Commission. 

The  Museum  School  of  Art,  opened  in  1877,  offers  courses  in  painting, 
modeling  and  decorative  design  (see  school  section).  The  educational  ac- 
tivities are  organized  under  the  direction  of  a  Supervisor  of  Educational 
Work.  Free  tickets  of  admission  are  issued  to  teachers,  students,  artists  and 
desi^ers.  Docent  service  is  provided  in  the  different  departments,  and 
speaal  talks  on  objects  in  the  Museum  are  given  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
There  are  also  University  Extension  courses  given  in  the  Museum,  and 
special  facilities  are  freely  accorded  to  classes  from  the  many  educational 
institutions  of  the  vicinity.  The  members  of  the  staff  are  constantly  en- 
l^ged  in  research  work;  in  the  Egyptian  department  a  research  expedition 
is  maintained  in  conjunction  with  Harvard  University.  Objects  from  the 
Museum  are  lent  to  other  museums  or  to  schools.  The  photograph  depart- 
ment also  lends  to  schools,  clubs,  and  classes  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Boston.

The  attendance  at  the  Museum  for  the  year  ending  April  20.  1913,  was 
30,635;  for  1913-1914  it  was  29,689;  29  schools  and  societies  visited  the 
Museum.  During  1913-1914  there  were  10  lectures  for  the  public  and  7  for 
members,  a  few  only  being  on  art  topics. 

The  Essex  Institute  was  formed  in  1848  by  the  union  of  the  Essex^  His- 
torical Society,  incorporated  in  1821,  and  the  Essex  County  Natural  History 
Society,  organized  in  1836.  It  has  for  its  objects  the  promotion  of  history, 
science,  and  art  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts.  Its  museum  contains  an- 
tiquarian and  historical  objects  illustrating  the  life  of  the  English  settler, 
including  three  type  rooms — a  New  England  kitchen  of  1750,  a  bedroom  and 
a  parlor  of  1800--and  large  collections  of  old  furniture,  china,  war  relics, 
tools,  medals  and  coins,  etc.  On  exhibition  in  the  picture  gallery  are  over 
one  hundred  paintings,  including  portraits  of  prominent  persons  by  Stuart, 
Copley,  Smibert,  Trumbull.  Greenwood,  Frothingham,  Vinton,  Osgood  and 
others,  with  engravings  and  art  objects.  In  the  rear  of  the  Museum  building 
(entrance  through  the  hallway)  is  located  a  house  built  in  Salem  in  1684 
and  showing  the  overhanging  second  story  and  other  interesting  architectural 
features.  It  is  furnished  in  the  manner  of  that  time.  In  the  lean-to  arc 
shown  an  apothecary's  shop  (1825),  a  Salem  cent  shop  (1840),  and  a  weav- 
ing room.  Beside  it  is  an  old-fashioned  shoemaker's  shop  (about  1830)  fully 
equipped  with  benches,  tools  etc.,  and  near  the  back  door  of  the  house  may 
be  seen  a  well-sweep  and  an  old-fashioned  flower  garden  containing  flowers 
and  herbs  grown  in  Salem  before  the  year  17(X).  The  Library  contains  over 
500,000  volumes,  including  special  collections  of  Essex  County  imprints  and 
authors.  In  fireproof  rooms  are  preserved  the  rare  volumes,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  manuscripts  and  broadsides  numbering  over  300,000  pieces.

There  are  ten  galleries 
of  objects  presented  by  Mr.  Smith,  including  paintings,  statuary  and  draw- 
ings; arms  and  armor;  Oriental  potteries  and  porcelains;  bronzes,  jade, 
enamels,  lacquers,  and  ivories;  textiles,  and  wood  carvings.  Mr.  Smith  is 
constantly  augmenting  the  collections. 

The  hall  of  sculpture,  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  Horace  Smith,  occupies 
part  of  the  first  floor  of  the  building.  The  collection  of  photographs  in  the 
hall  of  sculpture  received  91  additions  by  gifts  during  1912-1913  and  ^8  in 
1913-1914.  Exhibitions  of  photographs  are  changed  each  month.  Pictures

Annual  meeting  third  Tuesday 
in  April ;  Trustees'  meetmg  fourth  Tuesdays.  Annual  dues  $5 ;  membership 
161,  and  SO  corporation  members.  Collections  include  archaeology,  archi- 
tecture, casts,  coins  and  medals,  furniture,  ceramics,  metalwork,  Oriental 
objects,  old  and  modern  paintings,  colonial  silver,  sculpture,  textiles,  wood- 
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work,  prints,  photographs,  and  a  libranr.  Of  special  note  are  the  collection 
of  paintings,  the  Bancroft  collection  of  Japanese  prints,  and  the  Goodspeed 
collection  of  engravings  by  American  masters. 

The  Worcester  Art  Museum  was  founded  by  the  late  Hon.  Stephen  Salis- 
bury with  an  endowment  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  and  now  has  three  and  a 
half  millions,  due  mainly  to  the  generosity  of  the  founder,  who,  on  his  death 
in  1907,  made  the  Museum  his  residuary  legatee.  In  the  early  years  of  the 
Museum  the  residents  of  Worcester,  by  their  gifts  of  casts,  paintings,  books 
and  engravings,  made  it  attractive  from  the  start.  There  were  annual  summer 
exhibitions  of  contemporary  American  art  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
first  manager,  the  late  John  G.  Heywood,  and  continuous  loan  exhibitions 
of  paintings,  textiles,  porcelains  and  Oriental  objects  kept  the  galleries  filled 
until  the  Museum  was  able  to  acquire  collections  of  its  own. 

Lectures  are  offered  to  the  public,  to  special  groups  of  persons  and  organi- 
zations, and  to  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools;  circulating  exhibition  of 
photographs  of  the  Museum's  paintings  are  kept  in  the  public  schools ;  lantern 
slides  and  photographs  are  lent  through  Worcester  County  to  clubs ;  lectures 
are  given  by  members  of  the  staff  both  in  the  Museum  and  in  the  towns  of 
the  county ;  in  the  annual  exhibition  of  work  by  local  artists  encouragement  is 
offered  to  artists  of  the  neighborhood;  and  numerous  special  exhibitions  are 
held  each  year. 

Among  the  collections  owned  by  the  Museum  the  paintings  include  examples 
of  the  American  artists  Gilbert  Stuart,  William  Morris  Hunt,  George  Fuller, 
Frank  W.  Benson,  John  Singleton  Copley,  John  S.  Sargent,  J.  A.  McN. 
Whistler,  Alexander  H.  Wyant,  George  Inness;  and  Hogarth,  Lawrence, 
Pourbus,  Da  Zevio,  Bronzino,  Marconi,  Moroni,  Monet  and  Goya  among  the 
foreign  artists.  About  4,000  examples  of  work  by  American  engravers  and 
etchers  gathered  by  Charles  E.  Goodspeed  of  Boston;  a  collection  of  2,000 
examples  of  Japanese  prints  collected  and  given  by  the  late  John  Chandler 
Bancroft  of  Boston;  and  a  group  of  fourteen  paintings  representing  six 
generations  of  the  family  of  the  founder,  which  includes  works  by  Gulliger, 
Johnson,  Smibert,  Stuart,  and  Vinton. 

From  the  beginning  the  Museum  maintained  a  school  for  instruction  in 
drawing,  painting  and  arts  and  crafts.  Starting  with  twenty  pupils  and 
one  instructor,  the  school  has  grown  until  it  has  about  150  pupils  and  6  in- 
structors  (see  school  section). 

A  children's  room  is  maintained  with  special  exhibitions  and  Saturday 
afternoon  story  hours.  A  Children's  Museum  League  has  been  formed  and 
has  increased  the  interest  in  drawing,  puzzle  work,  and  picture  games.  It 
was  necessary  to  limit  the  attendance  on  Sundays  to  the  ages  10  to  13  instead 
of  9  to  14,  to  avoid  crowding.  The  work  has  been  facilitated  by  volunteer 
assistants. 

Three  members  of  the  staff  act  as  guides  upon  request.  The  Museum 
gives  courses  of  lectures  to  the  public,  to  classes  from  the  public  schools,  to 
public  school  teachers,  and  members  of  the  staff  frequently  give  lectures  to 
clubs  and  other  organizations  outside  of  the  Museum.  Five  circulating  exhi- 
bitions of  framed  photographs  are  lent  to  the  public  schools.  A  (quarterly 
bulletin,  an  annual  report,  and  catalogues  of  the  current  exhibitions  are 
published.  .

An  art  loan  exhibit  in  1883,  was  planned  by  William  H.  Brearley  with  the 
purpose  of  ultimately  establishing  an  Art  Institute.  Pope  Leo  XIII,  through 
the  instrumentality  of  R.  S.  Willis,  was  induced  to  present  to  the  enterprise 
a  picture  representing  the  "The  Marriage  of  St.  Catherine"  by  an  unknown 
artist.  This,  with  a  painting  by  F.  D.  Millet,  "The  Story  of  Oenone,"  pur- 
chased in  part  by  popular  subscription  in  connection  with  the  exhibition,  and 
$1,521.60  in  cash  were  turned  over  to  the  newly  formed  Detroit  Museum  of 
Art.  The  first  exhibition  under  the  auspices  of  the  Museum  was  held  in  Mer- 
rill Hall,  May  29  to  June  25,  1886.  A  fund  of  $100,000  was  raised  for  a  build- 
ing and  the  present  one  was  formally  opened  September  1,  1888.  In  1894  the 
City  agreed  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  on  condition  that  the 
Museum  be  open  free  very  day  of  the  week;  the  appropriation  has  gradually 
been  increased  to  $20,000  a  year.  In  1910  the  Trustees  raised  a  fund  of  over 
$200,000  and  purchased  two  blocks  in  the  heart  of  the  City  for  a  new  Museum 
building.  Until  funds  are  available  for  construction  the  property  is  being 
used  as  a  playground. 

The  collections  include:  archaeology,  Egyptian  art,  arms  and  armor,  casts, 
coins  and  medals,  drawings,  etchings  and  engravings,  library,  oriental  art, 
paintings  (old  and  modern),  photographs,  prints,  sculpture.  Also  natural  his- 
tory and  ethnology. 

special  collections  include  the  James  E.  Scripp  old  masters  (80),  received 
in  1889;  Frederick  Stearns  collection  of  oriental  art,  ethnology,  achaeology, 
natural  history  and  curios  (over  10,000  objects)  ;  library  of  General  O.  M. 
Foe  as  a  permanent  loan;  Edward  C.  Walker  gallery  of  modern  paintings; 
American  paintings  purchased  through  the  Picture  Fund ;  industrial  arts,  in- 
cluding ceramics  and  textiles ;  photographs  and  lantern  slides. 

The  Picture  Fund  ($10  subscriptions)  was  used  to  secure  the  following:

The  educational  work  of  the  Museum  includes  Sunday  afternoon  talks  m 
the  auditorium  with  a  musical  programme ;  numerous  lectures  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Society  of  Arts  and  Crafts,  the  Archaeological  Society,  the 
American  Numismatic  Association ;  lectures  given  in  the  schools  by  members 
of  the  staff;  and  a  large  collection  of  lantern  slides,  which  are  lent  free  to 
the  schools  and  libraries,  and  on  payment  of  5  cents  each  to  others.  Cata- 
logues of  permanent  and  special  exhibitions  are  issued,  also  an  annual  report 
and  a  quarterly  Bulletin.  During  1912-1913  there  were  45  lectures,  with 
total  attendance  of  about  45,000;  in  1913-1914  there  were  33  lectures,  with 
attendance  of  about  $50,000.    The  exhibitions  in  1912-1913  numbered  15,  with 
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17  sales;  during  1913-1914  there  were  21  special  exhibitions  of  1581  objects 
and  20  sales  were  made. 

Shortly  after  the  Museum  was  founded  a  School  of  Art  was  organized, 
but  it  was  discontinued  after  ten  years.  By  a  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council,  signed  by  the  Mayor  December  16,  1913,  all  the  effects  of  the  Detroit 
School  of  Design  (opened  November  10,  1911)  were  turned  over  to  the 
Detroit  Museum  of  Art  and  will  henceforth  be  under  the  management  of 
the  Museum,  although  the  location  and  conduct  of  the  school  will  not  be 
changed.    (See  school  section.)

The  Commission  is  vested  with  the  authority  to  approve  and 
act  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  all  public  buildings  constructed  and  paid  for 
by  State  funds. 

It  encourages  the  development  of  local  art  industries  and  has  been  espe- 
cially successful  with  the  native  lace  workers  at  New  Ulm,  Sleepy  Eye  and 
other  points  in  Minnesota.  During  1913,  $7,500  was  the  appropriation  by  the 
legislature  for  maintenance  and  purchases.  The  permanent  collection  includes 
pictures,  colored  prints,  and  etchings;  school  exhibits;  handicraft  and  in- 
dustrial art;  plans  for  model  farm  homes,  village  houses,  and  farm  yards; 
sculpture ;  lectures  and  lantern  slides ;  and  traveling  exhibits. 

The  Commission  has  recently  instituted  three  competitions,  fundamental 
in  their  nature  and  intended  toward  the  betterment  of  civic  art.  These  have 
been  for  "Model  Farm  House,"  "Model  Village  House,"  and  "Architectural 
Landscape." 

The  Society  gave  six  public  lectures  in  the  Twin  Cities  by  artists  and  lec- 
turers of  note  during  1913,  in  additon  to  the  regular  work  of  the  Society; 
such  lectures  are  being  carried  on  constantly  throughout  the  State  by  the 
Director,  and  speakers  engaged  for  that  purpose.  Co-operation  is  main- 
tained with  the  State  University  and  practical  art  extension  work  is  con- 
stantly carried  on.  The  Society's  two  traveling  art  exhibits,  industrial  art 
and  school  work  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  Public  Schools,  were  sent  dur- 
ing 1912-1913  to  29  cities  and  were  visted  by  17,000  people  out  of  a  total  popu- 
lation of  67,168.  In  1913-14  they  were  in  constant  circulation  throughout 
Minnesota;  being  exhibited  in  38  cities  and  towns.  Eighty  lectures  were 
given  in  as  many  cities  and  towns  in  1913-14. 

The  ninth  annual  exhibition  of  paintings  was  held  March  1  to  March  18, 
1913,  in  St.  Paul;  attendance  12,500;  March  21  to  March  31  in  Minneapolis, 
attendance  12,500;  April  12  to  April  21  in  Owatonna,  attendance  7,500.  The 
total  sales  amounted  to  $3,009.01  and  $1,170  was  paid  in  prize  money.  Prizes 
were  awarded  as  follows :  gold  medal  and  diploma  of  the  fine  arts  for  "Gen- 
eral Accomplishment  and  Local  Themes,"  to  Edwin  M.  Dawes,  of  Minne- 
apolis; gold  medal  and  diploma  of  the  industrial  arts  (lace,  weaving  and 
•embroidery)  awarded  to  Mrs.  Selma  Jager,  of  Minneapolis.  Painting,  first 
award  $100,  to  C.  C.  Rosenkranz,  Duluth,  for  "New  England  Winter";  sec- 
ond award  $25  to  Frances  Cranmer,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "Joan";  honorable 
mention  to  Nathaniel  Pousette-Dart,  of  St.  Paul,  for  "Along  the  River." 
Sculpture,  first  award  to  J.  K.  Daniels,  of  St.  Paul,  for  a  "Portrait  Bust"; 
second  award  $25  to  Harriet  Clark  Hawley,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "A  Merry 
Moment" ;  honorable  mention  to  Oscar  Mundhenk,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "Por- 
trait Study."  Etchings:  first  award,  $25,  to  George  Resler,  of  St.  Paul,  for 
"The  Accordeon  Player" ;  second  award,  $10,  to  Nathaniel  Pousette-Dart,  of 
St.  Paul,  for  "Old  Curio  Shop."  $100  for  the  best  design  for  a  medal  to  be 
used  for  State  Art  Society,  won  by  Joe  Capecchi,  of  St.  Paul,  and  special 
commendation  was  given  to  Grover  C.  Sukey,  of  Minneapolis.  Six  prizes 
varying  from  $200  to  $25  were  awarded  in  the  architectural  competition  and 
special  awards  for  jewelry,  leather  work,  design,  lace  and  illuminating. 

The  State  purchased  "New  England  Winter,"  by  C.  C.  Rosenkranz,  of  Du- 
luth; wooden  statuettes,  by  Ethelwyn  Lowry,  of  St.  Paul,  and  18  pieces,  in- 
cluding etchings,  photographs,  jewelry,  embroideries,  etc.  During  the  exhi- 
bition in  all  three  cities  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  daily. 

The  tenth  annual  exhibition  was  shown  at  St.  Paul,  March  14  to  22,  1914; 
Minneapolis,  April  1st  to  12th;  Crookst'on,  April  20th  to  May  2d;  and  Austin, 
May  11th  to  May  20th.  Total  attendance  35,000.  Sales  $615,  and  $1,350  was 
paid  in  prize  money.  Prizes:  Painting — first  award,  $100.  to  Ada  Wolfe,  of 
Minneapolis,  for  "Sails";  second  award,  $25,  to    Emily  McMillan,  of  Minne- 
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apolis,  for  "Portrait";  honorable  mention  to  Edwin  H.  Hewitt,  of  Minne- 
apolis, for  "The  Gold  Screen" ;  gold  medal  to  Miss  Donna  Schuster,  of  How- 
ard Lake,  for  "Le  Petit  Dejeuner."  Sculpture — first  award,  $50,  to  Charles 
Brioschi,  of  St.  Paul,  for  "The  Call  of  the  North" ;  second  award,  $25,  to 
Anna  Loo  Mathews,  for  "The  Minuet"  and  "The  Breeze" ;  honorable  mention 
to  Marion  D.  Bausman,  of  St.  Paul,  for  "Portrait."  Etchings — first  award, 
$20,  to  David  Tice  Workman,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "Old  Mill  Sunapee,  N.  H." ; 
second  award,  $10,  to  George  E.  Ressler,  of  St.  Paul,  for  "Concerto  in  E 
Minor" ;  honorable  mention  to  Frederick  Bock,  for  "Jess'  Fishin'."  $850  was 
awarded  in  prizes  for  two  architectural  competitions — one  a  "ModelVillage 
House,"  the  other  a  "Model  Farm  Yard." 

The  Eleventh  Annual  State  Art  Exhibition  was  shown  at  Hamline,  Minne- 
sota, midway  between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  given  in  connection 
with  the  Minnesota  State  Fair  and  Exposition,  between  the  dates  September 
7  to  12,  1914.  Five  new  art  galleries  were  especially  constructed  to  exhibit 
the  work  by  Minnesotans  and  a  large  loan  collection  of  contemporary  art  was 
sent  from  the  East.  $650  in  prizes  were  awarded  to  Minnesota  artists  and 
craftsmen  by  a  jury  from  without  the  State.  The  attendance  during  six  days 
was  120,000 ;  the  opening  day,  43,000.  Prizes  were  awarded  as  follows :  Paint- 
ing— first  award,  $100,  to  Donna  Schuster,  of  Howard  Lake,  for  "Portrait"; 
second  award,  $50,  to  Edwin  M.  Dawes,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "Winter  Land- 
scape"; third  award  of  $25  to  Nathaniel  Pousette-Dart,  of  St.Paul,  for  "A 
Sketch" ;  honorable  mention  to  Mrs.  Gertrude  J.  Barnes,  of  Minneapolis ;  Ada 
Wolfe,  of  Minneapolis;  Grace  E.  McKinstry,  of  Faribault;  Magnus  L.  Nor- 
stad,  of  St.  Paul,  and  Edwin  H.  Hewitt,  of  Minneapolis.  Sculpture — first 
award,  $75,  to  John  K.  Daniels,  for  "Portrait  Bust  of  My  Father";  second 
award.  $50,  to  Mrs.  Corice  Woodruff,  of  Minneapolis,  for  "Study  of  a  Greek 
Type."  Etching— first  award,  $25,  to  Nathaniel  Pousette-Dart,  of  St.  Paul, 
for  "Buildings" ;  second  award,  $10,  to  Caroline  Gilbert,  of  White  Bear,  for 
"Group  of  Three  Etchings."  $150  was  awarded  in  the  industrial  arts  and 
handicrafts  for  jewelry,  leather  work,  design,  lace,  illuminating,  woodcarving, 
etc.

The  Minneapolis  Society  of  Fine  Arts  was  incorporated  1883;  the  name 
Minneapolis  Institute  of  Arts  was  adopted  1914.  Annual  meeting  second 
Wednesday  in  October.    Annual  dues  $10,  associates  $2;  membership  1,537. 

On  January  10,  1911,  at  a  dinner  given  at  the  Minneapolis  Club,  a  site  of 
ten  acres,  valued  at  about  $250,000,  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  residence  dis- 
trict, was  offered  to  the  Society  by  Clinton  Morison,  to  enable  the  Minne- 
apolis Society  of  Fine  Arts  to  erect  thereon  suitable  building  or  buildings  for 
an  art  museum  and  school  of  art,  provided  at  least  $500,000  should  be  con- 
tributed toward  the  erection  of  such  a  building.  Before  the  meeting  ad- 
journed a  total  of  $365,000  had  been  pledged,  including  a  gift  of  $100,000 
from  William  H.  Dunwoody.  Additional  contributions  soon  raised  the  total 
beyond  the  specified  amount.  In  the  fall  of  1911  certain  architects  were  in- 
vited to  submit  plans  in  competition  for  the  building.  The  design  finally 
selected  by  the  jury  of  award  was  that  of  McKim,  Mead  and  White,  of  New 
York.  The  programme  called  for  a  building,  which  when  finished,  would 
involve  an  expenditure  of  about  $3,000,000,  and  would  embrace  not  only  ac- 
commodations for  the  Museum  and  for  the  Art  School,  but  also  a  large 
auditorium  to  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  For  the 
present  needs  only  a  part  of  the  building  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  about 
$540,000.  Four  city  blocks  of  land  adjoining  the  building  site  on  the  north 
have  been  acquired  by  the  city  for  a  park  and  will  afford  a  beautiful  approach 
to  the  building.  The  name  Minneapolis  Institute  of  Arts  was  legally  adopted, 
and  for  its  maintenance  the  Institute  will  receive  from  the  city  the  income 
obtained   from  a  tax  of  one-eighth  of  a  mill. 

For  the  purchase  of  works  of  art  the  Institute  will  have  the  income  from 
$1,000,000,  an  endowment  received  upon  the  death,  in  February,  1914,  of  the 
President  of  the  Society  and  its  early  benefactor,  William  Hood  Dunwoody. 
Other  generous  friends  of  the  Institute  have  shown  their  interest  in  many 
ways.  The  Martin  B.  Koon  Memorial  Collection  is  composed  of  a  group  of 
contemporary  American  paintings  of  high  quality,  given  to  the  Institute  by 
Mrs.  Charles  Cranston  Bovey  and  Mrs.  Charles  Deere  Velie  in  memory  of 
their  father.  The  heirs  of  the  late  John  S.  Bradstreet  will  carry  out  his  in- 
tention of  undertaking  the  decoration  of  a  room  in  which  will  be  installed 
a  selection  from  his  collection  of  works  of  art.  Frank  W.  Little  has  given 
to  the  Society  a  large  and  important  collection  of  Japanese  prints.  Several 
other  gifts  of  paintings,  sculpture  and  decorative  arts  have  been  made  by 
various  friends  of  the  Institute.  The  Society  owns  a  small  collection  of 
paintings  acquired  in  recent  years,  and  many  purchases  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  last  year  for  exhibition  at  the  Institute. 

The  collections  of  the  Institute  will  be  developed  along  broad  lines,  includ- 
ing examples  of  paintings,  sculpture  and  decorative  arts,  past  and  present, 
of  all  countries.  For  the  present  contemporary  art  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
top-lighted  second  floor.  On  the  main  floor  will  be  the  collection  of  oriental 
art ;  period  rooms  devoted  to  Gothic,  Renaissance,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
century  art.  Galleries  for  Egyptian  and  classical  art  will  be  opened  in  the 
near  future.  On  this  floor  will  be  exhibited  a  small  but  carefully  chosen 
collection  of  casts,  illustrating  the  history  of  sculpture  from  antiquity  to  the 
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present  day.  The  administration  offices  and  a  small  classroom  will  be  ac- 
commodated on  this  floor.  The  ground  floor  will  be  largely  devoted  to  the 
needs  of  the  school. 

The  Society  publishes  a  monthly  Bulletin  which  is  now  in  its  third  vol- 
ume; subscription  $1  a  year  or  ten  cents  a  copy;  it  is  free  to  all  members. 
A  member  of  the  staff  will  give  gallery  and  classroom  talks. 

The  Society  has  maintained  since  1886  an  art  school  known  as  the  Minne- 
apolis School  of  Art.  Douglas  Volk  was  the  flrst  director,  and  Robert 
Koehler,  now  Director  Emeritus,  was  the  Director  from  1893  to  1914;  the 
Director  of  the  Institute  is  now  head  of  the  school.  This  school  will  be 
accommodated  in  the  Institute,  moving  there  from  its  old  quarters  in  the 
Minneapolis  Public  Library  building.  (See  school  section.)

The  Arts  Guild,  organized  in  1882,  developed  in  1902  into  the  St.  Paul 
Art  League  and  was  shortly  after  reorganized  as  the  Art  Workers  Guild 
of  St.  Paul.  A  loan  exhibition  was  held  in  November,  1907,  and  when  the 
Institute  was  organized  in  1908  the  League  merged  its  identity  into  the  larger 
institution  and  transferred  its  property,  including  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
Loan  Exhibition,  amounting  to  $2,500.  This  has  been  kept  as  a  permanent 
fund,  the  income  being  used  for  pictures  marked  "Arts  Guild  Donation." 
In  1913  "Fortuna,"  by  Edmund  Philo  Kellogg,  was  purchased  from  this  fund 
and  in  1914  the  bronze  "Spring's  Awakening,"  by  Paul  Manship,  a  former 
student  in  the  St.  Paul  Art  School.  "The  Cows,"  by  Julius  Seyler,  of 
Munich,  was  purchased  in  1914  with  proceeds  of  popular  votes  at  10  cents 
each.  The  Institute  now  owns  17  paintings,  chiefly  by  American  artists,  and 
13  pieces  of  sculpture;  32  pictures  on  exhibition  have  been  lent.

The  St.  Louis  Museum  and  School  of  Fine  Arts  originated  in  a  free  even- 
ing drawing  class  organized  by  the  late  Director  of  the  City  Art  Museum, 
Halsey  C.  Ives,  in  18/4.  In  1879  the  St.  Louis  Museum  and  School  of  Fine 
Arts,  the  Art  Department  of  Washington  University,  was  established  under 
the  presidency  of  the  late  James  E.  Yeatman,  and  the  directorship  of  Halsey 
C.  Ives;  a  home  for  the  work  was  provided  through  the  generosity  of  the 
late  Wayman  Crow. 

About  1907  the  Director  secured  the  passage  of  an  act  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, giving  all  cities  in  the  State  of  Missouri  having  over  100,000  inhabi- 
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City  Art  Museum — Continued. 

tants  the  right  to  submit  the  question  of  an  art  tax  at  any  general  election 
held  in  the  city;  in  other  words,  giving  each  city  the  right  of  referendum 
on  the  question  of  an  "art  tax."  As  a  result  the  City  of  St.  Louis  voted  with 
a  large  majority  that  a  tax  be  levied  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City,  to  the  extent  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  per  dollar.  The  Art 
School  was  continued  under  Washington  University. 

The  City  Art  Museum,  the  name  being  changed  in  the  spring  of  1909 
from  the  St.  Louis  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  became  a  municipal  institution, 
supported  by  public  taxes.  The  Museum  is  located  in  a  substantial  building 
in  Forest  Park  originally  erected  as  the  Art  Department  of  the  World's  Fair 
of  1904.  The  building  (containing  over  1,300  acres)  is  the  property  of  the 
City  of  St.  Louis;  the  major  portion  of  the  collections,  approximating  in 
value  $500,000,  is  owned  mainly  by  a  private  institution,  lent  to  the  Board 
of  Control  of  the  City  Art  Museum,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  City 
of  St.  Louis. 

The  permanent  collections  include :  Egj^ptian  and  Assyrian  antiquities ;  Cen- 
tral American  antiquities  from  the  expeditions  of  the  St.  Louis  Archaeological 
Society;  the  Dyer  collection  of  American  Indian  handiwork;  the  Linley 
collection;  Japanese  and  Chinese  art;  Greek  vases;  casts  of  Greek,  Roman 
and  Renaissance  sculpture ;  antique  bronzes ;  German  modern  sculpture ;  mod- 
ern foreign  and  American  paintmgs ;  paintings  belonging  to  the  W.  K.  Bixby 
American  Art  Acquisition  Fund;  prints;  industrial  arts  including  ceramics 
by  Taxile  Doat,  the  St.  Elizabeth  glass  mosaic,  pottery,  metal  work,  wood 
carvings  and  textiles. 

A  memorial  to  Halsey  C.  Ives,  comprising  a  portrait  bust  by  Victor  S. 
Holm  and  an  architectural  setting  by  Hellmuth  and  Hellmuth,  was  placed 
in  the  north  wall  of  the  sculpture  court  and  dedicated  February  1,  1914. 
The  art  event  of  1914  was  the  Pageant  and  Masque  of  St.  Louis,  which  was 
staged  at  the  foot  of  Art  Hill  in  May. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Museum  includes:  Sunday  afternoon  "Gal- 
lery Talks"  by  the  Director  and  special  lectures;  a  class-room  with  lantern 
for  teachers  and  pupils  where  the  work  is  conducted  in  co-operation  with  art 
schools,  colleges,  high  schools,  elementary  public  schools,  private  schools, 
civic  societies,  women's  clubs,  and  the  general  public.  The  Museum  lends  ex- 
hibits to  the  Central  Public  Library,  the  High  Schools,  Teachers*  College  and 
all  grade  schools,  and  to  the  City  Qub.  Facilities  are  offered  students  and 
copyists.  Illustrated  catalogues  of  the  special  exhibitions  are  published  and 
mailed  to  a|iy  one  for  $1  a  year;  a  Bulletin  was  first  issued  in  April,  1914, 
subscription  50  cents  a  year;  photographs  of  paintings  and  sculpture  in  the 
collections  are  on  sale.  An  information  bureau  is  maintained.  Special  ex- 
hibitions are  given  each  month  and  sales  at  these  during  1913-1914  included 
9  oil  paintings,  11  prints,  and  6  pieces  of  sculpture.

It  received 
from  the  city  $10,000,  with  which  was  purchased  the  Rockwell  collection  of 
Oriental  art  objects.  AVith  city  appropriations  in  1911,  1912  and  1913,  with 
membership  dues  and  gifts  the  Museum  Association  has  acquired  property 
estimated  at  $60,000.  It  has  since  purchased  nine  paintings,  medals  by  Ameri- 
can and  French  sculptors,  many  American  bronzes,  models  of  Eskimo  and 
Indian  habitations,  fifty  casts,  Venetian  and  modern  French  glass,  and  Ger- 
man applied  art  objects. 

The  collections  include:  Archaeology — classical,  Assyrian  and  Egyptian; 
arms  and  armor;  bronzes,  casts,  coins  and  medals;  ceramics — Indian,  Etrus- 
can and  modern;  metalwork;  Oriental  objects;  paintings — old  and  modern; 
photographs;  prints;  textiles;  ethnological  models;  insects;  birds  for  nature 
study.  The  most  notable  collection  is  the  Disbrow  collection  of  minerals 
and  economic  botanical  specimens  and  the  Edward  H.  Crane  Memorial  collec- 
tion of  objects  from  Tibet.  Education  work  is  carried  on  in  co-operation 
with  the  elementary  public  schools  and  the  general  public ;  photographs,  prints 
and  scientific  specimens  are  lent.  An  annual  report,  catalogues  of  special 
exhibitions,  and  occasional  bulletins  and  series  of  pamphlets,  descriptive  of 
the  collections  are  published.

In  1882  the  late  William  C.  Prime  offered  to  Princeton  University  his 
collection  of  pottery  and  porcelain,  on  condition  that  the  University  erect  a 
suitable  building  to  receive  it  and  establish  a  department  for  teaching  the 
history  of  art.  The  department  was  established  immediately,  but  the  building 
was  not  completed  until  1889.  The  department  now  embraces  three  full 
professors  and  two  assistant  professors. 

In  the  Museum  one  room  is  devoted  to  exhibiting  the  results  of  the 
Princeton  Expeditions  to  Syria.  Here,  besides  casts  of  sculpture,  are  many 
examples  of  Syrian  workmanship  in  stone,  terra  cotta,  glass,  bronze  and  gold. 
The  basement  is  used  to  house  a  collection  of  casts  of  ancient,  mediaeval,  and 
Renaissance  sculpture.  The  first  floor  is  taken  up  with  the  Prime  collection 
of  pottery  and  porcelain,  in  which  is  represented  the  art  of  Egypt,  Phoenicia, 
Greece,  Etruria,  Rome,  the  Orient,  especially  Persia,  China  and  Japan,  and 
the  printipal  European  wares  of  England,  France,  Germany,  Holland  and 
other  countries.  Here  also  is  exhibited  a  collection  of  Japanese  color  prints, 
Japanese  ivory  and  wood-carving,  etc. 

The  upper  story  is  largely  occupied  by  books  and  photographs.  But  here 
are  also  collections  to  illustrate  the  processes  of  graphic  arts,  Greek  and 
Roman  coins,  Italian  medals  and  a  few  sculptures  and  paintings,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  an  Assyrian  bas-relief,  a  Praxitelian  torso,  a  French 
mediaeval  statue,  a  Pisan  Madonna,  and  some  Renaissance  fragments.  The 
paintings  are  few  in  number,  but  include  a  "Byzantine  Madonna"  by  Rico  di 
Candia,  a  "Christ  Before  Pilate"  by  Jerome  Bosch,  a  "Madonna  della  Cintola" 
of  the  School  of  Bonfigli,  an  early  replica  of  Titian's  "Magdalen,"  also  large 
paintings  by  Michel  Rocca,  by  Bierstadt  and  others.

At  the  special  meetmg  of  Trustees,  May  3,  1912,  it  was  voted  to  establish 
the  Francis  Davis  Millet  Memorial  Chair  of  the  Fine  Arts.  At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  February  11,  1913,  in  New  York, 
the  charter  was  amended  so  as  to  include  the  study  and  investigation  of  the 
archaeology,  literature  and  history  of  the  classical  and  later  periods;  and  so 
that  the  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  property,  not  to  exceed  three 
million  dollars.  A  bust  of  F.  D.  Millet,  the  former  Secretary  and  Director 
of  the  Academy,  executed  in  Rome  by  Albin  Polasek,  was  presented  to  the 
Academy  by  friends  of  Mr.  Millet.  Regulations  were  adopted  whereby  grad- 
uates of  colleges  contributing  $250  annually  are  exempt  from  fees  in  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies;  fee  to  all  others  except  Fellows  (winners  of 
Fellowships)  is  $100.  The  Annual  Dinner  was  held  September  11,  1913,  at 
the  University  Club,  New  York  City.  The  Annual  Meeting,  February  10, 
1914,  was  held  in  New  York  City.  By-Laws  were  amended  changing  the 
date  of  annual  meeting  from  February  to  December,  and  making  it  obliga- 
tory that  Fellows  shall  remain  unmarried  or  forfeit  privileges.  Books  and 
costumes  were  received  from  the  estate  of  F.  D.  Millet.  An  annual  gift  of 
$800  was  established  by  Eleanor  de  G.  Cuyler  as  a  memorial  to  her  brother, 
C.  C.  Cuyler,  to  provide  two  alcoves  in  the  new  library  to  be  devoted  to 
ancient  art.

In  October,  1894,  the  American  School  of  Architecture  was  installed  in  the 
Villa  deir  Aurora  in  Rome;  in  1903  the  Villa  Mirafiore  was  purchased;  the 
Villa  Aurelia,  on  the  Janiculum,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Academy  by  Mrs. 
Clara  Jessup  Heyland,  formerly  Miss  Jessup,  of  Philadelphia,  who  died  in 
Rome  in  1909. 

During  1913  the  Villa  Aurelia,  which  contains  administrative  offices,  lecture 
room  and  residence  of  the  Director,  was  occupied.  In  the  new  building,  dedi- 
cated in  the  autumn  of  1914,  are  the  library,  studios,  and  Fellows'  quarters. 
The  Villas  Chiaraviglio  and  Bellacci,  the  gifts  of  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  are 
occupied  by  the  Directors  of  the  two  schools. 

Competitive  Scholarships  are  awarded  in  architecture,  sculpture  and  paint- 
ing, consisting  of  $1,000  annually  for  three  years,  and  requiring  the  recipient 
to  reside  at  the  Academy's  home  in  Rome  and  work  under  the  Director's 
guidance.  Application  must  be  made  to  the  secretary  between  January  1st  and 
March  1st  of  each  year.  The  Fellowship  in  Pamting  is  provided  by  the 
Lazarus  Fund  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York,  every  third 
year.  The  competitions  are  open  to  all  unmarried  men,  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Academy.    In  the  School  of 
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Classical  Studies  the  competitions  are  open  to  both  men  and  women.  The 
Fellowships  awarded  in  1914  consist  of  one  of  the  value  of  $1,000  a  year  for 
one  year,  and  one  of  $1,000  a  year  for  two  years. 

The  winners  of  Fellowships  in  1913  were:  Architecture — Walter  L.  Ward^ 
Columbia  University,  New  York ;  Sculpture*— Leo  Friedlander,  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design,  New  York;  Painting — George  Davidson,  National  Academy 
of  Design. 

J.  Hough, 
University  of  Pennsylvania;  Sculpture — Berthold  Nebel,  National  Academy 
of  Design;  Painting  (Lazarus) — Harry  L  Stickroth,  National  Academy  of 
Design;  Classical  studies,  for  two  years — Eugene  S.  McCartney,  University 
of  Pennsylvania;  Classical  studies,  for  one  year — Horace  W.  Wright,  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  and  of  Pennsylvania. 

LAZARUS  TRAVELING  SCHOLARSHIP

The  Jacob  H.  Lazarus  Traveling  Scholarship  for  the  study  of  mural  paint- 
ing was  established  in  1892  by  Mrs.  Amelia  B.  Lazarus  and  her  daughter^ 
Emilie  Lazarus,  and  was  originally  to  be  awarded  to  a  student  in  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  of  Art  School.  Since  the  discontinuance  of  that  school,  the 
scholarship  has  been  open  to  all  students  of  art  and  has  been  administeded 
by  a  committee  of  artists  in  co-operation  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum. 
A  further  change  of  the  administration  of  this  scholarship  was  made  in  May, 
1913,  when  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  accepted  the  offer  of  the  American 
Academy  in  Rome  whereby  the  examination  for  candidates  is  held  by  the 
Academy  as  one  of  its  regular  competitions.  The  winners  have  the  standing 
of  Fellows  at  the  American  Academy  in  Rome. 

The  Scholarship  is  offered  every  third  ^ear.  It  is  open  to  any  unmarried 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  entitles  him  to  $1,000  a  year  for  three 
years'  study  of  mural  painting  in  Rome.  The  competition  held  in  May,  1914, 
resulted  in  the  award  of  the  scholarship  to  Harry  I.  Stickroth,  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Design,  New  York.

High  School. — There  are  23  high  schools  in  the  city,  housed  in  40  buildings 
and  having  125  studios.  A  two-year  required  course  of  study  is  pursued  by 
practically  all  students,  a  third  year  is  required  by  those  entering  Training 
Schools,  and  a  fourth  is  now  elective.  There  are  monthly  conferences  of  the 
director  and  teachers  with  extensive  monthly  exhibitions.  Much  specialized 
work  is  done  in  the  schools  of  different  types  and  a  two  vears  technical  art 
course  is  offered  to  girls  in  the  Washington  Irving  High  School.  Details  of 
the  various  classes  of  study,  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  thirty  craft  ancl 
art  clubs,  and  references  to  the  school-museum  movement  carried  forward 
in  connection  with  the  School  Art  League,  may  be  procured  by  addressing 
the  director.  Special  examinations  for  the  licensing  of  High  School  art 
teachers  are  held  twice  a  year ;  a  circular  giving  full  information  is  issued  to 
prospective  candidates. 

Elementary  Schools. — The  work  in  the  13.000  elementar>-  class  rooms  is 
supervised  by  52  supervisory  art  teachers,  each  of  whom  visits  (on  an  aver- 
age) 327  classes,  ifonthly  conferences  are  held  by  the  director  with  these 
super\nsory  teachers  and  there  are  frequent  district  exhibitions. 

Manual  Training  in  Elementary  Schools. — ^210  work  shops  were  in  operation 
during  1914.  These  offered  a  two  years  course  in  wood- work  to  over  52,000 
pupils.    This  requires  one  and  a  half  hours  of  attendance  each  week  of  each 
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pupil  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  year  of  the  grammar  schools.  Steps  are  also 
being  taken  to  introduce  the  work  into  the  sixth  school  year.  Approximately 
160  shop  teachers  are  employed,  but  this  number  is  constantly  increasing.  A 
fine  craftsmanship  medal  is  given  each  term  by  the  School  Art  League  for 
the  best  piece  of  work  done  by  a  graduate  in  each  shop. 

Decoration  in  High  Schools. — Two  large  mural  paintings  by  C.  Y.  Turner 
aave  been  placed  in  the  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School;  two  panels  by  E.  W. 
Deming  were  given  to  the  Morris  High  School  by  the  Municipal  Art  Society. 
This  Society  is  superintending  the  decoration  of  the  Washington  Irving  High 
School  and  the  work  is  now  in  progress  on  14  panels  by  Barry  Faulkner  for 
the  foyer,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  E.  H.  Harriman ;  "Queen  Isabella  before  Granada," 
a  painted  panel  by  Katherine  S.  Drier,  the  gift  of  Roswell  Skeel;  and  a  relief 
panel  for  the  mantle  in  the  foyer,  "Three  Girls  Reading  from  Washington 
Irving,"  by  Frances  Grimes. 

Decoration  in  Elementary  Schools. — The,  school  "supply  list"  offers  over 
100  framed  pictures  for  school-room  decoration.  These  are  for  the  most  part 
photographs  of  well  known  paintings.  By  means  of  these  and  voluntary  con- 
tributions many  schools  have  secured  a  large  number  of  pictures,  which  are 
hung  in  hallways  and  class  rooms.  The  rublic  Education  Association,  the 
School  Art  League,  and  the  various  school  alumni  associations  have  contrib- 
uted pictures  at  various  times.  One  of  the  most  important  gifts,  $1,000  for 
the  decoration  of  P.  S.  No.  65,  Manhattan,  was  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Public  Education  Association.  Mural  proofs  have  been  placed  in  a 
number  of  schools.  In  P.  S.  No.  5,  Brooklyn,  a  mural  painting  by  F.  S. 
Lamb,  "The  Conference  of  Washington  with  his  Ofl&cers  before  the  Battle 
of  Long  Island,"  was  unveiled  December  20,  1911. 

Evening  Industrial  Art  School. — In  September,  1913,  New  York  opened  its 
first  Public  Evening  Industrial  Art  School,  with  a  faculty  of  ten  teachers. 
The  School  admitted  over  200  students,  who  were  for  the  greater  part  artist- 
artisans  employed  in  the  trades.  The  classes  besides  drawing  from  life, 
include  stained  glass,  interior  decoration,  jewelry  design,  jewelry  making, 
mural  decoration,  modeling,  costume  illustration,  carpet  design,  commercial 
design,  and  illustration.  It  has  held  a  series  of  brief  exhibitions  throughout 
the  year  in  the  rooms  set  aside  for  it  in  P.  S.  No.  27,  214  East  42d  Street,  Man- 
hattan. The  art  school  holds  its  sessions  four  nights  each  week  from  7.30  to 
9.30  P.M.;  instruction  is  entirely  free. 

Drawing  and  Industrial  Art  in  Other  Evening  Schools. — The  city  offers 
drawing,  both  free  hand  and  mechanical,  in  its  six  evening  high  schools  for 
men  and  three  mixed  schools,  and  offers  free  hand  drawing  in  the  six  even- 
ing high  schools  for  women.  In  three  of  the  schools  for  women  classes  in 
costume  illustration  are  also  held.  In  addition  to  the  above  the  evening  ele- 
mentary schools  also  offer  opportunities  to  study  free  hand  drawing  in  more 
than  a  score  of  classes  well  distributed  over  the  city. 

Industrial  Art  in  Vocational  Schools. — Three  vocational  or  trade  schools 
are  supported  by  the  City;  two  for  boys,  and  one.  the  Manhattan  Trade 
School,  for  girls.  In  the  boys*  school  the  elements  of  various  trades  are 
taught  in  courses  of  from  one  to  two  years  in  length,  including  machine  shop 
practice,  plumbing,  carpentry,  printing,  etc.  In  the  girls*  school  the  trades  take 
the  form  of  millinery,  dressmaking,  novelty  pasting  work,  power  machine 
operating,  etc.  All  these  schools  offer  instruction  in  free  hand  drawing  and 
design  of  a  type  adapted  to  the  trades  indicated. 

Lectures  on  Art  for  Adults.— A  number  of  art  lectures  are  included  in  the 
extensive  free  lecture  system  held  at  lil)raries  and  schools  in  the  evenings. 
These  are  given  both  singly  and  in  series,  and  deal  with  the  history  of 
art  and  famous  schools  of  painting,  and  there  are  special  lectures  for  the 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  well-known  individual  artists  of  both  continents. 
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MUNICIPAL  ART  GALLERY 

The  entrance  hall  and  adjacent  corridors  of  the  new  Washington  Irving 
High  School,  40  Irving  Place,  Manhattan,  have  been  fitted  up  with  picture 
lights  and  since  October,  1913,  have  been  used  as  a  public  art  gallery. 

Municipal  Art  Gallery. — The  entrance  hall  and  adjacent  corridors  of  the

The  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  two  museums,  the  Cen- 
tral Museum  and  the  Children's  Museum.  Both  include  in  their  scope  nat- 
ural science  and  ethnology,  as  well  as  art,  the  main  or  Central  Museum 
being  organized  on  a  well-defined  departmental  plan.  At  present,  compara- 
tively little  art  work  is  done  at  the  Children's  Museum  except  through  its 
library.

The  Museum  is  open  on  week  days  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.;  on  Sunday 
from  2  to  6  p.m.,  and  on  Thursday  evening  from  7.30  to  9.45.  Admission 
is  free,  except  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays,  when  a  fee  of  25  cents  is  charged 
for  adults  and  10  cents  for  all  under  the  age  of  16.  Copyists  and  public 
and  private  school  teachers  and  pupils  are  admitted  free  at  all  times.  All 
holidays  are  free  days. 

The  commencement  of  the  Museum  was  in  1889,  when  a  committee  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  was  organized  to  establish  Museums  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  in  Brooklyn.  The  first  section  of  the  present  museum  building  was 
dedicated  May  7,  1897.  The  fourth  section  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 
When  this  is  finished  about  one-sixth  of  the  building  will  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

The  art  collections  include  Egyptology;  architecture,  especially  the  photo- 
graphic enlargements  of  the  surveys  in  Europe  undertaken  by  William  H. 
Goodyear  in  connection  with  researches  in  architectural  refinements ;  bronzes ; 
a  hall  of  casts  of  Greek  and  Roman  antiquity;  casts  of  the  Renaissance 
period ;  modern  sculpture ;  Greek  terra  cottas  (Tanagra) ;  Greek  vases 
(small);  ancient  glass;  coins  and  medals;  drawings;  Oriental  and  Euro- 
pean ceramics;  paintings,  old  and  modern;  photographs;  prints;  textiles 
and  vestments. 

Among  the  notable  special  collections  are:  83  water  color  paintings  by 
John  Singer  Sargent ;  water .  colors  by  Win  slow  Homer ;  paintings  illus- 
trating the  life  of  Christ,  by  James  J.  Tissot,  consisting  of  350  water  colors, 
10  oil  paintings  and  161  black  and  white  sketches;  the  Cyrus  J.  Lawrence 
collection  of  106  bronzes,  8  paintings,  and  5  sketches,  by  Antoine  Louis 
Barye;  a  number  of  terra  cottas  and  bronzes,  by  Bessie  Potter  Vonnoh; 
a  group  of  animal  sculptures,  by  A.  Phimister  Proctor;  a  collection  of 
Chinese  cloisonne,  presented  by  Samuel  P.  Avery,  which  includes  145  pieces, 
the  finest  collection  of  these  enamels  in  the  country;  the  Pell  collection  of 
porcelains  illustrating  the  history  of  European  porcelain ;  ancient  embroider- 
ies and  ecclesiastical  vestments  presented  to  the  Museum  by  the  Rem- 
brandt Club  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Department  of  Ethnology  contains  an  important  collection  of  Japanese 
imperial  robes;  garments  and  utensils  representing  the  Ainu,  the  Japanese 
aborigines,  which  is  unique.  Material  representing  in  a  complete  way  the 
Indians  of  the  Plains  of  California,  and  of  British  Columbia,  is  a  strik- 
ing feature  of  this  department. 

Important  accessions  during  1912  and  1913  include  $50,000  bequeathed  by 
Carll  H.  De  Silver  for  the  benefit  of  the  art  collections  and  24  paintings 
given  by  his  widow;  28  paintings  from  Charles  A.  Schieren;  22  paintings 
by  Otto  Walter  Beck  from  William  T.  Evans;  "The  Delaware  Valley," 
by  George  Jnness  and  a  number  of  pieces  of  English  stained  glass  were 
purchased.    There  were  numerous  single  gifts. 

The  Central  Museum  has  docent  service,  lectures  for  school  children  in 
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CouneaT  of  Melropoliian  Mustu 

Theodore  Duret.  By  James  A.  McN.  Whistler 
Purchased  by  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York 
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co-operation  with  the  School  Art  League;  general  lectures  for  the  public; 
furnishes  classroom  or  lectureroom  for  societies,  teachers,  etc.;  an  in- 
formation bureau;  and  research  work  is  done  by  various  members  of  the 
staff.  The  Library,  which  has  oyer  20,000  volumes  for  reference,  inaugu- 
rated in  October,  1913,  the  practice  of  opening  on  Sundays  from  2  to  6 
P.M.;  it  is  open  during  the  week  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

The  Museum  publishes  an  annual  report,  a  Quarterly  and  scientific  bul- 
letins.

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Cornerstone  laid  1854  by  Peter  Cooper,  the  Institute  "to  be  devoted  forever 
to  the  union  of  Art  and  Science  in  their  application  to  the  useful  purposes  of 
life."  Building  completed  in  1859  at  a  cost  of  $630,000  and  an  endowment 
fund  of  $200,000  given  by  Mr.  Cooper.  Gifts  from  Andrew  Carnegie,  John 
Halstead,  the  Cooper-Hewitt  family  and  others  have  increased  the  endowment 
to  about  $3,000,00^.  At  first  the  ground  and  second  floors  of  the  building 
were  rented,  but  as  the  demands  of  the  schools  required  more  space  and  the 
income  was  increased  from  other  sources,  classrooms  were  opened.  A  new 
building,  the  Abram  S.  Hewitt  Memorial,  has  been  erected  on  the  site  of  thp 
old  69th  Regiment  Armory,  which  was  leased  to  the  Union  by  the  City  at  a 
nominal  rental  of  $100  a  year.  The  basement  and  two  stories  have  been 
completed  and  the  scientific  classes  were  installed  there  in  the  autumn  of 
1912,  thus  leaving  the  foundation  building  to  house  the  Night  Art  School, 
Woman's  Art  School  (see  school  section),  Library,  Museum  of  Decorative 
Arts,  School  of  Stenography,  School  of  Telegraphy,  and  the  Great  Hall 
where  lectures  and  meetings  are  held.  The  yearly  demands  upon  the  institu- 
tion are  now  about  8,400  and  the  present  facilities  accommodate  a  maximum 
of  about  3,500  students.  The  completion  of  the  Hewitt  Memorial  Building 
would  increase  this  to  5,000.

Incorporated  April  13,  1870.  The  movement  was  initiated  by  the  Union 
League  Club  in  1869,  the  original  suggestion  having  been  made  by  the  Hon- 
orable John  Jay,  at  a  Fourth  of  July  dinner  to  Americans  in  Paris. 

The  purposes  stated  in  the  act  of  incorporation  are :  "To  establish  and 
maintain  in  the  City  of  New  York  a  Museum  and  Library  of  Art.  To  en- 
courage and  develop  the  study  of  fine  arts,  and  the  application  of  the  arts  to 
manufactures  and  practical  life.  To  advance  the  general  knowledge  of  kin- 
dred subjects,  and,  to  that  end,  to  furnish  popular  instruction." 

On  April  5,  1871,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  erection 
of  a  building  to  be  leased  by  the  Corporation.  This  building  was  erected 
in  Central  Park,  opposite  East  Eighty-second  Street.  Prior  to  its  completion, 
the  Museum  occupied  rented  quarters  first  at  681  Fifth  Avenue,  and  in  1872 
at  128  West  Fourteenth  Street.  The  permanent  building  was  formally  opened 
to  the  public  March  30,  1880.  Since  that  date  it  has  grown  to  about  seven 
times  its  original  size,  and  still  further  additions  are  in  progress.  All  addi- 
tions have  been  constructed  and  equipped  by  the  city,  whose  property  they 
are.    (See  Art  Annual,  Vol.  I,  p.  217.) 

The  nucleus  of  the  Museum  collections  was  formed  by  the  purchase  of 
three  collections  of  old  masters  in  1871,  and  of  the  Cesnola  Collection  of 
Cypriote  Antiquities  in  1872-1876. 

The  collections  include  the  so-called  fine  arts — painting,  sculpture,  and 
architecture,  as  well  as  what  are  usuallv  called  Decorative  or  Industrial 
Arts.  Ancient  art  includes  Egyptian,  Babylonian,  Assyrian,  Phoenician,  Cypri- 
ote. Etruscan,  Greek,  and  Roman  antiquities.  In  painting  the  attempt  is  made 
to  illustrate  the  history  of  the  art  in  antiquity,  and  from  the  Middle  Ages  to 
the  present  time,  with  especial  attention  to  the  work  of  American  artists. 
The  Decorative  Arts  include  woodwork,  metalwork,  ceramics,  and  textiles. 
The  collections  represent  the  East  and  the  Near  East  (China,  Japan,  Persia, 
and  Asia  Minor),  Europe,  and  America.  Special  attention  is  given  to  Ameri- 
can art. 

Broadly  speaking,  the  first  floor  of  the  Museum  is  filled  with  the  Egyptian 
and  Classical  collections,  the  casts,  arms  and  armor,  musical  instruments,  and 
modern  sculpture ;  the  second  floor,  with  the  art  of  the  East  and  Near  East, 
textiles,  laces,  paintings  and  since  February,  1914.  the  J.  P.  Morgan  collections. 
The  Decorative  Arts,  chronologically  arranged — the  Romanesque  period  to 
the  nineteenth  century— occupy  a  wing  by  themselves.

cavation of  the  pyramid-temples  of  Kings  Amenenhat  I  and  Sesostris  I,  ca. 
2000  B.C. ;  Temple-reliefs  from  Abydos  of  Kings  Ramses  I  and  Seti  I,  14th 
century  b.c.  ;  Painted  capital  (first  half  of  4th  century  b.c.)  from  the  excava- 
tion of  the  temple  of  Hibis,  Kharga  Oasis  ;^  Painted  portrait  panels  and 
mummy  with  a  panel  in  position,  of  the  Roman  period  in  Egypt;  Sculptured 
friezes,  moldings,  and  capitals  from  Monastery  of  St.  Jeremias,  Sakkara, 
illustrating  the  Early  Christian  art  of  Egypt. 

Qassical:  Etruscan  bronze  chariot,  6th  century  b.c,  and  the  ancient 
bronzes;  Roman  bronze  statue  of  Emperor  Trebonianus  Gallus;  Wall-paint- 
ings from  Boscoreale ;  Cesnola  Collection  of  antiquities  from  Cyprus ;  Origi- 
nal Greek  and  Roman  marbles;  Greek  vases;  Greek,  Roman,  and  Etruscan 
terracottas;  Gold  ornaments,  gems,  etc. 

Oriental:  Collection  of  Chinese  Porcelains  lent  by  J.  P.  Morgan;  Heber 
R.  Bishop  Collection  of  Jades,  etc. ;  Japanese  Arms  and  Armor ;  E.  C.  Moore 
Collection  of  Oriental  Art;  Joseph  Lee  Williams  Memorial  Collection  of 
Rugs.   (Loan.) 

Western  Art:  Gothic  Sculpture  (including  the  Hoentschel  Collection),  lent 
by  J.  P.  Morgan;  Renaissance  Sculpture;  the  Marquand  Gallery,  containing 
selected  paintings  of  importance;  Altman  collections  of  paintings,  Chinese 
porcelains  and  rugs ;  Vanderbilt  collection  of  19th  century  foreign  paintings ; 
Hearn  collection  of  contemporary  American  paintings;  Dino,  Ellis  and  Riggs 
collections  of  Arms  and  Armor;  Mrs.  S.  P.  Avery  Collection  of  Spoons; 
Moses  Lazarus  Collection  of  Fans;  Collection  of  Laces;  European  Textile 
Fabrics;  European  ceramics,  including  the  Le  Breton  Collection  of  French 
Faience;  Crosby-Brown  Collection  of  Musical  Instruments;  Woodwork  and 
Furniture,  including  the  Hoentschel  Collection  of  18th  century  French  decora- 
tive arts;  Collection  of  Ormolu;  Collection  of  Germanic  and  Merovingian 
antiquities. 

The  Library  of  the  Museum,  situated  on  the  first  floor  to  the  south  of 
the  grand  stairway,  contains  over  25,000  volumes  and  35,0(X)  photographs, 
which  are  for  the  use  of  any  visitor. 

The  principal  gifts  and  accessions  during  1912-1913  were:  $1,(XX),(XX)  from 
Francis  L.  Leland;  $7(X),000  bequeathed  by  Joseph  Pulitzer;  bequest  of  Benja- 
min Altman  who  died  October  7,  1913,  whereby  the  Musuem  received  his 
entire  collection  of  paintings,  Chinese  porcelains,  tapestries  and  rugs,  Limoges 
enamels,  rock  crystals  and  marbles,  bronzes  and  furniture;  gift  from  Wil- 
liam H.  Riggs  of  his  collection  of  arms  and  armor;  the  loan  from  J.  Pier- 
pont  Morgan  of  his  collection  of  paintings  and  objects  of  art,  a  total  number 
of  3,758  pieces. 

The  educational  work  of  the  year  included  classes  for  the  blind;  lectures 
for  sales  people;  an  exhibition  of  art  work  done  by  children  in  the  Boston 
Settlements;  lectures  for  members;  a  course  of  lessons  on  the  use  of  the 
Museum  for  high  school  and  for  elementary  teachers  of  the  public  schools 
by  the  Museum  instructor;  talks  to  public  school  pupils  by  the  Museum  in- 
structor and  in  co-operation  with  the  School  Art  League.  Meetings  of  22 
different  organizations  were  held  in  the  Museum  during  1913.  A  p^roup  of 
78  paintings  was  lent  to  the  Municipal  Art  Gallery  in  Washington  Irving  High 
School  during  the  summer  of  1914. 

Special  Help. — To  New  York  Teachers  and  Pupils — Free  admission  on 
Mondays  and  Fridays,  which  are  made  pay  days  largely  to  facilitate  students 
by  giving  them  a  greater  opportunity  for  privacy  than  is  possible  on  free 
days;  advice  to  teachers  in  preparing  courses  of  study  to  be  conducted  at 
the  Museum;  an  index  of  the  paintings  by  subject  and  one  of  the  objects 
that  illustrate  Greek  and  Roman  history;  the  use  of  a  class-room  equipped 
with  stereopticon  lantern,  chairs,  tables,  and  black-board  for  talks  given  by 
the  teacher  to  the  class;  books  and  photographs  from  the  Library  may  be 
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taken  to  the  class-room;  the  services  of  a  member  of  the  Museum  staff  to 
show  the  collections  to  the  class  or  give  them  a  talk  illustrated  by  the  lan- 
tern. For  this  last  assistance  application  should  be  made  by  letter,  stating 
the  day  and  hour  of  the  proposed  visit.  The  use  in  lectures  outside  the 
Museum  of  nearly  15,000  lantern  slides  of  objects  both  in  the  Museum  and 
elsewhere. 

To  Students  of  Art  and  Design — Free  admission  on  Mondays  and  Fridays 
by  showing  a  permit  obtainable  at  the  Museum;  the  privilege  of  copying 
or  sketching  all  objects  in  the  collections  except  those  which- are  either  lent 
or  copyrighted ;  the  use  of  the  books  and  photographs  in  the  Library  with 
the  opportunity  of  copying,  by  applying  to  the  Librarian ;  access  to  a  Study 
Room  of  Textiles  where  every  opportunity  will  be  granted  for  careful 
micrbscopic  examination,  taking  notes,  and  drawing  sketches;  the  use  of 
a  room  with  lockers  in  charge  of  an  attendant. 

To  the  Public — A  member  of  the  staff  is  detailed  for  expert  guidance. 
A  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  per  person  will  be  made,  with  a  minimum 
charge  of  one  dollar  an  hour,  except  for  members,  teachers  in  the  public 
schools,  and  the  pupils  under  their  guidance.  Photographic  copies  of  all  ob- 
jects belonging  to  the  Museum  (not  only  paintings,  but  the  objects  in  every 
collection)  are  made  by  the  Museum  photographer,  and  by  several  firms. 
Prices  range  from  postals  two  for  five  cents  to  large  colored  prints  at  $10. 

The  publications  in  print  number  fifty-eight  and  include  catalogues  of  the 
various  departments,  handbooks  of  special  exhibitions,  and  a  History  of  the 
Museum ;  a  monthly  Bulletin  is  issued  which  is  sent  free  to  members,  to 
others  $1  a  year  and  10  cents  a  number.

Total 
membership,  which  includes  both  artists  and  laymen,  men  and  women,  is 
848,  of  whom  82  are  life,  756  annual  and  10  associate  members.  Income 
from  dues  during  1912-1913  was  $3,975.56;  in  1913-1914  it  was  $4,069.45. 

This  Society  was  the  first  organized  in  the  United  States  to  be  devoted 
exclusively  to  a  city's  interest  from  the  purely  aesthetic  standpoint.  It  holds 
a  unique  position,  for,  on  the  one  hand,  it  is  a  member  of  the  Fine  Arts  Fed- 
eration of  New  York,  and  of  the  National  Academy  Association  and,  on  the 
other,  a  member  of  the  Federation  of  Civic  Associations ;  it  is  thus  in  a  sense 
a  means  of  communication  and  a  bridge  between  the  artistic  community  and 
the  public  at  large.  Through  the  twenty-two  years  of  its  existence  it  has 
voiced  its  opinion  on  many  matters  of  artistic  importance  and  has  issued 
numerous  pamphlets  and  reports  as  contributions  to  civic  betterment.  Among 
the  gifts  presented  to  the  city  are:  Mural  decorations,  by  Edward  Simmons, 
in  the  Criminal  Courts  Building;  Mural  decorations,  by  E.  W.  Deming,  in 
the  Morris  High  School ;  and  the  Hero  Tablets  at  Police  Headquarters. 

The  decoration  of  the  walls  of  the  Washington  Irving  High  School  with 
paintings  and  with  sculpture  was  one  of  the  principal  activities  during 
1913-1914.  The  Committee  of  the  Society,  which  has  been  entrusted  by 
the  Board  of  Education  with  the  decoration  of  this  school,  has  laid  out 
the  general  scheme  of  decoration.  Several  panels  have  already  been  of- 
fered to  the  school  and  are  now  in  progress;  the  Society  will  be  repre- 
sented by  a  decoration  of  its  own  for  which  it  has  made  a  preliminary  ap- 
propriation of  one  thousand  dollars.    During  the  year  the  Society  has  had

Chronological  History 

Dec.  3,  1802 — Organization  of  New  York  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts.  Robert 
R.  Livingston,  then  Ambassador  to  France,  purchased  a  number  of  casts 
for  the  Academy,  some  of  which  are  still  in  use.  They  were  placed  in  a 
building  on  Greenwich  Street  for  exhibition  and  the  use  of  students. 

Feb.  12,  1808 — Chartered  as  American  Academy  of  Arts.  Casts  moved  to 
upper  part  of  a  building  on  Broadway  occupied  as  the  Custom  House. 

Oct.  15,  1816— First  exhibition  of  paintings  and  statuary  by  the  revived  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Arts,  in  a  building  in  Chambers  Street,  previously  the 
Alms  House. 

Nov.  8,  1825 — New  York  Drawing  Association  organized  with  S.  F.  B.  Morse 
as  president.    A  protest  against  methods  of  the  Academy  of  Arts. 

Jan.  i8,  1826— The  New  York  Drawing  Association  resolved  itself  into  the 
National  Academy  of  the  Arts  of  Design.  Explanation  of  the  name  as 
given  by  Morse :  "The  Arts  of  Design  are  painting,  sculpture,  architecture 
and  engraving  while  the  Fine  Arts  include  poetry,  music,  landscape  gar- 
dening, and  the  histrionic  arts."  They  chose  from  their  number  the  fol- 
lowing fifteen  artists:  Thomas  S.  Cummings,  M.  L  Danforth,  William 
Dunlap,  Asher  B.  Durand.  John  Frazee,  Charles  C.  Ingham,  Henry  In- 
man,  Charles  C.  Wright,  G.  Marsiglia,  Peter  Maverick,  S.  F.  B.  Morse, 
Edward  C  Potter,  Hugh  Reinagle,  Ithiel  Town,  W.  G.  Wall.  These  in 
turn  elected  the  following  fifteen :  Frederick  S.  Agate,  Alexander  Ander- 
son, Thomas  Cole,  James  Coyle,  John  Evers,  William  Jewett,  William 
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Main,  John  Paradise,  J.  Parisen,  Rembrandt  Peale,  Nathaniel  Rogers, 
Martin  E,  Thompson,  John  Vanderlyn,  Samuel  L.  Waldo,  D.  W.  Wilson. 
These  thirty  constituted  the  original  members  of  the  Academy  and  S.  F. 
B.  Morse  was  elected  the  first  president. 

May  14  to  July  1,  1826 — First  exhibition ;  held  in  second  story  of  a  house  on 
southwest  corner  of  Broadway  and  Reade  Street.  170  exhibits:  deficit 
$163. 

Autumn,  1826— School  opened  three  evenings  a  week  in  rooms  lent  by  Philo- 
sophical Society  at  Chambers  Street  (old  Alms  House).  Exhibitions 
held  there  1827,  1828,  1829.  1830. 

April  5,  1828 — Chartered  under  the  laws  of  New  York  State  as  the  National 
Academy  of  Design. 

Oct.  8,  1830 — Schools  moved  to  rooms  in  new  building  of  Qinton  Hall  Asso- 
ciation, corner  Nassau  and  Beekman  Streets;  rent  $500  a  year  for  ten 
years.    Exhibitions  here  1831  to  1840  inclusive. 

1840^Moved  to  Society  Library  Building,  corner  of  Broadway  and  Leonard 
Street;  annual  rent  $1,000.   Exhibitions  held  here  1841  to  1849  inclusive. 

April  13,  1850 — Reception  at  opening  of  25th  annual  exhibition  in  new  gal- 
leries built  by  the  Academy  in  Mercer  Street  with  entrance  at  548  Broad- 
way. After  five  years  this  property  was  sold,  netting  a  profit  of  $60,000 
to  the  Academy.  Exhibitions  held  here  1850  to  1854;  the  galleries  were 
rented  for  the  exhibitions  of  1857. 

1855  and  1856 — ^Thirtieth  and  thirty-first  exhibitions  held  in  rooms  of  the 
church  at  548  Broadway. 

April  12,  1858— Thirty-third  annual  exhibition  opened  in  galleries  on  Tenth 
Street,  corner  of  Fourth  Avenue;  leased  at  $3,000  a  year.  Exhibitions 
held  here  1858  to  1861. 

April  14,  1862 — Thirty-seventh  annual  exhibition  opened  at  Derby  Art  Gal- 
lery, known  as  Institute  of  Art,  625  Broadway ;  exhibitions  also  held  here 
1863  and  1864. 

Oct.  21,  1863 — Laying  of  cornerstone  of  Academy  building  at  Fourth  Avenue 
and  23d  Street. 

April,  1865— Fortieth  annual  exhibition,  the  first  to  be  held  in  the  23d  Street 
building.  Schools  were  maintained  and  exhibitions  held  here  1865  to 
1899;  the  last  season's  exhibitions  being  the  seventeenth  autumn,  Nov. 
7  to  Dec.  3,  1898  and  the  74th  annual,  April  3  to  May  13,  1899. 

Oct.  2,  1899 — School  opened  in  the  temporary  building  which  occupies  part 
of  the  block  purchased  by  the  Academy  on  Amsterdam  Avenue  from 
109th  to  110th  Streets. 

Jan.  1  to  Jan  27,  1900 — Seventy-fifth  annual  exhibition,  the  first  held  at  the 
American  Fine  Arts  Building,  215  West  57th  Street,  where  all  exhibitions 
have  since  been  held.    Autumn  exhibitions  discontinued. 

April  7,  1906^Union  of  the  Society  of  American  Artists  (organized  1877) 
with  the  National  Academy  of  Design. 

Dec.  22,  1906  to  Jan.  19,  1907 — First  winter  exhibition.  Annual  exhibition 
moved  to  March  and  April. 

Dec.  14,  1912  to  Jan.  12,  1913— Winter  exhibition:  511  works  by  369  artists. 
The  Carnegie  prize  of  $5(X)  to  E.  Irving  Couse  for  painting.  "Making 
Pottery";  Thomas  R.  Proctor  prize  for  best  portrait  in  exhibition,  to 
William  M.  Chase;  Isidor  medal  for  best  figure  composition,  to  E.  L. 
Blumenschein ;  Helen  Foster  Barnett  prize  for  best  piece  of  sculpture,  to 
E.  McCartan.

Awarded  in  1913  to  Cram,  Goodhue  and  Fer- 
guson, of  New  York,  for  their  church  work;  1914,  to  York  and  Sawyer  for 
the  Guaranty  Trust  Company  of  New  York.

1870 — ^James  Lenox  presented  to  the  City  of  New  York  the  building  oc- 
cupying the  block  on  Fifth  Avenue,  from  70th  to  71st  Streets,  which  had  been 
designed  by  Richard  M.  Hunt,  together  with  his  library  and  gallery  of  fifty 
paintings.    The  collection  was  opened  to  the  public  in  January,  1877. 

1890 — Paintings  from  the  collection  of  John  Jacob  Astor  presented  to  the 
Astor  Library  by  William  Waldorf  Astor.  After  consolidation  of  the  li- 
braries, the  collection  was  transferred  to  the  Lenox  Building  in  May,  1896.

Department  established  December  13,  1899,  and  Samuel  P.  Averv,  one  of 
the  Trustees,  presented  on  behalf  of  John  Durand,  more  than  300  engrav- 
ings by  Asher  B.  Durand.  In  April,  1900,  Mr.  Avery  presented  to  the  Li- 
brary his  collection  of  over  17,000  prints  and  continued  to  add  from  time  ta 
time  until  his  death.  Other  collections  which  have  been  given  to  the  print 
department  are  the  F.  O.  C.  Darley,  Duyckinck,  Emmet,  Lenox,  Tilden, 
Schuyler,  Alfred  Jones,  Sugden,  Draper,  etc.  The  total  number  of  prints  is 
about  75,000.  There  are  special  facilities  for  study  in  the  print  room,  which 
adjoins  the  art  reading  room  (No.  313).

Its  work  is  carried  on  in  co- 
operation with  the  following:  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Brooklyn  In- 
stitute Museum,  National  Academy  of  Design,  Board  of  Education,  Public 
Education  Association,  Municipal  Art  Society,  Architectural  League  of  New 
York,  New  York  Water  Color  Club,  American  Federation  of  Arts,  Alliance 
Employment  Bureau. 

The  League  offers,  through  competitive  examination,  four  industrial  art 
scholarships  each  term  to  graduates  of  the  High  Schools;  it  gives  a  bronze 
medal  for  fine  craftsmanship  each  term  in  each  of  the  240  school  workshops 
(nearly  2,000  have  been  awarded)  ;  prizes  are  awarded  for  the  best  term  work 
in  art ;  free  admission  is  secured  for  High  School  pupils  to  visit  the  current 
exhibitions;  lectures  for  members  and  for  pupils  of  the  elementary  and  high 
schools  of  the  city  are  given  at  both  the  Metropolitan  and  Brooklyn  Museums 
of  Art. 

A  docent  is  maintained,  who  speaks  on  some  phase  of  art  each  morning  at 
a  different  elementary  school,  and  meets  a  small  class  each  afternoon  at  the 
Metropolitan  or  Brooklyn  Institute  Museum.  In  the  course  of  a  year  she 
speaks  to  over  40,000  children  and  takes  hundreds  through  the  museums. 

Forty  meetings  were  held  during  1912-1913  with  attendance  of  12,419;  17 
of  these  meetings  were  for  Public  School  pupils,  who  attended  to  the  number 
of  over  8,000.  During  1913-1914  there  were  37  lectures  and  meetings  with 
total  attendance  of  11, /76,  an  average  attendance  of  318. 

On  April  4,  1914^  a  reception  and  tea  was  held  in  the  galleries  of  the  Ameri- 
can Fine  Arts  Building  during  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Academy,  all  admission  fees 
for  the  day  were  donated  to  the  School  Art  League.

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature  in  March,  1912,  providing  for  a 
State  Art  Commission  to  consist  of  the  Governor,  President  of  the  Albright 
Gallery  in  Buffalo,  Albany  Historical  and  Art  Society,  Metropolitan  Museum, 
Brooklyn  Museum,  the  State  architect,  and  five  appointees,  to  include  one 
painter,  one  sculptor  and  one  architect.    Bill  has  not  been  passed. 


CITY  AND  VILLAGE  PLANNING  COMMISSIONS 

OF  NEW  YORK  STATE 

The  New  York  Legislature  passed  a  bill  on  May  24,  1913,  the  principal 
points  of  which  are  as  follows:  Each  city  and  incorporated  village  is  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  create  a  commission  to  be  known  as  the  city  or 
village  planning  commission.  The  following  matters,  or  any  one  or  more 
of  them,  shall  be  referred  to  such  commission  by  the  Board,  commission, 
commissioner,  or  other  public  officer  or  officers  of  said  city  or  village,  which 
is  the  final  authority  thereon  before  final  action  thereon  by  such  authority: 
the  adoption  of  any  map  or  plan  of  said  city  or  incorporated  village,  or  part 
thereof,  including  drainage  and  sewer  or  water  system,  and  for  any  public 
water  front  street ;  the  location  of  any  public  building,  bridge,  statue  or 
monument,  highway,  park,  parkway,  square,  playground  or  recreation  ground, 
or  public  open  place  of  said  city  or  village.  This  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  intended  to  limit  or  impair  the  power  of  any  art  commission,  park 
commission,  or  commissioner,  except  in  so  far  as  it  provides  for  reference 
or  report,  or  both,  on  any  matter  before  final  action  thereon  by  said  art 
commission.  This  article  shall  be  construed  as  the  grant  of  additional  power 
and  authority  to  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  and  not  as  intended  to 
limit  or  impair  any  existing  power  or  authority  of  any  city  or  village.

Lantern  slides  and  photographic  prints  on  art,  history,  literature,  science, 
and  other  subjects  are  lent  by  the  Division  of  Visual  Instruction,  >yithout 
charge,  to  schools,  libraries,  and  organizations  officially  connected  with  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  free  instruction.  Organizations  not 
officially  connected  with  the  University  may  secure  loans  through  a  local  pub- 
lic library.  This  Division  also  lends  to  schools,  for  wall  decoration,  high 
grade  reproductions  of  standard  works  of  art. 

Under  the  Division  of  Vocational  Schools  supervision  of  drawing  and 
of  hand  work  and  manual  training  is  given  in  rural  and  elementary  grades, 
secondary  schools,  normal  schools,  and  training  classes.  State  syllabuses  and 
outlines  in  drawing  and  handwork  are  supplied  for  each  of  these  types  of 
schools.  There  are  64  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  offering  manual  training 
with  the  estimated  total,  including  New  York  City  but  not  including  manual 
training  teachers  in  the  larger  city  high  schools,  of  250  teachers.  There  are 
ten  normal  schools  and  one  State  Normal  College  for  Teachers,  all  of  ^yhich 
give  drawing  and  all  but  one  give  courses  in  manual  training.  Practically 
all  of  the  academic  schools,  and  there  are  over  a  thousand  of  them,  give 
courses  in  academic  drawing.  Some  of  these  teachers  also  supervise  in  the 
grades  and  in  the  larger  cities  there  are  directors  as  well  as  special  teachers 
of  drawing  in  the  high  schools.  This  means  that  there  are  about  1,250  teach- 
ers in  New  York  State  who  are  teaching  drawing  as  a  special  subject.

The  building  was  erected  by  Mrs.  James  S.  Watson  in  memory 
of  her  son,  James  G.  Averell  (1877-1904),  an  architect.  Foster,  Gade  and 
Graham,  of  New  York  City,  were  the  architects.

The  first  part  of  the  present  building  was  dedicated  1886;  Academy  build- 
ing 1887;  Schmidlapp  building  1907;  Ropes  Extension  1911.  The  Museum 
buildings  have  been  erected  on  a  reservation  of  nineteen  acres  of  park  prop- 
erty set  aside  by  the  City  for  the  permanent  uses  of  the  Museum  Associa- 
tion. The  buildm^s  were  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $630,754  and  have  been  en- 
tirely the  gift  of  mdividual  citizens,  as  no  income  is  derived  from  the  City 
or  State. 

The  development  of  the  collections  in  the  Museum  has  been  mostly  in  the 
direction  of  the  arts,  though  an  important  section  has  grown  up  devoted  to 
archaeological  and  ethnological  material  relating  especially  to  the  American 
Indian.  The  collections  at  present  embrace :  the  graphic  arts — painting,  draw- 
ing, etching,  etc. — the  most  notable  being  the  collection  of  contemporary 
American  painting,  which  includes  one  gallery  devoted  to  the  work  of  Frank 
Duyeneck  and  one  to  that  of  Robert  Blum ;  sculpture — casts  of  Egyptian,  As- 
syrian, Greek,  Roman,  Gothic,  Renaissance  and  Modern  works;  also  original 
modern  scultpures;  metal  work — originals  and  reproductions  of  silver  and 
goldsmith's  works ;  arms  and  armor ;  textiles — Oriental  and  European,  includ- 
ing an  historical  collection  of  lace  and  an  important  series  of  Indian  shawls ; 
also  a  collection  of  costumes  from  various  sources,  but  more  particularly 
American  of  the  last  hundred  years;  ceramics — Oriental,  European  and 
American,  including  the  Rockwood  historical  collection;  musical  instruments 
from  all  countries;  and  over  30,000  specimens  of  American  archaeology  and 
ethnology. 

The  most  notable  acquisition  during  1913  was  a  portrait  by  Titian  of 
Philip  II,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Emery. 

The  Museum  Association  in  1884  took  over  the  School  of  Design.which  had 
been  established  in  1869,  and  shortly  afterwards  named  it  the  Art  Academy 
of  Cincinnati.  The  connection  between  the  Academy,  or  school,  and  the 
Museum  is  very  close.  Three  of  the  principal  instructors  in  the  school  have 
their  personal  studios  in  the  Museum,  and  as  a  result  of  this  continued  pres- 
ence they  are  frequently  in  the  galleries  with  their  students.  (See  school 
section.) 

The  Librarian  keeps  in  close  touch  with  the  Academy  both  through  the 
large  reference  library  in  the  Museum  and  a  small  circulating  library  for  the 
use  of  students.  In  connection  with  the  Library  various  classes  in  the  history 
of  art  are  conducted.  There  is  one  class  taking  a  complete  course  through- 
out the  year  in  preparation  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools;  this  is  con- 
ducted in  co-operation  with  the  Teachers  College  of  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  with  the  public  schools  of  the  City  and  fits  pupils  for  the  work 
of  art  instruction  and  art  supervision  in  the  schools.  Another  course  in  the 
history  of  art  is  given  to  a  class  of  high  school  students  who  are  privi- 
leged to  select  in  the  high  schools  what  is  known  as  the  "art  course."  An- 
other course  of  lectures  is  arranged  for  teachers  in  the  public  schools  who, 
upon  its  completion,  receive  a  teachers'  credit  at  the  University.  Expert  guid- 
ance and  instruction  is  given  free  to  classes  visiting  the  Museum,  upon  re- 
quest to  the  Librarian  who  has  under  her  a  staff  consisting  of  students  who 
have  completed  or  are  taking  the  art  course  described  above.  The  Woman's 
Club,  the  Crafters.  and  the  Association  of  Mothers'  Club  were  among  the 
organizations  which  availed  themselves  of  this  service  in  1913. 

The  Museum  has  its  own  press  and  prints  its  annual  report,  the  catalogue 
of  the  Art  Academy,  catalogues  of  the  special  exhibitions.  Library  booklists 
for  the  use  of  teachers  and  others,  also  a  large  number  of  separate  half- 
tones of  large  size  and  many  of  postcard  size,  reproducing  views   of  the 
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Museum  and  many  objects  in  it.  Thirty-four  half-tones  and  more  than  70 
postcards  have  already  been  issued.  The  Museum  co-operates  with  the  Mu- 
nicipal Art  Society  of  Cincinnati  in  the  selection  and  placing  in  the  schools 
of  photographs  of  works  of  art,  serving  at  once  a  decorative  and  educational 
purpose.

It  is  similar  to  the  Three  Arts  Club  of  London,  New  York 
and  Chicago,  and  exchanges  membership  with  these  and  with  two  organiza- 
tions in  Paris.

The  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art  was  incorporated  in  June,  1913,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  the  Museum  building  now  being  erected  in  Wade  Park. 
Annual  meeting  second  Monday  in  November.  Annual  dues  $10;  sustaining 
$25 ;  Fellows  $100. 

Four  acres  of  land  were  given  by  J.  H.  Wade  and  funds  for  the  erection 
of  the  Museum  building  are  provided  by  the  John  Huntington  Art  and  Poly- 
technic Trust  and  by  the  Horace  Kelley  Art  Foundation.  The  latter  had 
been  known,  since  1900,  as  The  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art,  but  has  relin- 
quished the  title  in  favor  of  the  newly  formed  corporation  which  is  empow- 
ered to  receive  funds  from  both  trusts  and  additional  funds  and  collec- 
tions. Work  on  the  building,  of  which  Hubbell  and  Benes,  of  Cleveland, 
are  the  architects,  was  begun  May  20,  1913,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be 
opened  in  the  autumn  of  1915.  It  is  to  be  of  white  Georgia  marble,  300  by 
130  feet  with  one  main  exhibition  floor  and  an  administration  floor  in  which 
is  included  a  lecture  room,  library  and  class  room  in  addition  to  the  executive 
offices,  store  rooms,  etc. 

The  Museum  falls  heir  to  the  miscellaneous  collection  of  paintings,  mar- 
bles, casts,  etc.,  which  have  been  accumulating  since  the  Kelley  and  Hunting- 
ton bequests  were  first  announced.  The  Huntington  Trustees  have  recently 
made  purchases  in  Egypt  and  are  contemplating  further  purchases  in  the 
Far  East.  A  collection  of  about  a  thousand  pieces  of  lace,  formed  by  Thomas 
Wilson,  formerly  curator  of  the  United  States  National  Museum,  has  been 
presented  by  J.  H.  Wade.  Gifts  of  books  and  the  purchase  of  347  photographs 
form  the  nucleus  of  the  art  library  and  collection  of  photographs.  The  pub- 
lication of  a  quarterly  Bulletin  was  begun  April,  1914.

19,  1903.  The  present  grounds  and  building,  designed  by  Green  and  Wicks, 
of  Buffalo,  represent  an  ej^penditure  of  $400,000,  one-half  of  which  amount 
was  the  gift  of  the  president,  Edward  D.  Libbey,  and  the  balance  was  raised 
by  popular  subscription  in  sums  ranging  from  ten  cents  to  $15,000.  The 
building  was  dedicated  January  17,  1912.  with  an  important  loan  collection. 

Three  clubs,  the  Athena  Society,  The  Toledo  Camera  Club,  and  the  Toledo 
Collectors'  League  have  rooms  in  the  Museum  building.  The  last  named 
has  a  membership  of  over  200  boys  who  meet  weekly  to  exchange  stamps  and 
coins.  Talks  are  given  almost  daily  in  the  galleries ;  pirls  from  the  shops 
are  invited  to  the  museum ;  noonday  talks  have  been  given  in  factories.  The 
city  beautiful  campaign  for  1914  was  concentrated  on  the  making  and  care 
of  home  gardens.    A  school  is  maintained.     (See  school  section.) 

Accessions  during  1913  included  24  paintings;  96  prints;  104  pieces  of  porce- 
lain from  Rev.  Alfred  Duane  Pell;  80  pieces  of  old  Italian.  German  and 
Bohemian  glass  from  Edward  D.  Libbey ;  antiquities  and  miscellaneous  ob- 
jects.

The  gift  of  93  casts  of  Greek  and  Roman  sculpture,  by  the  late  H.  W.  Cor- 
bett,  of  Portland,  was  the  occasion  of  the  organization  of  the  Association. 
The  first  curator,  Henrietta  H.  Failing,  began  her  work  in  1895,  when  this 
collection  of  casts  was  opened  to  the  public  in  the  upper  floor  of  the  Public 
Library.  In  1905  the  present  building  was  erected  and  presented  to  the  Asso- 
ciation by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Ladd,  on  a  site  bequeathed  by  H.  W.  Corbett.  The 
collections  include  14,955  Braun  carbon  photographs  of  noted  paintings  and 
drawings ;  107  Arundel  chromolithographs ;  367  books  on  art ;  electrotypes  of 
Greek  and  Roman  coins ;  American  medals ;  "Indian  on  Horseback,**  a  bronze 
by  A.  Phimister  Proctor;  21  oil  paintings,  including  work  by  Monticelli, 
Corot,  and  other  European  painters  and  by  the  American  painters  Dougherty 
and  Hassam;  90  objects  of  art  including  Rhodian  pottery,  Chinese  porcelains, 
jades,  lacquers,  etc.;  and  923  lantern  slides. 

During  1912-1913  classes  numbering  1,052  children  and  13X)  in  1913-1914, 
visited  the  Museum.  At  first  there  were  principally  High  School  pupils  to  see 
the  Greek  casts,  with  talks  on  Greek  art  in  connection  with  Greek  history  and 
m3rthology;  systematic  work  with  the  grammar  grades  of  the  public  schools 
was  begun  in  1913-1914.  Various  societies  and  clubs  meet  at  the  Museum, 
one  of  about  50  women,  which  has  been  in  existence  for  fifteen  years,  meet- 
ing weekly  during  the  winter  for  serious  study  of  the  history  of  art.  Lecture 
courses  are  offered  during  the  winter;  there  were  69  lectures  in  1912-1913 
and  26  in  1913-1914  with  total  attendance  the  latter  season  of  861.  The  School 
is  maintained  in  the  Museum  Buildings.     (See  school  section.)

Courses  of  Study — During  1911-1912  an  elementary  course  of  study  was 
prepared.  This  may  be  found  in  nearly  every  school  in  the  State  and  is  the 
basis  of  all  art  instruction  in  the  elementary  and  normal  schools. 

Work  of  the  Expert — Visits  have  been  made  to  over  two  hifndred  dis- 
tricts in  the  State ;  to  Normal  training  schools,  normal  art  schools  and  other 
institutions.  Conferences  with  special  teachers  have  been  held  and  model 
lessons  given.  The  State  has  been  divided  into  fourteen  districts  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  conferences  of  teachers  and  supervisors  of  drawing,  and 
these  conferences  have  been  addressed  by  the  State  expert  and  other  special- 
ists. A  representative  exhibit  of  public  school  drawing  has  been  arranged  for 
each  conference. 

Normal  Schools — ^An  organization  of  the  instructors  of  drawing  in  the 
State  and  normal  schools  of  Pennsylvania  was  effected  in  April,  1912,  and 
annual  meetings  are  held. 

Examinations — Examinations  for  a  special  certificate  in  drawing  are  held 
on  two  specified  dates  each  summer.  Drawing  is  required  on  the  teachers 
State  permanent  certificate;  these  examinations  are  in  charge  of  the  State 
Expert  in  Drawing. 

Summer  Schools — Nearly  every  summer  school  in  the  State  offers  a  course 
in  freehand  drawing,  and  a  number  of  special  courses  for  both  grade  teachers 
and  supervisors  are  offered. 

Statistics — ^There  are  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  162  teachers  in  drawing; 
200  supervisors  of  drawing ;  6  out  of  the  thirteen  State  Normal  schools  train 
teachers  of  drawing.

Created  bv  an  Act  of  State  Legislature  approved  May  25,  1907,  and 
amended  July  24,  1913,  providing  that  in  every  city  of  the  first  class  there 
shall  be  an  art  jury  composed  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  eight  other 
members,  of  whom  one  shall  be  a  painter,  one  a  sculptor,  one  an  architect, 
a  member  of  a  commission  having  control  of  a  public  city  park,  and  four 
other  persons. 

The  Art  Jury  of  Philadelphia  is  the  Department  of  the  City  Government, 
which  is  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of  passing  upon  the  design  and  loca- 
tion of  all  buildings,  bridges,  arches,  fountains,  sculptures,  tablets,  paintings, 
lamp  posts,  electric  and  other  fixtures,  to  be  presented  to  the  city  or  to  be 
paid  for  either  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  city  or  by  any  other  public  au- 
thority, or  for  which  the  city  or  any  other  public  authority  is  to  furnish  a 
site  within  the  city  limits. 

The  second  annual  report,  covering  1912,  shows  67  submissions  with 
action  upon  4  cases  presented  in  1911  and  16  pending.  Many  of  the  de- 
signs had  to  be  revised  before  approval  was  given.  Total  cost  of  45  of  the 
67  submissions  was  $9,132,819.  Cost  of  maintaining  the  Art  Jury,  $3,- 
933.58.    In  1913  there  were  53  submissions,  of  which  36  were  acted  upon. 

During  the  latter  part  of  November  and  the  first  part  of  December,  1913. 
the  Jesuit  of  the  work  of  the  Art  Jury  was  exhibited  at  the  City  Planning 
exhibition  held  by  New  York  City  in  the  Public  Library.  A  similar  ex- 
hibition was  made  in  Lyons,  France,  and  a  traveling  exhibition  was  made  up 
from  the  material  shown  at  the  New  York  exhibition. 

A  special  Bulletin  of  Information  was  printed;  it  contains  a  copy  of  the 
Act  creating  the  Jury,  as  amended,  and  regulations  for  submissions.  Copies 
may  be  had  upon  application.     Illustrated  annual  reports  are  published.

Work  accomplished  during  past  two  years:  Propertv  on  Orianna  Street, 
purchased  in  1911  for  the  protection  of  Carpenters*  Hall,  was  inclosed  by  an 
iron  fence  and  a  commemorative  tablet  erected.  Fairmount  Parkway  has 
been  opened  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth  Streets  by  razing  222  buildings. 
Much  interest  has  been  taken  by  the  Association  in  the  plans  for  the  Art 
Museum. 

By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  Phillips  Samuel,  who  died  October  1,  1913,  the 
Association  becomes  the  legatee  of  her  entire  residuary  estate,  estimated 
at  over  $500,000.  It  is  to  be  used  for  the  erection  on  the  bulkhead  bordering 
the  Schuylkill  River  from  Beacon  Light  to  Girard  Avenue,  of  a  series  of 
statues,  "emblematical  of  the  history  of  America,  arranged  in  chronological 
order,  100  feet  apart,  on  high  granite  pedestals  of  uniform  shape  and  size ; 
and  when  all  the  statues  are  in  place,  the  income  to  be  spent  in  buying 
statuary  and  fountains  to  decorate  the  Park."

The  Fellowship  sends  out  traveling  exhibitions.  During  1912-1913  paint- 
ings were  shown  in  New  Bedford  and  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.  Groups  of  pic- 
tures (45  in  each)  were  exhibited  in  seven  public  schools  of  Philadelphia, 
thus  giving  16,000  children  and  teachers  a  chance  to  have  good  pictures  for 
four  weeks  of  the  year.  The  combined  groups  were  shown  in  the  galleries 
of  The  Plastic  Club  in  May,  1913. 

February  to  May,  1914,  the  Traveling  Exhibitions  were  sent  to  seven  public 
schools  and  were  seen  by  over  17,000  persons.  There  were  lectures  and  dis- 
cussions on  art  subjects;  in  1913-1914  there  were  five  lectures  for  members 
with  attendance  of  about  1,500.  A  Picture  Purchase  Fund  was  established 
in  May,  1912,  and  several  pictures  have  been  bought  from  The  Fellowship 
exhibitions.  They  are  placed  in  the  public  schools  and  libraries  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  Fellowship  Prize  of  $100,  at  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  was  awarded  in  1913  to  Leopold  G.  Seyffert  for 
"Portrait  of  Leopold  Stokowski"  (see  illustration)  ;  in  1914  to  Fred  Wagner 
for  "Snow  and  Ice."

The  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  the  oldest  art  institution  in 
the  United  States,  was  founded  in  1805  and  chartered  the  following  year, 
but  actually  dates  from  1791,  when  Charles  Willson  Peale  attempted  to  organ- 
ize a  school  of  the  fine  arts  iir  Philadelphia.  Out  of  this  grew,  in  1794,  the 
Columbianum,  and  under  its  auspices  an  exhibition  of  paintings  was  held  at 
the  State  House  in  1795.  The  organization  meeting  in  1805  was  held  in  Inde- 
pendence Hall.  The  first  building,  on  Chestnut  Street,  between  Tenth  and 
Eleventh,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1845,  but  was  rebuilt.  In  1876  the  present 
building  was  dedicated.    (See  also  Art  Annual,  vol.  I,  p.  330.) 

The  permanent  collections  have  been  acquired  gradually  by  purchase,  gift 
and  bequest.  The  Carey  collection  consists  of  examples  of  the  early  British 
school  of  painters  and  a  number  of  works  by  American  artists.  The  Temple 
collection  is  the  result  of  a  fund  of  $60,000  given  by  Joseph  E.  Temple  in 
1880,  one-half  of  the  annual  income  being  devoted  to  current  expenses,  and

the  balance,  $1,800,  is  annually  appropriated  for  the  award  of  the  Temple 
medal  and  purchases  from  the  annual  exhibition.  Henry  C.  Gibson,  who  died 
in  1890,  bequeathed  five  pieces  of  sculpture  and  ninety-eight  paintings,  chiefly 
contemporary  French  and  German  art.  The  Field  collection  consists  chiefly 
of  works  painted  before  the  nineteenth  century  and  the  Academy's  general 
collection  is  rich  in  early  American  portraits.  The  Print  Room  contains  about 
40,000  engravings  and  etchings,  bequeathed  by  John  S.  Phillips.

Annual  meeting,  second  Monday  in  June;  Board  meet- 
ings, last  Thursdays  in  January,  April  and  October,  and  second  Monday  in 
June.

On  March  27,  1873,  it  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  that 
a  permanent  fire-proof  building  be  erected  in  Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia, 
to  be  kept  open  perpetually  after  the  year  1876  as  a  Museum  of  Art  ancl 
Industry  for  the  improvement-  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. For  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $500,000  was  appropriated  by  the 
city  and  $1,000,000  by  the  State. 

Chartered  February  27,  1876,  "to  establish  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in 
the  Cit3r  of  Philadelphia,  a  museum  of  art  in  all  its  branches  and  technical 
application,  and  with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of  the  art  industries 
of  the  State,  and  to  provide  instruction  in  drawing,  painting,  modeling,  de- 
signing, etc.,  through  practical  schools,  special  libraries,  and  otherwise,  the 
instruction  to  be  similar  in  its  general  features  to  that  furnished  by  the  South 
Kensington  Museum  of  London."  The  building,  in  the  style  of  the  modern 
Renaissance,  was  begun  July  4,  1874,  and  finished  in  March,  1876,  the  archi- 
tect being  H.  J.  Schwarzman.  It  contains  about  72,000  feet  of  wall  space 
and  70,0(X)  square  feet  of  floor  space  suitable  for  exhibition  purposes.  On 
May  10,  1877,  the  doors  of  Memorial  Hall  were  opened  as  a  permanent 
museum. 

The  art  collections  include  the  following  departments:  Greco-Roman 
(classical)  and  E^ptian;  arms  and  armor;  casts;  ceramics;  enamels;  furni- 
ture ;  glass ;  ivories ;  lacquers ;  textiles ;  woodwork ;  metal  work ;  numis- 
matics; Oriental;  photographs;  library.  Among  the  more  important  special 
collections  are  those  of  American  pottery  and  porcelain,  and  American  Glass. 

A  special  course  for  Curators,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Cornelius  Steven- 
son, was  inaugurated  in  1908.  The  original  technical  course  is  obtainable 
on  request,  but  as  part  of  the  regular  school  work  it  has  been  modified 
so  as  to  be  included  in  the  Normal  Art  course  as  a  series  of  lectures  on  art 
origins,  on  archaeological  discoveries,  and  on  the  development  of  arts  and 
crafts.  The  Pennsylvania  Museum  is  carefully  examined  as  an  object  lesson 
and  other  museums  are  visited. 

An  Annual  Report  and  a  Quarterly  Bulletin  are  issued.  Several  Hand- 
books and  Art  Primers  on  special  subjects,  the  result  of  original  research 
work  by  the  Director,  have  been  published.  The  Museum  staff  supplies 
guides  and  instructors  for  classes  or  organizations  on  application,  without 
charge.  A  Bureau  of  Identification  is  maintained,  where  art  objects  may  be 
sent  or  brought  for  identification.

Meetings  are  held  bi-weekly.  To  January  1,  1914,  there  were  29  sub- 
missions of  16  different  projects,  representing  an  outlay  of  approximately 
$1,800,000.  All  submissions  were  approved  with  the  exception  of  one,  a 
Memorial,  which  was  twice  disapproved. 

The  Report  of  the  Commission  for  1912  offers  the  following  suggestions 
for  fields  of  usefulness:  The  improvement  of  public  works  of  art  in  Pitts- 
burgh by  the  use  of  its  veto  power;  making  of  studies  of  various  kinds; 
outlining  possible  and  practical  city  improvements ;  assisting  to  create  and 
educate  public  sentiment  for  civic  beautification  by  appearing  before  various 
civic  and  semi-public  organizations,  such  as  schools,  boards  of  trade, 
clubs,  etc. 

In  November,  1913,  E.  H.  Bennett,  City  Planning  Architect  of  Chicago, 
was  engaged  to  prepare  a  scheme  and  make  a  thorough  economic  and  aes- 
thetic analysis  and  study  of  what  is  known  as  "The  Point"  district  of 
Pittsburgh,  that  portion  of  the  city  and  its  water  front  at  the  immediate 
junction  of  the  Monongahela  and  Allegheny  Rivers.

Founded  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  March  2,  1896.  The  deed  of  trust  ap- 
pointed a  board  of  eighteen  trustees  and,  ex-officio,  the  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Library,  and  dedicated  an  annual  fund  of 
$50,000  in  perpetuity,  for  the  purchase  of  objects  of  art  for  a  department 
of  fine  arts  and  scientific  collections  for  a  museum.  Several  years  later 
Mr.  Carnegie  increased  the  endowment  to  provide  for  the  Carnegie  Tech- 
nical Schools,  which  were  dedicated  in  1906.  The  Carnegie  Institute,  there- 
fore, is  now  composed  of  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Department  of 
the  Museum,  and  the  Carnegie  Technical  Schools.  The  Department  of  Fine 
Arts,  the  Museum,  the  Library,  and  the  Carnegie  Music  Hall  occupy  the 
same  building.  The  amount  given  by  Mr.  Carnegie  for  the  erection  of  the 
main  building  and  the  branch  buildings  connected  with  the  Library  was 
$1,100,000,  to  which  he  added  $5,000,000  in  March,  1903,  for  an  extension  to 
the  main  building.  In  1913  the  fund  for  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts 
amounted  to  $66,000. 

There  is  a  permanent  collection  of  modern  paintings,  drawings,  and  prints; 
a  collection  of  Japanese  prints,  of  bronzes,  and  of  casts  of  classic  and  mod- 
ern sculpture  and  architecture.  Of  the  many  temporary  exhibitions  held  in 
the  galleries  each  season,  that  of  the  International  Exhibition,  in  May  and 
June,  is  by  far  the  most  important.  The  painters  invited  to  contribute  tiie 
works  are  invited  to  vote  by  ballot  for  the  members  of  the  jury  of  awards. 
Two  are  elected  each  year  to  represent  Europe,  and  eight  to  represent 
America.  Each  year  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  buys  pictures  from  this 
exhibition  to  add  to  the  permanent  collection. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1915  there  will  be  an  international  exhibition 
of  paintings  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  the  Carnegie 
Institute  will  omit  in  1915  its  customary  international  exhibition. 

There  is  regular  co-operation  each  season  between  the  public  school  sys- 
tem of  Pittsburgh  and  the  Carnegie  Institute,  whereby  the  school  children 
are  taken  to  see  the  collections.  Guidance  in  the  galleries  is  free  to  all 
visitors. 

In  addition  to  the  Carnegie  Library,  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  has 
its  own  reference  or  working  library  and  clipping  bureau,  and  a  system 
of  exchange  with  art  galleries  in  Europe  and  America. 

Section  of  Education  was  organized  May  1,  1913,  by  appointment  of 
Alice  Putnam  as  docent  member  of  the  staff.  To  March  31,  1914  she  had 
met  in  the  galleries  80  classes  with  a  total  of  2,250  pupils,  and  six  classes 
with  unrecorded  attendance;  also  27  women's  clubs  with  attendance  of  21 
clubs,  totaling  525;  thirteen  lectures  were  given  outside  the  galleries.  On 
December  13,  1913,  were  begun  a  series  of  "Children's  Art  Hours,"  which 
were  held  in  the  Carnegie  Lecture  Hall  on  Saturday  mornings,  and  were 
followed  by  a  visit  to  one  of  the  galleries  to  study  some  definite  picture 
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or  object  of  art  which  had  been  referred  to  in  the  preceding  talk.  The 
average  attendance,  which  is  entirely  voluntary,  was  90  children  and  8 
adults. 

A  School  of  Design  is  maintained  as  part  of  the  Institute  of  Technology 
of  Carnegie  Institute  (see  school  section).

The  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  was  incorporated  on  April  5,  1877 
and  the  school  was  opened  in  October,  1878.  The  object  of  the  Association 
was  declared  to  be  the  instruction  of  artisans  in  drawing,  painting,  modeling 
and  designing;  the  systematic  training  of  students  in  the  practice  of  art; 
and  the  general  advancement  of  public  art  education  by  the  exhibition  of 
works  of  art,  art  school  studies  and  by  lectures  on  art. 

The  school  was  first  opened  in  rooms  secured  in  the  Hoppin  Homestead 
building  with  an  enrollment  of  189  pupils.  By  1893  the  School  was  so 
strongly  established  and  had  shown  itself  so  successful  that  the  erection  of 
the  present  building  was  made  possible  and  with  the  proper  galleries  for 
exhibiting  collections,  the  Museum  long  desired,  became  an  established  fact. 
The  building  was  enlarged  in  1896.  The  Museum  consists  of  eight  gal- 
leries; three  of  these  contain  oil  and  water  color  paintings  and  engrav- 
ings; two  contain  a  large  collection  of  casts  of  the  masterpieces  of  classic 
and  Renaissance  sculpture ;  in  one  there  is  a  collection  of  autotypes  illus- 
trating the  history  of  painting ;  one  is  devoted  to  collections  of  Japanese  pot- 
tery, metal  work,  lacquer  and  textiles;  and  one  contains  a  representative 
collection  of  pottery  from  many  countries. 

The  Colonial  House,  built  in  1906  by  Stephen  O.  Metcalf,  forms  a  con- 
tinuation of  these  galleries  and  contains  the  Pendleton  collection  of  anti<;^ue 
furniture,  pottery,  textiles  and  painting.  This  unusual  collection  embodies 
such  pieces  as  were  characteristic  furnishings  for  the  home  of  a  gentleman 
of  taste  and  wealth  at  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  Isaac  Com- 
stock  Bates  (president  of  the  School  from  1907  until  his  death,  January  1, 
1913)  bequest  consists  of  270  oil  paintings  and  water  colors,  330  etchings, 
engravings  and  drawings;  206  finger  rings,  watches,  etc.;  46  examples  of 
European  pottery  and  porcelains;  17  specimens  of  English  table-glass;  220 
pieces  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  pottery  and  porcelain ;  3/4  pieces  of  Japanese 
metal-work,  decorative  woodwork,  prints,  textiles;  51  Japanese  stencils. 

Educational  work  is  carried  on  in  co-operation  with  art  schools,  elemen- 
tary public  schools,  private  schools,  civic  societies,  women's  clubs,  and  the 
general  public.  Under  a  special  agreement  between  Brown  University  and 
the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  students  of  either  institution  having

In  October,  1909,  the  trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Public  Library  decided  to 
carry  into  effect  the  second  object  of  the  charter  under  which  they  are  operat- 
ing, "the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  free  public  art  museum  in  Fort 
Worth."  An  exhibition  was  held  December  20,  1909,  to  January  20,  1910,  of 
45  paintings  by  American  artists  assembled  by  The  American  Federation  of 
Arts.  The  attendance  was  5,600  and  "Manana  Point,"  by  Paul  Dougherty, 
was  purchased  by  popular  subscription  for  the  Museum. 

The  trustees  decided  that  the  work  of  establishing  an  art  gallery  in  Fort 
Worth  could  be  carried  forward  more  effectively  by  a  separate  association 
acting  in  connection  with  them.  February  12,  1910,  the  Fort  Worth  Art  Asso- 
ciation was  organized  to  take  over  the  management  of  the  Fort  Worth  Mu- 
seum of  Art  and  to  promote  a  knowledge  and  interest  in  art  by  means  of 
exhibitions,  lectures,  classes  in  art,  etc. ;  to  hold  each  year  not  less  than  two 
representative  exhibitions  and  one  local  exhibition. 

The  permanent  collection  of  the  Museum  consists  of  the  following  paint-

Obituaries

ADAMS,  CHARLES  LADEN. — Professor  of  drawing  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  Boston,  died  September  16,  1914,  at  Antwerp,  Belgium.  He  was 
taken  ill  while  traveling  in  Europe. 

AKIN,  LOUIS. — A  painter  of  Indian  life,  died  at  Flagstaff,  Arizona:  his  death  was 
i-eported  January  5,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Portland,  Ore.,  June  6,  1868,  and 
studied  in  New  York  City  under  Chase  and  Du  Mond.  The  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History  in  New  York  had  given  him  the  commission  to  decorate  its  new 
room  devoted  to  Indians  of  the  Southwest,  and  he  had  been  in  Flagstaff  for  the  past 
two  years. 

ALLIS,  GENEVIEVE.— A  painter,  committed  suicide  February  9.  1914,  at  Derby,  Conn. 
She  was  born  at  Derby,  March  15,  1864,  and  studied  under  J.  H.  Nicmeyer,  J.  Alden 
Weir,  Henry  B.  Snell  and  Ben  Foster  in  New  York.  Many  of  her  paintings  have 
appeared  in  exhibitions  in  this  country  and  Paris.  She  was  a  member  of  Paint  and 
Clay  Club  of  New  Haven  and  of  the  Bridgeport  Art  League. 

ALTMAN,  BENJAMIN.— A  noted  art  collector,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City, 
October  7,  1913.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  July  12,  1840.  He  left  school 
at  the  age  of  twelve,  and  helped  his  father  in  a  small  store,  gradually  building  up 
his  dry  goods  business,  until  at  his  death  the  Altman  store  occupied  an  entirv  block 
on  Filth  Avenue.  During  the  last  decade  of  his  life  he  acquired  a  wonderful  col- 
lection of  paintings,  Chinese  porcelains,  art  objects  and  rugs,  which  he  bequeathed 
to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.     They  have  been  roughly  valued  at  $15,000,000. 

AMATEIS,  LOUIS.— A  sculptor,  died  March  18,  1913,  at  his  home  in  Washington. 
D.  C.  He  was  born  December  13,  1855,  at  Turin,  Italy,  and  studied  at  the  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  in  that  city  and  later  in  Paris  and  Milan.  He  came  to  New 
York  City  in  1883;  in  1892  he  was  appointed  head  of  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts 
at  the  George  Washington  University  at  Washington,  D.  C  His  best  known  works 
are  the  large  bronze  doors  at  the  west  entrance  of  the  Capitol,  the  monument  to 
the  soldiers  of  the  war  of  1836  at  Galveston,  Tex.,  the  Baldwin  Memorial  at  Mil- 
ford,  Conn.,  and  busts  of  President  Chester  A.  Arthur,  James  G.  Blaine.  Andrew 
Carnegie  and  others. 

BABCOCK,  CHARLES. — Professor  emeritus  of  architecture  at  Cornell  University,  died 
August  27,  1913. 

BACON,  CHARLES  ROSWELL.— A  painter,  died  October  9,  1913,  at  New  York.  He 
was  born  in  New  York  City,  September  22,  1868;  was  a  pupil  of  Constant,  Lefebvre, 
Doucet  and  Collin  in  Paris.  His  work  included  decorations  in  the  Union  Trust 
Company  and  Nineteenth  Ward  Bank,  New  York.  Paintings  by  him  were 
sold  at  the  Metropolitan  Art  Gallery,  January  19  and  20,   1914. 

BAKER,  ELLEN  KENDALL  (Mrs.  Harry  Thompson). — A  painter,  died  at  her  home. 
The  Craft,  Chalfant,  St.  Giles,  England,  during  the  latter  part  of  1913.  She  was 
born  at  Fairfield.  N.  Y.,  and  spent  her  girlhood  in  Buffalo.  She  studied  in  Paris 
with  Paul  Soyer  and  with  the  English  painter,  Harry  Thompson,  whom  she  later 
married.  Her  work,  signed  usually  with  her  maiden  name,  was  often  shown  at  exhibi- 
tions in  this  country,  and  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo,  in  1901,  she 
received  an  honorable  mention. 

BARKER,  MARY  CHAMBERLAIN.— A  miniature  painter,  died  at  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  New  York  City,  April  30,  1914.  She  was  born  in  New  York,  May  7,  1856, 
and  was  a  pupil  of  Cox  and  Volk. 

BARTHOLOMEW,  DONALD  C— A  cartoonist,  aged  thirty  years,  died  December  20,  1913, 
at  his  home  in  White  Plains,  N.  Y.  He  was  on  the  staff  of  the  Evening  Globe 
of  New  York  City. 

BARTLETT,  FRANCIS.— A  trustee  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for  twenty- 
three  years,  died  at  Beverly  Farms,  Mass.,  September  23,  1913.  He  was  a  financier 
and  a  lawyer.  His  gifts  to  the  Museum,  including  property  and  objects  of  art,  are 
valued  at  $2,500,000. 

BATES,  ISAAC  COMSTOCK.— The  president  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  died 
in  Providence,  January  1,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Blackstone,  Mass.,  July  2/,  1843. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Providence  Art  Club  and  the  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design;  was  elected  Trustee  of  the  School  of  Design  in  1885,  be- 
came Vice-President  in  1890,  and  President  in  1907.  His  fine  collection  of  works 
of  art  of  many  kinds  and  a  generous  sum  of  money  were  left  in  his  will  to  the 
School  of  Design.

He 
was  a  pupil  of  Carolus  Buran  and  the  Julian  Acadcmv  in  Paris.  In  1899  he  became 
a  member  of  the  Salmagundi  Club,  and  at  the  club's  exhibitions  he  received  the 
Inness  Prize  in  1904  and  the  Shaw  Prize  in  1905. 

FINN.  JAMES  WALL.— A  painter,  died  at  Giverny,  France,  August  28,  1913.  He 
received  honorable  mention  at  Paris  Salon  of  1896,  and  a  bronze  medal  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition.  Buffalo,  in  1901.  Most  of  his  work  consisted  of  decorative 
panels.

FISCHER,  GEORGE. — A  lithographer,  died  on  March  6,  1914,  at  Avondale  Sanitarium, 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  aged  seventy  years.     His  home  was  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City. 

FLANDERS.  JOHN  J.,  F.A.I.A.— An  architect,  died  at  Glencoe,  111.,  May  6.  1914.  He 
was  bom  in  that  city  June  30,  1847;  he  obtained  his  education  in  the  offices  of 
T.  V.  Wadskier,  W.  W.  Boyington  and  Burlington  and  Adler.  He  practised  at  first 
with  Charles  Furst,  under  the  name  of  Furst  and  Flanders.  For  eight  years  he 
was  architect  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Chicago,  and  then  formed  a  partnership 
with  W.  Carbys  Zimmerman.  Among  prominent  buildings  designed  by  Mr.  Flanders 
in  Chicago  are  the  Haymarket  Theater  and  the  Mailers^  Office  and  Bank  Buildings, 
now  the  La  Salle  Street  Trust  and  Savings  Bank.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Western  Association  of  Architects  in  1884,  and  became  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  in  1889.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  of 
the  A.  I.  A. 

FORNACHON,  MAURICE.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  on 
March  8,  1914,  in  his  seventjr-third  year.  He  was  born  in  Switzerland,  but  came  to 
this  country  when  he  was  quite  young. 

FRANK,  EUGENE  C. — A  painter,  died  at  his  home,  Glendale,  Cal.,  January  11,  1914. 
He  was  born  at  Stuttgart,  sixty-nine  years  ago,  and  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1861.  He  began  his  career  as  an  engraver;  in  1874  he  studied  painting  in  New  York 
under  A.  C.  Howland,  A.  H.  Wyant,  Robert  C.  Minor,  George  Mavnard  and  William 
Hart;  in  1879  he  continued  his  studies  in  Munich  and  Carlsruhe,  Germany,  and 
later  made  a  tour  of  the  world.  His  principal  works  were  landscape  and  marine 
paintings.  He  was  a  member  of  the  societies  of  artists  of  Munich,  Carlsruhe  and 
Frieberg,  and  of  the  California  Art  Club  of  Los  Angeles. 

FRENCH,  WILLIAM  MERCHANT  RICHARDSON.— Director  of  the  Art  Institute  of 
Chicago,  died  at  his  home  in  that  city  June  3,  1914.  He  was  born  at  Exeter,  N.  H., 
October  1,  1843,  of  old  New  England  stock,  and  was  the  elder  brother  of  the 
sculptor,  Daniel  C.  French.  He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1864; 
became  an  engineer  and  landscape  gardener,  and  devoted  much  time  to  writing  on 
art  topics  and  lecturing.  In  1867  he  settled  in  Chicago,  and  in  1878  became  secre- 
tary of  the  Chicago  Academy  of  Design.  A  new  society,  the  Chicago  Acadenry  of 
Fine  Arts,  was  organized  in  1879,  and  in  1882  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Art  Insti- 
tute of  Chicago.     He  had  charge  of  the  school  and  museum  from  the  beginning. 

GILES,  ELLEN. — A  writer  and  artist,  died  in  Rome,  Tanuary  15,  1914.  She  was  horn 
in  1874,  and  studied  at  the  School  of  Design  in  Philadelphia  and  Bryn  Mawr  College, 
where  she  took  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

GROSS,  PETER  ALFRED. — A  landscape  and  marine  painter,  died  in  Chicago.  Januarr 
24,  1914.  He  was  born  in  Schencksville,  near  Allentown,  Pa.,  January  21,  1849. 
The  funeral  services  were  held  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  and  his  ashes  shipped  to  Paris, 
in  which  city  he  had  lived  for  the  past  forty  years,  and  where  he  had  studied  under 
Yon  and  Petitjean.  He  was  an  Officer  of  Public  Instruction,  France,  and  a  member 
of  French  Academy.  His  will  provided  for  the  founding  of  an  art  museum  at 
Allentown,  Pa.,  and  an  art  school  at  Muhlenburg  College,  in  that  city. 

HALL.  GEORGE  HENRY,  N.A.— A  painter,  died  February  17.  1913,  at  his  home  in 
New  York  City.  He  was  born  at  Boston,  Mass..  September  21,  1825;  studied  in 
Dusseldorf,  Paris  and  Rome;  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design  in  1853  and  Academician  in  1868.  He  made  a  snecialty  of  Oriental  and 
Italian  peasant  life,  and  is  represented  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York,  by 
a  **Bazaar  Scene  in  Cairo." 

HANSON,  ERNST.— An  architect,  died  July  16,  1913,  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York   City.      He   designed   many    Brooklyn  churches. 

HATCH,  LORENZO  JAMES.— A  painter  and  engraver,  died  February  1,  1914.  He 
was  born  at  Hartford,  N.  Y.,  July  16,  1857,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
lived  at  Lawrence  Park,  Bronxville,  N.  Y.  He  studied  at  the  Art  Students*  League 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  at  the  New  York  School  of  Art. 

HAUBISEN,  CHRISTOPHER.— A  portrait  painter,  aged  eighty-three  years,  died  in  Feb- 
ruary,  1913,  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  in  St.  Louis, 

HAUSER,   JOHN.— A   painter,    died  at   his   home,   Clifton,   Ohio,   October  6,    1913,   aged 
fifty-five  years.     He  painted  chiefly   Indian   subjects. 
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HEARN,  GEORGE  ARNOLD. — A  prominent  patron  of  American  art,  died  at  his  home 
in  New  York  City,  December  1,  1913.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  December  7, 
1835,  and  was  a  member  of  the  dry  goods  firm   of  James  A.   Hearn  and  Sons.     He 

gave  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  a  collection  of  paintings,  the  majority  being 
y  living  American  artists,  and  a  fund  uf  $250,000  for  the  increase  of  the  American 
collection. 

HEWLETT,  C.  RUSSELL.— Dean  of  the  School  of  Applied  Design  of  the  Carnegie 
Institute,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  died  November  11,  1913,  at  Pittsburgh.  He  was  born  in 
Brooklvn,  N.  Y.,  October  30,  1872;  was  graduated  from  Columbia  University.  He 
studied  art  for  three  years  in  Paris  and  Japan,  and  on  his  return  to  New  York 
became  associated  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Lord  and  Hewlett.  He  went  to 
the  Carnegie  School  in  1908.  He  was  president  of  the  Pittsburgh  Art  Society  and 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts. 

HILL,  JAMES  G.— An  architect,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  December  19,  1913,  a^ed 
seventy-two  years.  He  was  bom  in  Maiden.  Mass.  At  one  time  he  was  supervising 
architect  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  designed  the  Bureau  of  Printing  and 
Engraving  and  the  Government  Printing  Office  buildings  in  Washington. 

HITCHCOCK.  GEORGE,  A.N.A.— A  painter,  died  August  2,  1913,  at  the  Island  of 
Maarken,  Holland.  He  was  born  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  September  28,  1850;  was 
graduated  from  Brown  University  in  1872,  and  studied  law  at  Harvard  and  prac* 
tised  law  for  a  time  in  Providence  and  New  York.  He  later  studied  art  in  London, 
then  in  Paris  under  Boulanger  and  Lefebvre;  in  Dusseldorf,  and  with  Mesdag  in 
Holland.  His  winters  were  usually  spent  in  France,  and  his  summers  in  Holland. 
He  was  noted  for  pictures  of  Dutch  tulip  fi;:lds  and  for  religious  subjects  with 
modern  Dutch  models.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Design  in  1909;  was  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  American  Painters,  corre- 
sponaing  member  of  the  Vienna  Academy  and  of  the  Munich  Secession;  and  officer 
of  the  Franz  Joseph  Order  of  Austria,  and  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 
He  received  honorable  mention  at  the  Paris  Salon,  1887;  gold  medal  at  Paris  Expo- 
sition, 1889;  medal  Columbian  Exposition,  Chicago,  1893;  medals,  Berlin,  1896; 
Dresden,  1897;  Vienna,  1898;  Munich,  1900.  Among  his  works  in  public  galleries 
are:  "Tulips."  Dresden  Gallery;  *'Maternity,"  McCullough  Gallery.  London;  "Tulips 
and  Hvacinths,"  Municipal  Gallerv,  Alkmaar,  Holland:  "Tulip  Seller,"  Art  Insti> 
tute,  Oiicago;  "Gathering  Hyacinths,"  Rhode  Island  School  ot  Design,  Providence, 
R.  I.;  "Farmers'  Dauffhters,**  Albright  Art  Gallery,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.;  "The  Lark,»* 
City  Art  Museum,  St.  Louis;  "Calypso,"  Herron  Art  Institute,  Indianapolis;  "Flower 
Field,"  Art  Institute,  Minneapolis. 

HODGES,  WILLIAM  C. — A  designer  and  worker  in  stained  glass,  died  at  his  home 
in  Philadelphia,   February  6,   1914,  at  the  age  of  fifty-eight. 

HODGSON,  CHRISTMAN  WILLIAM.— A  painter,  died  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  February  12,  1914,  aged  eighty-four  years. 

HOOPER,  IRVING.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  Newark.  N.  J.,  April  3,  1913, 
aged  seventy-two  years.  In  1886  he  started  in  business  with  his  brother,  George  B. 
Hooper,  under  the  firm  name  of  Hooper  and  Company. 

HOUGHTON,  THOMAS  F.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York 
City,  March   5,   1913,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

HOWARD,  FLORENCE.— An  artist,  died  January  10,  1914,  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. 
Six  years  ago  she  left  her  home  in  New  York  City  in  search  of  health. 

HUNT,  CHARLES  D. — A  landscape  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  the  Borough  of  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  September  25,  1914.  He  was  born  in  Detroit  in  1840,  and  when  18 
years  of  age  came  to  New  York  and  became  a  pupil  of  Wyant  and  Kensett.  His  work 
had  been  exhibited  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  and  at  the  old  Brooklyn 
Art  Club. 

ISHAM,  SAMUEL,  N.A. — A  painter  and  art  writer,  died  at  Eastharopton,  L.  I.,  N.  Y., 
Tune  12,  1914.  He  was  bom  in  New  York  City,  May  12,  1855.  He  entered  Yale 
University  with  the  class  of  1875,  and  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.F.A.; 
later  studied  at  Julian  Academy  in  Paris  under  Jacquesson  de  la  Chevreuse,  Boulanger, 
and  Lefebvre.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Artists  in  1891; 
an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1900,  and  full  Academician  in 
1906;  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  Water  Color  Club,  Architectural  Lea^e, 
National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters,  Salmagundi  Club,  and  Century  Association; 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Art  Jury  at  the  Buffalo  Exposition,  1901,  and  received 
a  silver  medal  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  in  1904.  He  was  the  author  of  "A  His- 
tory of  American   Paintings." 

KATZ,  LOUIS. — An  art  dealer,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  January  5,  1913, 
aged  forty  years. 

KEMPSON,  MRS.  JULIE  HART.— A  painter,  died  at  her  home  in  Trenton,  N.  J.. 
August  13,  1913,  aged  seventy-eight  years.  She  was  born  in  Pittsficld,  Mass.,  and 
came  to  New  York  City  with  her  two  brothers,  James  and  W^illiam  Hart,  both  well- 
known  painters,  and  her  first  husband,  Mr.  Beers.  As  Julie  Hart  Beers  she  exhibited 
landscapes  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1867. 
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KENDRICK,  CHARLES.— An  illustrator,  at  one  time  on  the  staff  of  LeslWs,  died  at 
his  home  in  Brooklsm,  New  York,  June  16,  1914. 

KOOPMAN,  AUGUSTUS.— A  painter  and  etcher,  died  January  31,  1914,  at  Etaples. 
France.  He  was  born  at  Charlotte.  N.  C,  January  2,  1869;  studied  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux-Arts  in  Paris 
under  Bougeureau  and  Robert-Fleury.  Among  his  awards  were  the  second  Wana- 
maker  prize,  Paris,  American  Art  Association  in  1898;  first  Clark  prize,  Paris.  Ameri- 
can Art  Association  in  1899;  bronze  medal  and  special  silver  medal  for  decoration 
at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900;  bronze  medal.  Pan-American  ^Ixposition.  Buffalo, 
1900;  medal.  St  Louis  Exposition.  1904;  silver  medal.  Appalachian  Exposition.  Knox- 
ville,  1911.  Among  his  works  are  '^Industrial  Arts,"  a  decoration  for  the  United 
States  Government  pavilion  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900;  **Two  Fornes.*'  Cosmos 
Club,  Washington,  D.  C;  "Country  Circus,"  St.  Louis  Museum:  "Return  Home," 
Detroit  Museum;  **The  Old  Troubadour,"  Philadelnhia  Art  Ciuh:  'Tushin^  off  Boat.** 
Brooklyn  Institute  Museum;  collections  of  his  dry-points  and  etchinn  are  in  the  Con- 
gressional Library.  Washington,  D.  C,  and  in  the  New  York  Pubuc  Library. 

LARNED.  WALTER  CRANSTON.— Art  editor  of  the  Chicaro  DaUy  News,  lawyer  and 
lecturer,  died  June  19.  1914.  at  Winnetka.  111.  He  was  bom  in  Chicago,  sixty-fonr 
years  ago;  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Harvard  University  in  1871;  was  a 
student  in  the  Harvard  Law  School  during  1871-72,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1874,  and  since  has  been  in  practice  as  a  lawyer  in  Chicago.  He  was  a  lecturer 
on  art  subjects;  among  his  books  are  "Amaud's  Masterpiece,"  "A  Romance  of  the 
Pyrenees."  "Churches  and  Castles  of  Mediseval  France,"  "Rembrandt,"  and  "A  Ro- 
mance ot  Holland." 

LE  BRUN,  MICHEL  MORACIN.— An  architect,  died  at  Montdair.  N.  J.,  September 
27.  1913.  He  had  retired  from  the  firm  of  Naooleon  Le  Brun  and  Son,  after  com- 
pleting the  Metropolitan  Life  Tower  in  New  York  City,  for  which  the  Medal  of 
Honor  of  the  New  York  Chapter.  A.  I.  A.,  was  awarded  to  the  firm.  In  1912 
he  provided  a  fund  of  $12,500  to  establish  an  architectural  traveling  scholarship. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Architectural  League  of  New  York,  and  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A. 

LESLIE.  ALEXANDER  F.  W.— An  architect,  died  January  11.  1914.  at  his  home  in 
Brooklyn.  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Milton.  Mass.,  fifty-eight  vears  ago,  and  studied 
arhitecture  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  He  came  to  New  York 
and  took  up  newspaper  work.  For  the  last  six  ^i^rs  lie  had  been  in  business  as  an 
architect  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  was  associated  with  Clarence  R.  Van  Buskirk. 

LONGFELLOW,  WILLIAM  PITT  PREBLE.— An  architect  and  writer,  died  at  Gloucester, 
Mass.,  August  3,  1913.  He  was  bom  at  Portland,  Me.,  in  18J6;  studied  at  Lawrence 
Scientific  School  of  Harvard  University,  and  in  1859  entered  the  office  of  Edward 
Cabot  of  Boston.  For  a  year  he  was  director  of  architecture  in  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  then  director  of  the  School  of  Drawing  and  Painting  con- 
nected with  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  In  1868^9  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architecture,  and  was  chairman  of  the  Jury  of  Fine  Arts  at  the 
World's  Fair,  Chicago,  in  1893.  He  was  the  first  editor  of  the  Amtrican  Architect. 
His  most  important  books  were  "A  Cyclopedia  of  Works  of  Architecture  of  Italy. 
Greece  and  the  Levant,"  and  historical  essays,  entitled  **The  Column  and  the  Arch." 

LOCKWOOD,  WILTON,  N.A.— A  well-known  painter,  died  March  20,  1914.  in  the 
hospital  at  Longwood,  Brookline,  Mass.  He  was  born  at  Wilton,  Conn.,  September 
12,  1862;  came  to  New  York  when  eighteen  years  of  age.  and  studied  wiu  John 
La  Far^;  six  years  later  he  went  to  Paris,  where  he  spent  nine  years;  after  one  year 
in  Mumch  he  settled  in  Boston.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design  in  1906,  and  became  an  Academician  in  1912;  he  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Society  of  American  Artists,  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  and  the  Century 
Association  of  New  York.  Among  his  awards  were:  Honorable  mention,  Camepe 
Institute,  Pittsburgh,  1897;  Temple  gold  medal,  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine 
Arts,  1898;  silver  medal,  Paris  Exposition,  1900;  silver  medal,  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition, Buffalo.  1901;  silver  medal.  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904.  He  is  represented 
in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  by  a  "Portrait  of  John  La  Farge"  and  "Peonies"; 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  by  "Portrait  of  A.  J.  Cassatt**;  Metropolitan 
Museum,  New  York,  by  "Peonies";  Corcoran  Gallcrv,  Washingfton,  by  **Peonies**; 
Worcester  Museum  by     Portrait  of  Jerome  Wheeloclc" 

LOWELL,  LEMUEL  L. — A  painter  and  musician,  died  at  his  home  in  Watertown, 
N.  Y..  June  12,  1914. 

LYMAN,  JOSEPH.— A  jjainter,  died  at  Wallingford.  Conn.,  March  5.  1913.  He  was 
born  at  Ravenna,  Ohio,  July  17,  1843,  and  educated  at  the  public  schools  of  Cleve- 
land. The  greater  nart  of  his  life  was  spent  in  or  near  New  York  City,  where  he 
studied  painting  under  J.  H.  Dolph  and  Samuel  Colinan.  He  received  a  bronze  medal 
at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  in  1904.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Century  Association,  and  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  De- 
sign in  1886. 

McEVOY.  HARRY  N.— A  painter,  died  April  21.  1914,  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  aged  eighty, 
two  years.  He  was  born  at  Birmingham.  England,  and  when  he  came  to  America 
lived  at  Hamilton,  Ont.,  and  later  in  New  York  City. 
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MAYNICKE,  ROBERT.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home,  Cedarknoll,  Bedford  Hills,  N.  Y., 
on  September  29,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Germany  in  1849;  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Cooper  Union  School  in  New  York  City;  and  at  the  lime  of  his  death  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Maynicke  and  Francke.  He  helped  design  the  Equitable  Building, 
and  was  the  architect  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Building  at  Twenty-third  Street. 

MAUCH,  CARL. — A  painter  and  illustrator,  died  in  Chicago,  Tune  18,  1913,  aged  sixty- 
three  years.  He  nad  become  despondent  because  he  was  losing  his  sight.  He  was 
born  at  Stuttgart,  Germany,  January  7,  1854,  and  studied  under  Noehcr^  Piloty  and 
E.  Bueher  at  the  Stuttgart  Academy.  He  was  a  member  and  past-president  of  the 
Palette  and  Chisel  Club  of  Chicago. 

MEEDER.  PHILIP.— A  wood  engraver,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  June  27, 
1913.  He  was  born  in  Alsace,  and  came  to  the  United  States  as  a  boy.  At  one 
time  he  was  associated  witli  the  wood  engraver  Frederick  Y.  Chubb,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Meeder  and  Chubb. 

MILLAR,  ADDISON  THOMAS.—A  painter  and  etcher,  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident,  September  8,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Warren,  Ohio,  October  4,  1860.  Be- 
came a  pupil  of  Chase  in  New  York  and  Benjamin-Constant  and  Boldini  in  Paris. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Salmagundi  Oub  in  1897.  and  was  one  of  the  so-called 
Silvermine  group  of  artists.  "Still  Life,"  by  him,  belongs  to  the  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design,  Providence;  "Old  Streets  of  Madrid"  is  in  the  Museum  of  Art, 
Detroit;  his  etchings  are  in  the  New  York  Public  Library;  Congressional  Library,  Wash- 
ington; Detroit  Museum  of  Art,  Biblioth^quc  Nationale,  Pans. 

MOORE,  ARTHUR  W.— A  painter  died  at  his  home  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  April  15, 
1913.  He  was  born  at  Nottingham,  England,  November  9,  1840,  and  was  a  pupil 
of  Parker  and  Nottingham  Art  School  in  England.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Roches- 
ter Art  Club,  of  which  he  had  long  been  secretary,  and  also  of  the  Central  New 
York  Society  of  Artists,  of  which  he  was  vice-president 

MORGAN,  IKE.— An  illustrator,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City.  Sep- 
tember 12,  1913.  He  was  born  June  28,  1871,  at  Grand  Tower,  111.;  studied  at 
the  St.  Louis  5»chool  of  Fine  Arts,  and  did  his  first  work  for  the  St.  Louis  Republic. 
He  was  later  a<;sociateJ  with  Chicago  and  New  York  papers,  and  was  the  creator 
of  "Kids  of  Many  Colors." 

MORGAN,  T.  PIERPOXT.— The  great  financier  and  art  collector,  died  at  Rome,  luly, 
March  31,  1913.  He  was  bom  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  April  17,  1837.  After  graduating 
from  the  English  High  School  in  Boston,  he  went  to  Goettingen  University,  Ger- 
many, and  on  his  return  to  the  United  States  went  into  business  in  New  York  City 
in  1857. 

MOSER.  JAMES  HENRY.— A  landscape  painter,  died  November  10,  1913,  at  his  home 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  born  at  Whitby,  Ontario.  Canada,  January  1,  1854. 
He  was  a  pupil  of  John  H.  Witt  and  Charles  H.  Davis.  Member:  American  Water 
Color  Society;  New  York  Water  Color  Club;  Washington  Water  Color  Club  (presi- 
dent); Society  of  Washington  Artists;  and  Salmagundi  Club.  He  received  awards  as 
follows:  Medal,  Atlanta  Exp.,  1895;  first  Corcoran  prize,  Washinston  Water  Color 
Club,  1900;  bronze  medal,  Charleston  Exp.,  1902;  Parsons  prize,  Washington  Water 
Color  Club,  1903.  He  was  for  many  years  instructor  at  the  Corcoran  School  of  Art, 
and  in  1910  was  assistant  director  of  the  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  Exposition.  Some  of  his 
works  are:  "Evening,"  Mt.  Mclntire,  National  Gallery,  Washinffton;  "In  the  Con- 
necticut Hills,"  "Rain  in  the  Mountains"  and  "Winter  Sunshine,  Corcoran  Gallery, 
Washington.  He  illustrated  the  first  published  volume  of  "Uncle  Remus,"  by  J.  C.  Harris. 

MUMFORD,  JOHN.— An  architect,  died  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  New  York  City, 
February  3,  1914.  He  was  seventy-seven  years  old.  During  the  civil  war  he  was  a 
draughtsman  in  the  Navy  Department,  where  he  drew  plans  of  all  the  monitors  ex- 
cept those  of  the  original  Monitor.  He  desif^ncd  the  Municipal  Building  in  Jorale- 
mon  Street,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Hospital  and  the  Hoagland  Laboratory  in 
Brooklyn. 

NICKAM,  CHARLES  W.— A  painter,  died  at  his  home  at  Indianapolis,  Ind..  October  2, 
1913,  aged  sixty-nine  years.  He  painted  a  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln  without  know- 
ing who  was   posing  for  him. 

PARKHURST.  FREDERICK  ALEXANDER.— An  architect,  died  October  21,  1913,  at 
Hoboken,  N.  J.  He  was  born  in  Oswego.  N.  Y.,  and  was  forty-ei^ht  years  old.  He 
studied  architecture  at  Cornell  University,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  prac- 
tising in  New  York  City. 

PARTON,  ARTHUR,  N.A.— A  painter,  died  March  7,  1914,  at  his  home  in  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  March  26,  1842;  was  a  pupil  of  William  T. 
Richards  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design  in  1871,  and  a  full  Academician  in  1884;  also  a  member  of  the  American 
Water  Color  Society  and  Artists'  Fund  Society.  Among  his  awards  were:  Gold 
medal.    Competitive  Prize    Fund    Exhibition,    New   York,    1886;   Temple    silver   medal.

BEARD,  JAMES  CARTER.— A  painter  and  illustrator,  died  at  the  home  of  his  son 
in  New  Orleans,  La.,  November  15,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Tune  6, 
1837,  and  was  a  brother  of  Daniel  C  Beard  of  Brooklyn.  His  specialty  was 
delineating  animals — "Billy   Possum/'  etc. 

BECK-BRONDUN.  HJILVA.— A  portrait  painter,  killed  herself  February  12,  1914.  at 
New  York  City.  She  was  thirty-seven  years  old,  and  had  lived  in  this  country 
ten  years. 

BEERS,  SAMUEL  A. — A  picture-frame  dealer  and  restorer,  died  at  his  home  in  New 
York  City  on  May   1,   1914. 

BEMAN,  SOLON  SPENCER,  F.A.I.A.— An  architect,  died  in  Chicago,  April  23,  1914. 
He  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  October  1,  1853.  At  seventeen  he  entered  the 
office  of  Richard  M.  Upjohn  of  New  York,  where  he  remained  for  seven  years.  In 
1879  he  went  to  Chicago,  to  undertake  the  desig^n  of  buildings  for  the  town  of 
Pullman.  He  was  admitted  to  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1882;  to  Fellow- 
ship  in   1886. 

BENJAMIN.  SAMUEL  GREENE  WHEELER.— A  marine  painter,  illustrator,  author 
and  diplomatist,  died  at  his  home  at  Burlington.  Vt.,  July  19,  1914.  He  was  born 
February  13,  1837,  at  Argos.  Greece,  the  son  of  an  American  missionary.  He  was 
graduated  from  Williams  College  in  1859;  studied  painting  with  Carlo  Brindisi,  and  in 
Boston  under  William  E.  Norton  and  Samuel  L.  Gerry;  became  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Art  Club,  which  owns  his  painting  "Daybreak  oft  the  Corbiere."  During  the 
Crimean  War  he  went  to  the  front  for  the  London  Illustrated  News.  In  1883  he 
was  appointed  the  first  United  States  Minister  to  Persia,  and  served  until  1886. 
Among^his  literary  works  are  "Art  in  America,"  "Constantinople,  Isle  of  Pearls  and 
other  Poems."  and  "The  Story  of  Persia." 

BENTHAM,  GEORGE. — ^An  illustrator,  died  April  8,  1914,  at  the  age  of  sixty-four 
years,  at  the  Fordham  (N.  V.)  Home  for  Incurables.  He  was  born  in  Ireland, 
came  to  this  country  over  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  had  lived  in  New  York  about 
ten  years.  He  did  work  for  the  Century  Magasine,  and  was  for  several  years  an 
artist  on  the  Chicago  Post,  and  had  become  noted  for  his  collection  of  books  and 
curios.     He  was  prominent  as  a  silver-point  artist. 

BERGH,  LOUIS  DE  COPPET,  F.A.I. A.— An  architect,  died  at  Washington,  D.  C,  Jan- 
uanr  27,  1913.  He  was  born  December  20,  1856.  and  studied  in  the  Royal  Poly> 
technic  School  of  Stuttgart;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter  of  the 
A.I.A.,  and  past-president  of  the  Department  of  Architecture  of  the  Brooklyn  Insti- 
tute oi  Arts  and  Sciences.

Among  his  best  known  buildinss  were  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  in  Wash- 
ington and  the  Church  of  the  Indian  School  at  Hampton. 

BERRY,  PATRICK  VINCENT.— A  painter,  died  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  New  York 
City,  in  July,  1913,  in  his  seventieth  year.  He  was  born  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  was 
educated  at  the  Troy  Academy  and  at  St.  John's  College,  Fordham,  where  after- 
wards he  became  art  instructor.  He  went  into  the  decorating  business  in  Buffalo, 
but  later  devoted  himself  to  portrait  and  landscape  paintings. 

BLAKESLEE,  THERON  J.— An  art  dealer,  killed  himself  in  his  galleries  in  New 
York  City,  March  7.   1914.     He  was  in  his  sixty-third  year. 

BOEHM.  HENRY  RICHARD.— Painter  and  illustrator,  committed  suicide  February  I. 
1914,  at  his  home,  BriarcIifTe,  N,  Y.  He  was  born  in  Illinois  forty-four  years  ago. 
He  worked   for  Cosmopolitan  and  other  magazines. 

BRAZINGTON,  WILLIAM  CARY.— A  painter,  died  at  Indianapolis  July  12,  1914.  He 
was  born  at  Westfield,  Ind.,  November  9^  1865.  He  studied  painting  in  Paris  under 
Simon,  Cottet,  fiouguereau  and  Ferrier;  lived  for  a  time  in  New  York  City,  and  made 
a  specialty  of  "sanguine"  portraits;  the  last  two  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in 
Arizona,  where  he  did  some  paintings,  and  then,  owing  to  illness,  he  returned  to  his 
former  home  in  Indianapolis. 

BROOKS,  MATILDA.— A  painter,  died  November  16.  1913,  as  the  result  of  being 
thrown  by  an  automobile.  She  was  bom  at  Staines,  Middlesex,  England,  seventy- 
six  years  ago;  studied  at  the  South  Kensington  and  Royal  Academy  Schools  in  Lon- 
don, and  came  to  the  United  States  in  1883.  She  received  a  bronze  medal  at  the 
Crystal  Palace,  London;  medal,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  1898;  honorable  mention,  Pan- 
American   Exposition,  Buffalo,    1901;   bronze  medal,   Charleston,    1902. 

BROWN,  JOHN  GEORGE,  N.A.— A  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Uurham,  England.  November  11,  1831.  and  came 
to  the  United  States  in  1853.  He  was  a  pupil  of  William  6.  Scott  in  England,  and 
studied  under  Cummings  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Acaaemy  of  Desig^n  in  1861,  and  an 
Academician  in  1863,  and  was  Vice-president  of  the  Academy,  1899  to  1903;  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Water  Color  society,  1890  to  1904;  and  a  member  of  Artists' 
Fund  Society,  Salmagundi  Club  and  the  Century  Association.  His  awards  included 
honorable  mention  at  the  Paris  Exposition,  1889;  two  silver  medals  at  Mechanics' 
Institute,  Boston;  bronze  medal,  California,  1894;  silver  medal,  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition, Buffalo,  1901.  He  is  represented  in  the  Corcoran  Gallery  at  Washington  by 
"The  Longshoreman's  Noon"  and  "Allegro  and  Penseroso,"  in  Detroit  Museum  of 
Art  by  'jack  in  the  Box,"  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York  by 
"Meditation."

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BURK,  LOU. — ^Aa  animal  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  Bloomington,  III.,  May  24,  1914, 
aged  sixty-nine.  He  had  painted  more  than  ten  thousand  pictures  of  prize- winning 
horses,  cattle  and  dogs. 

BUTLER,  FRANKLIN  CROSBY.—  An  architect,  died  August  21.  1914,  at  the  New 
York  Hospital,  aged  fifty  years.  He  was  bom  in  New  York  City  and  educated  at 
St.  Paul's  School  in  Concord,  N.  H.  He  was  employed  by  McKim,  Mead  and  White 
for  four  years  and  then  joined  Carrere  and  Hastings,  of  which  firm  he  was  a  member 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

CALVERLEY,  CHARLES,  N.A.— A  sculptor,  died  February  25,  1914,  at  Essex  Falls, 
N.  J.  He  was  bom  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  November  1,  1833.  of  English  parents,  and 
was  a  pupil  of  E.  D.  Palmer  in  Albany.  Elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design  in  1871,  one  year  later  he  was  made  a  full  Academican.  Some  of 
his  works  were  portrait  busts  of  Horace  Greeley,  John  Brown,  Peter  Cooper  and 
Elias  Howe.  He  is  represented  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York, 
by  a  bust  of  Robert  Burns. 

CULMER.  HENRY  L.  A.— A  landscape  painter,  died  February  10,  1914,  at  his  home  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  He  was  born  at  Davington,  Kent,  England,  March  25,  1854;  edu- 
cated in  London,  came  to  United  States  in  1867,  and  went  immediately  to  Salt 
Lake  Cit^.  He  worked  as  printer  and  publisher,  1876  to  1882;  then  became  a  member 
of  the  Culmer  Paint  and  Glass  Company,  a  connection  he  retained  until  his  death. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Utah  Art  Association,  Society  of  Utah  Artists,  and  Utah  Art 
Institute,  of  which  he  was  president,  1899-1902. 

DANA,  CHARLES  EDMUND.— A  painter,  died  February  1,  1914.  He  was  born  at 
Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  January  18,  1843.  Studied  architecture  at  Royal  Academy  in 
Dresden  and  Munich;  painting  at  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  and 
with  E.  Luminais  in  Paris.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia  Water  Color 
Club  (president  to  1911),  Art  Club  of  Philadelphia,  Numismatic  and  Antiquarian 
Society  of  Philadelphia  (president),  Fellowship  ot  the  P.  A.  F.  A.  (president  until 
1910),  Fairmount  Park  Art  Association  (first  vice-president),  Trustee  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  Society  of  Arts,  London.  He  was 
awarded  a  gold  medal  for  water  color  at  the  Art  C^lub  of  Philadelphia  in  1891;  was 
Professor  of  Art  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  until  1904;  lecturer  since  1904. 
Author  "Glimpse  of  English  History,"  etc. 

DART,  HESTER  WILSON  (Mrs.  Edward  Dart).— A  painter,  died  July  25,  1913, 
at  Ossining,  N.  Y.  She  was  born  at  Pekin.  111.,  and  was  a  descendant  of  Benjamin 
West.     She  studied  in  Paris,  and  in  early  life  made  a  success  with  portraits. 

DE  LUCE,  PERCIVAL.— A  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  February  21, 
1914.  He  was  born  in  that  city  February  26, '1847.  Studied  at  the  Antwerp  Acad- 
emy, with  Portaels  in  Brussels,  and  with  Bonnat  in  Paris.  He  became  an  Associ- 
ate of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1897,  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Water  Color  Society,  Salmagundi  Club,  and  Artists*  Fund  Society.  He  is  represented 
in  the  Art  Association  at  Indianapolis  by  "The  Anxious  Mother."  He  received  a 
silver  medal  at  the  South  Carolina  Interstate  Exposition. 

DE  SILVER,  CARL  H.— An  art  collector,  died  March  10,  1913,  at  his  home  in 
Brooklyn.  He  was  bom  at  Cincinnati,  O.,  Tanuary  9,  1846.  He  had  been  President 
of  the  Brooklyn  Art  Association  from  1896  until  his  death  and  an  active  officer  of 
the  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  He  bequeathed  $50,000  for  the  use  of 
its  Art  Museum. 

DE  WOLF,  JOHN.— A  landscape  architect,  died  November  28,  1913,  at  Bristol,  R,  I., 
in  which  city  he  was  bom  in  1850.  He  studied  in  Italy;  was  with  United  States 
Coast  Survev,  1871-1878;  in  1892  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  Brooklyn  parks, 
and  later  ot  all  New  York  parks  until  1902. 

DUNWOODY,  WILLIAM  HOOD.— President  of  the  Minneapolis  Society  of  Fine  Arts, 
died  February  8,  1914.  Born  on  a  farm  near  Philadelphia  he  settled  in  Minneapolis 
in  1869,  where  he  was  prominent  as  a  miller,  a  banker,  a  patron  of  the  arts,  and  a 
philanthropist.  He  bequeathed  an  endowment  fund  of  $1,000,000  to  the  Minneapolis 
Society  ot  Fine  Arts,  and  the  residue  of  his  estate,  exceeding  $2,000,000,  to  estaolish 
the   William  Hood  Dunwoody  Industrial   Institute  at  Minneapolis. 

FABER,  HARMAN. — A  painter  and  etcher,  died  December  10,  1913,  at  his  home  in 
Philadelphia,  aged  eighty-one  years.  He  was  born  in  Germany,  and  came  to  this 
country  in  1854.  During  the  civil  war  he  served  as  artist  on  the  Surgeon  (jeneral's 
staff  of  the  United  States  Army,  and  illustrated  the  United  States  medical  record 
of  the  war. 

FABER,  LUDWIG  E.— A  painter,  died  May  16,  1913,  in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital.  He 
was  born  in  Philadelphia,  October  21,  1855.  He  studied  at  the  Pennsylvania  Acad- 
emy of  Fine  Arts,  in  Paris  under  Constant,  Lefebvre  and  Robert- Fleury,  and  in 
Munich,  and  became  a  successful  portrait  painter.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Sketch  club,  and  its  president  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  well  as 
vice-president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  of  Miniature  Painters;  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  Philadelphia  Society  of  Etchers  and  of  Paris  American  Art  Association. 
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FAIRBANKS.  MRS.  FRANCES  J.— A  painter,  died  at  Paterson,  N.  J..  February  24, 
1913.  aged  seventy-eight  years. 

FIELD,  EDWARD  LOYAL.— A  landscape  painter  and  etcher,  died  March  22,  1914,  at 
his  home  in  New  York  City.  He  was  born  at  Galesbur^,  111.,  January  4,  1856.  He 
was  a  pupil  of  Carolus  Buran  and  the  Julian  Academv  in  Paris.  In  1899  he  became 
a  member  of  the  Salmagundi  Club,  and  at  the  club's  exhibitions  he  received  the 
Inness  Prize  in  1904  and  the  Shaw  Prize  in  1905. 

FINN,  JAMES  WALL.— A  painter,  died  at  Giverny,  France,  August  28,  1913.  He 
received  honorable  mention  at  Paris  Salon  of  1896,  and  a  bronze  medal  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition,  Buffalo,  in  1901.  Most  of  his  work  consisted  of  decorative 
panels.     Much  of  his  time  was  spent  in  Paris,  and  he  also  had  a  studio  in  New  York. 

FISCHER.  GEORGE.— A  lithographer,  died  on  March  6,  1914,  at  Avondale  Sanitarium, 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  aged  seventy  years.     His  home  was  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City. 

FLANDERS,  JOHN  J.,  F.A.I.A.— An  architect,  died  at  Glencoe,  111.,  May  6,  1914.  He 
was  born  in  that  citv  June  30,  1847;  he  obtained  his  education  in  the  offices  of 
T.  V.  Wadskier,  W.  \V.  Boyington  and  Burlington  and  Adlcr.  He  practised  at  first 
with  Charles  Furst,  under  the  name  of  Furst  and  Flanders.  For  eight  years  he 
was  architect  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Chicago,  and  then  formed  a  partnership 
with  W.  Carbys  Zimmerman.  Among  prominent  buildings  designed  by  Mr.  Flanders 
in  Chicago  are  the  Haymarket  Theater  and  the  Mailers  Office  and  Bank  Buildings, 
now  the  La  Salle  Street  Trust  and  Savings  Bank.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  Uie 
Western  Association  of  Architects  in  1884,  and  became  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  in  1889.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  of 
the  A.  I.  A. 

FORXACHON,  MAURICE.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  on 
March  8,  1914,  in  his  seventy-third  year.  He  was  born  in  Switzerland,  but  came  to 
this  country  when  he  was  quite  young. 

FRANK,  EUGENE  C— A  painter,  died  at  his  home,  Glendale.  Cal.,  January  11,  1914. 
He  was  born  at  Stuttgart,  sixty-nine  years  ago,  and  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1861.  He  began  his  career  as  an  engraver;  in  1874  he  studied  painting  in  New  York 
under  A.  C.  Howland,  A.  H.  VVyant,  Robert  C.  Minor,  George  Mavnard  and  William 
Hart;  in  1879  he  continued  his  studies  in  Munich  and  Carlsruhe,  Germany,  and 
later  made  a  tour  of  the  world.  His  principal  works  were  landscape  and  marine 
paintings.  He  was  a  member  of  the  societies  of  artists  of  Munich,  Carlsruhe  and 
Frieberg,  and  of  the  California  Art  Club  of  Los  Angeles. 

FRENCH,  WILLIAM  MERCHANT  RICHARDSON.— Director  of  the  Art  Institute  of 
Chicago,  died  at  his  home  in  that  city  June  3,  1914.  He  was  born  at  Exeter,  N.  H., 
October  1,  1843,  of  old  New  England  stock,  and  was  the  elder  brother  of  the 
sculptor,  Daniel  C.  French.  He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1864; 
became  an  engineer  and  landscape  gardener,  and  devoted  much  time  to  writing  on 
art  topics  and  lecturing.  In  1867  he  settled  in  Chicago,  and  in  1878  became  secre- 
tary of  the  Chicago  Academy  of  Design.  A  new  society,  the  Chicago  Academy  of 
Fine  Arts,  was  organized  in  1879,  and  in  1882  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Art  Insti- 
tute of  Chicago.     He  had  charge  of  the  school  and  museum  from  the  beginning. 

GILES,  ELLEN. — A  writer  and  artist,  died  in  Rome,  Tanuary  15,  1914.  She  was  born 
in  1874,  and  studied  at  the  School  of  Design  in  Philadelphia  and  Bryn  Mawr  College, 
where  she  took  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

GROSS,  PETER  ALFRED. — A  landscape  and  marine  painter,  died  in  Chicago,  January 
24,  1914.  He  was  born  in  Schencksville,  near  Allentown,  Pa.,  January  21,  1849. 
The  funeral  services  were  held  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  and  his  ashes  shipped  to  Paris, 
in  which  city  he  had  lived  for  the  past  forty  years,  and  where  he  had  studied  under 
Yon  and  Petitjean.  He  was  an  Officer  of  Public  Instruction,  France,  and  a  member 
of  French  Academy.  His  will  provided  for  the  founding  of  an  art  museum  at 
Allentown,  Pa.,  and  an  art  school  at  Muhlenburg  College,  in  that  city. 

HALL,  GEORGE  HENRY,  N.A.— A  painter,  died  February  17,  1913,  at  his  home  in 
New  York  City.  He  was  born  at  Boston,  Mass.,  September  21,  1825;  studied  in 
Dusseldorf,  Paris  and  Rome;  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design  in  1853  and  Academician  in  1868.  He  made  a  specialty  of  Oriental  and 
Italian  peasant  life,  and  is  represented  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York,  by 
a  "Bazaar  Scene  in  Cairo." 

HANSON,  ERNST.— An  architect,  died  July  16,  1913,  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York   City.     He   designed  many    Brooklyn  churches. 

HATCH,  LORENZO  JAMES.— .\  painter  and  engraver,  died  February  1.  1914.  He 
was  born  at  Hartford,  N.  Y.,  July  16,  1857,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
lived  at  Lawrence  Park,  Bronxville,  N.  Y.  He  studied  at  the  Art  Students'  League 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  at  the  New  York  School  of  Art. 

HAUBISEN,  CHRISTOPHER.— A  portrait  painter,  aged  eighty-three  years,  died  in  Feb- 
ruary,  1913,  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  in  St.  Louis. 

HAUSER,   JOHN.— A    painter,   died   at   his   home,    Clifton,   Ohio,   October  6,    1913,   aged 
fifty-five  years.      He  painted  chiefly   Indian   subjects. 
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HEARN,  GEORGE  ARNOLD. — A  prominent  patron  of  American  art,  died  at  his  home 
in  New  York  City,  December  1,  1913.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  December  7, 
1835,  and  was  a  member  of  the  dry  goods  firm   of  James  A.   Hearn  and  Sons.     He 

fave  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  a  collection  of  paintings,  the  majority  being 
y  living  American  artists,  and  a  fund  of  $250,000  for  the  increase  of  the  American 
collection. 
HEWLETT.  C.  RUSSELL.— Dean  of  the  School  of  Applied  Design  of  the  Carnegie 
Institute,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  died  November  11,  1913,  at  Pittsburgh.  He  was  born  in 
Brooklvn,  N.  Y.,  October  30,  1872;  was  graduated  from  Columbia  University.  He 
studied  jirt  for  three  years  in  Paris  and  Japan,  and  on  his  return  to  New  York 
became  associated  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Lord  and  Hewlett.  He  went  to 
the  Carnegie  School  in  1908.  He  was  president  of  the  Pittsburgh  Art  Society  and 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts. 

HILL,  JAMES  G.— An  architect,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.  December  19,  1913,  a^ed 
seventy-two  years.  He  was  born  in  Maiden.  Mass.  At  one  time  he  was  supervising 
architect  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  designed  the  Bureau  of  Printing  and 
Engraving  and  the  Government  Printing  Office  buildings  in  Washington. 

HITCHCOCK,  GEORGE,  A.N. A.— A  painter,  died  August  2,  1913,  at  the  Island  of 
Maarken,  Holland.  He  was  born  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  September  28,  1850;  was 
graduated  from  Brown  University  in  1872,  and  studied  law  at  Harvard  and  prac- 
tised  law  for  a  time  in  Providence  and  New  York.  He  later  studied  art  in  London, 
then  in  Paris  under  Boulanger  and  Lefebvre;  in  Dusseldorf,  and  with  Mesdag  in 
Holland.  His  winters  were  usually  spent  in  France,  and  his  summers  in  Holland. 
He  was  noted  for  pictures  of  Dutch  tulip  fields  and  for  religious  subjects  with 
modern  Dutch  models.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Design  in  1909;  was  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  American  Painters,  corre- 
sponding member  of  the  Vienna  Academy  and  of  the  Munich  Secession;  and  officer 
of  the  Franz  Joseph  Order  of  Austria,  and  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 
He  received  honorable  mention  at  the  Paris  Salon,  1887;  gold  medal  at  Paris  Expo- 
sition, 1889;  medal  Columbian  Exposition,  Chicago,  1893;  medals,  Berlin,  1896; 
Dresden,  1897;  Vienna,  1898;  Munich,  1900.  Among  his  works  in  public  galleries 
are:  "Tulips,"  Dresden  Gallery;  "Maternity,"  McCullough  Gallery,  London;  "Tulips 
and  Hyacinths,"  Municipal  Gallery,  Alkmaar,  Holland;  "Tulip  Seller,"  Art  Insti- 
tute, Qiicago;  "Gathering  Hyacinths,"  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Providence. 
R.  I.;  "Farmers'  Daughters,**  Albright  Art  Gallery,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.;  'The  Lark,'* 
City  Art  Museum,  St.  Louis;  "Calypso,"  Herron  Art  Institute,  Indianapolis;  "Flower 
Field,"  Art  Institute,  Minneapolis. 

HODGES,  WILLIAM  C. — A  designer  and  worker  in  stained  glass,  died  at  his  home 
in  Philadelphia,   February  6,   1914,  at  the  age  of  fifty-eight. 

HODGSON,  CHRISTMAN  WILLIAM.— A  painter,  died  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  February  12,  1914,  aged  eighty-four  years. 

HOOPER,  IRVING.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  Newark.  N.  J.,  April  3,  1913, 
aged  seventy-two  years.  In  1886  he  started  in  business  with  his  brother,  George  B. 
Hooper,  under  the  firm  name  of  Hooper  and  Company. 

HOUGHTON,  THOMAS  F.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York 
City,  March   5,    1913,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

HOWARD,  FLORENCE.— An  artist,  died  January  10,  1914,  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. 
Six  years  ago  she  left  her  home  in  New  York  City  in  search  of  health. 

HUNT,  CHARLES  D. — A  landscape  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  the  Borough  of  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  September  25,  1914.  He  was  born  in  Detroit  in  1840,  and  when  18 
years  of  age  came  to  New  York  and  became  a  pupil  of  Wyant  and  Kensett.  His  work 
had  been  exhibited  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  and  at  the  old  Brooklyn 
Art  Club. 

ISHAM,  SAMUEL,  N.A. — A  painter  and  art  writer,  died  at  Easthampton,  L.  I.,  N.  Y., 
June  12,  1914.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  May  12,  1855.  He  entered  Yale 
UniversitY  with  the  class  of  1875,  and  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.F.A. ; 
later  studied  at  Julian  Academy  in  Paris  under  Jacquesson  de  la  Chevreuse,  Boulanger, 
and  Lefebvre.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Artists  in  1891; 
an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1900.  and  full  Academician  in 
1906;  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  Water  Color  Club,  Architectural  League, 
National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters,  Salmagundi  Club,  and  Century  Association; 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Art  Ju'^  **  ^^^  Buffalo  Exposition,  1901,  and  received 
a  silver  medal  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  in  1904.  He  was  the  author  of  "A  His- 
tory of  American   Paintings." 

KATZ,  LOUIS. — An  art  dealer,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  January  5,  1913, 
aged  forty  years. 

JULIE  HART.— A  painter,  died  at  her  home  in  Trenton,  N.  J., 
August  13,  1913,  aged  seventy-eight  years.  She  was  born  in  Pittsficld,  Mass.,  and 
came  to  New  York  City  with  her  two  brothers,  James  and  William  Hart,  both  well- 
known  painters,  and  her  first  husband,  Mr.  Beers.  As  Julie  Hart  Beers  she  exhibited 
landscapes  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1867.

KENDRICK,  CHARLES.— An  illustrator,  at  one  time  on  the  staff  of  LeslWi,  died  at 
his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  June  16,  1914. 

KOOPMAN,  AUGUSTUS.— A  painter  and  etcher,  died  January  31,  1914,  at  Etaples, 
France.  He  was  born  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  January  2,  1869;  studied  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux-Arts  in  Paris 
under  Bougeureau  and  Robert-Fleury.  Among  his  awards  were  the  second  Wana- 
maker  prize,  Paris,  American  Art  Association  in  1898;  first  Clark  prize,  Paris,  Ameri- 
can Art  Association  in  1899;  bronze  medal  and  special  silver  medal  for  decoration 
at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900;  bronze  medal.  Pan-American  Exposition,  Buffalo, 
1900;  medal,  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904;  silver  medal,  Appalachian  Exposition,  Knox- 
ville,    1911.

LARNED,  WALTER  CRANSTON.— Art  editor  of  the  Chicago  DaUy  News,  lawyer  and 
lecturer,  died  June  19,  1914,  at  Winnetka,  III.  He  was  bom  in  Chicago,  sixty-four 
years  ago;  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Harvard  University  in  1871;  was  a 
student  in  the  Harvard  Law  School  during  1871-72,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1874,  and  since  has  been  in  practice  as  a  lawyer  in  Chicago.  He  was  a  lecturer 
on  art  subjects;  among  his  books  are  "Arnaud's  Masterpiece,"  "A  Romance  of  the 
Pyrenees,"  ''Churches  and  Castles  of  Mediaeval  France,"  "Rembrandt,"  and  "A  Ro- 
mance of  Holland." 

LE  BRUN,  MICHEL  MORACIN.— An  architect,  died  at  Montclair,  N.  J.,  September 
27,  1913.  He  had  retired  from  the  firm  of  Naooleon  Le  Brun  and  Son,  after  com- 
pleting the  Metropolitan  Life  Tower  in  New  York  City,  for  which  the  Medal  of 
Honor  of  the  New  York  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  was  awarded  to  the  firm.  In  1912 
he  provided  a  fund  of  $12,500  to  establish  an  architectural  traveling  scholarship. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Architectural  League  of  New  York,  and  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A. 

LESLIE,  ALEXANDER  F.  W.— An  architect,  died  January  11,  1914,  at  his  home  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Milton,  Mass.,  fifty-eight  years  ago,  and  studied 
arhitecture  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  He  came  to  New  Y(»:k 
and  took  up  newspaper  work.  For  the  last  six  years  he  had  been  in  business  as  an 
architect  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  was  associated  with  Clarence  R.  Van  Buskirk. 

LONGFELLOW,  WILLIAM  PITT  PREBLE.— An  architect  and  writer,  died  at  Gloucester, 
Mass.,  August  3,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Portland,  Me.,  in  1836;  studied  at  Lawrence 
Scientific  School  of  Harvard  University,  and  in  1859  entered  the  office  of  Edward 
Cabot  of  Boston.  For  a  year  he  was  director  of  architecture  in  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  then  director  of  the  School  of  Drawing  and  Painting  con- 
nected with  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  In  1868-69  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architecture,  and  was  chairman  of  the  Jury  of  Fine  Arts  at  the 
World's  Fair,  Chicago,  in  1893.  He  was  the  first  editor  ot  the  American  Architect. 
His  most  important  books  were  "A  Cyclopedia  of  Works  of  Architecture  of  Italy. 
Greece  and  the  Levant,"  and  historical  essays,  entitled  "The  Column  and  the  Arch." 

LOCKWOOD,  WILTON,  N.A.— A  well-known  painter,  died  March  20,  1914,  in  the 
hospital  at  Longwood,  Brookline,  Mass.  He  was  born  at  Wilton,  Conn.,  September 
12,  1862;  came  to  New  York  when  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  studied  witn  John 
La  Far^e;  six  jrears  later  he  went  to  Paris,  where  he  spent  nine  years;  after  one  year 
in  Mumch  he  settled  in  Boston.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design  in  1906,  and  became  an  Academician  in  1912;  he  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Society  of  American  Artists,  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston,  and  the  Century 
Association  of  New  York.  Among  his  awards  were:  Honorable  mention,  Carnep;ie 
Institute,  Pittsburgh,  1897;  Temple  gold  medal,  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine 
Arts,  1898;  silver  medal,  Paris  Exposition,  1900;  silver  medal,  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition, Buffalo,  1901;  silver  medal,  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904.  He  is  represented 
in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  by  a  "Portrait  of  John  La  Fargc"  and  "Peonies"; 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  by  "Portrait  of  A.  J.  Cassatt";  Metropolitan 
Museum,  New  York,  bv  "Peonies";  Corcoran  Gallerv,  Washington,  by  "Peonies"; 
Worcester  Museum  by     Portrait  of  Jerome  Wheelock." 

LOWELL,  LEMUEL  L. — A  painter  and  musician,  died  at  his  home  in  Watertown, 
N.  Y.,  June  12,  1914. 

LYMAN,  JOSEPH.— A  painter,  died  at  Wallingford,  Conn.,  March  5,  1913.  He  was 
born  at  Ravenna,  Ohio,  July  17,  1843,  and  educated  at  the  public  schools  of  Cleve- 
land. The  greater  nart  of  his  life  was  spent  in  or  near  New  York  City,  where  he 
studied  painting  unaer  J.  H.  Dolph  and  Samuel  Colman.  He  received  a  bronze  medal 
at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  in  1904.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Century  Association,  and  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  De- 
sign in  1886. 

McEVOY,  HARRY  N.— A  painter,  died  April  21,  1914,  in  Detroit.  Mich.,  aged  eighty- 
two  years.  He  was  born  at  Birmingham,  England,  and  when  he  came  to  America 
lived  at  Hamilton,  Ont.,  and  later  in  New  York  City. 
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MAYNICKE,  ROBERT.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home,  Cedarknoll,  Bedford  Hills,  N.  Y., 
on  September  29,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Germany  in  1849;  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Cooper  Union  School  in  New  York  City;  and  at  the  lime  of  his  death  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Maynicke  and  Francke.  He  helped  design  the  Equitable  Building, 
and  was  the  architect  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Building  at  Twenty-third  Street. 

MAUCH,  CARL. — A  painter  and  illustrator,  died  in  Chicago,  June  18,  1913,  aged  sixty- 
three  years.  He  had  become  despondent  because  he  was  losing  his  sight.  He  was 
born  at  Stuttgart,  Germany,  January  7,  1854,  and  studied  under  Noeher,  Piloty  and 
E.  Bueher  at  the  Stuttgart  Academy.  He  was  a  member  and  past-president  of  the 
Palette  and  Chisel  Club  of  Chicago. 

MEEDER,  PHILIP.— A  wood  engraver,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  June  27, 
1913.  He  was  born  in  Alsace,  and  came  to  the  United  States  as  a  boy.  At  one 
time  he  was  associated  with  the  wood  engraver  Frederick  Y.  Chubb,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Meeder  and  Chubb. 

MILLAR,  ADDISON  THOMAS. — A  painter  and  etcher,  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident,  September  8,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Warren,  Ohio,  October  4,  1860.  Be- 
came a  pupil  of  Chase  in  New  York  and  Benjamin-Constant  and  Boldini  in  Paris. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Salmagundi  Qub  in  1897,  and  was  one  of  the  so-called 
Silvermine  group  of  artists.  "Still  Life,"  by  him,  belongs  to  the  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design,  Providence;  "Old  Streets  of  Madrid"  is  in  the  Museum  of  Art, 
Detroit;  his  etchings  are  in  the  New  York  Public  Library;  Congressional  Library,  Wash- 
ington; Detroit  Museum  of  Art,  Bibliothequc  Nationale,  Parts. 

MOORE,  ARTHUR  W.— A  painter  died  at  his  home  in  Rochester.  N.  Y.,  April  15, 
1913.  He  was  born  at  Nottingham,  England,  November  9,  1840,  and  was  a  pupil 
of  Parker  and  Nottingham  Art  School  in  England.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Roches- 
ter Art  Club,  of  which  he  had  long  been  secretary,  and  also  of  the  Central  New 
York  Society  of  Artists,  of  which  he  was  vice-president. 

MORGAN,  IKE.— An  illustrator,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1913.  He  was  born  June  28.  1871,  at  Grand  Tower,  111.;  studied  at 
the  St.  Louis  School  of  Fine  Arts,  and  did  his  first  work  for  the  St.  Louis  Republic. 
He  was  later  associated  with  Chicago  and  New  York  papers,  and  was  the  creator 
of  "Kids  of  Many  Colors.*' 

MORGAN,  J.  PIERPOXT.— The  great  financier  and  art  collector,  died  at  Rome,  Italy. 
March  31,  1913.  He  was  bom  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  April  17,  1837.  After  graduating 
from  the  English  High  School  in  Boston,  he  went  to  Goettingen  University,  Ger- 
many, and  on  his  return  to  the  United  States  went  into  business  in  New  York  Gty 
in  1857. 

MOSER.  JAMES  HENRY.— A  landscape  painter,  died  November  10,  1913,  at  his  home 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  born  at  Whitby,  Ontario.  Canada,  January  1,  1854. 
He  was  a  pupil  of  John  H.  Witt  and  Charles  H.  Davis.  Member:  American  Water 
Color  Society;  New  York  Water  Color  Club;  Washington  Water  Color  Club  (presi- 
dent); Society  of  Washington  Artists;  and  Salmagundi  Club.  He  received  awards  as 
follows:  Medal,  Atlanta  Exp.,  1895;  first  Corcoran  prize,  Washington  Water  Color 
Club,  1900;  bronze  medal,  Charleston  Exp.,  1902;  Parsons  prize,  Washington  Water 
Color  Club,  1903.  He  was  for  many  years  instructor  at  the  Corcoran  School  of  Art, 
and  in  1910  was  assistant  director  of  the  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  Exposition.  Some  of  his 
works  are:  "Evening,"  Mt.  Mclntire,  National  Gallery,  Washington;  "In  the  Con- 
necticut Hills,"  "Rain  in  the  Mountains"  and  "Winter  Sunshine,  Corcoran  Gallery, 
Washington.  He  illustrated  the  first  published  volume  of  "Uncle  Remus,"  by  J.  C.  Harris. 

MUMFORD,  JOHN.— An  architect,  died  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  New  York  City, 
February  3,  1914.  He  was  seventy-seven  years  old.  During  the  civil  war  he  was  a 
draughtsman  in  the  Navy  Department,  where  he  drew  plans  of  all  the  monitors  ex- 
cept those  of  the  original  Monitor.  He  desiprned  the  Municipal  Building  in  Jorale- 
mon  Street,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Hospital  and  the  Hoagland  Laboratory  in 
Brooklyn. 

NICKAM,  CHARLES  W. — A  painter,  died  at  his  home  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  2, 
1913,  aged  sixty-nine  years.  He  painted  a  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln  without  know- 
ing who  was   posing  for  him. 

PARKHURST.  FREDERICK  ALEXANDER.— An  architect,  died  October  21,  1913,  at 
Hoboken,  N.  J.  He  was  born  in  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  and  was  forty-ei^ht  years  old.  He 
studied  architecture  at  Cornell  University,  and  at  the  time  ox  his  death  was  prac- 
tising in  New  York  Gty. 

PARTON,  ARTHUR,  N.A.— A  painter,  died  March  7,  1914,  at  his  home  in  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  March  26,  1842;  was  a  pupil  of  William  T. 
Richards  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Design  in  1871,  and  a  full  Academician  in  1884;  also  a  member  of  the  American 
Water  color  Society  and  Artists'  Fund  Society.  Among  his  awards  were:  Gold 
medal,  Competitive  Prize  Fund  Exhibition,  New  York,  1886;  Temple  silver  medal, 
Pennsylvania  Academv  of  the  Fine  Arts,  1889;  honorable  mention,  Paris  Exposi- 
tion, 1889;  Lotos  Club  Purchase,  National  Academy  of  Design,  1896;  bronze  medal, 
St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904.  Among  his  works  are:  "Misty  Morning — Coast  of 
Maine,"  Brooklyn  Institute  Museum:  "Loch  I>omond,"  Art  Association,  Indianapolis; 
"A  Night  in  the  Catskills"  and  "Evening — Harlem  River,"  Metropolitan  Museum, 
New  York. 
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PEARCE,  CHARLES  SPRAGUE.  A.N.A.— A  painter,  died  May  18.  1914,  in  Paris, 
where  he  had  lived  for  thirty  y<;ars.  He  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  October  13» 
1851.  He  studied  in  France  under  L^on  Bonnat,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Society 
of  American  Artists,  1886;  Associate  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design,  1906;  Paris 
Society  of  American  Painters;  Salmagundi  Club,  1900;  National  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Letters.  Amon^  his  awards  were:  Medal,  Boston,  1878;  honorable  mention, 
Paris  Salon,  1881;  pnre,  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  1881;  silver  medal, 
Boston,  1881;  third-class  medal,  Paris  Salon,  1883;  gold  medal.  Mechanics'  Institute, 
Boston,  1884;  Temple  gold  medal,  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  1885; 
gold  medal  of  honor,  Ghent,  1886;  gold  medal,  Munich,  1888;  diploma  of  honor, 
Berlin,  1891;  gold  medal,  San  Francisco,  1894;  gold  medal,  Atlanta  Exposition,  1895; 
Vienna  Staats  gold  medal,  1898;  silver  medal,  Pan-American  Exposition,  Buffalo,  1901.

PENH  ALL,  H.  M. — A  painter,  committed  suicide  at  Palermo,  Italy,  January  23,  1913. 
His  home  was  supposed  to  be  in  San  Francisco. 

POST,  GEORGE  BROWNE,  F.A.I.A.,  N.A.— A  prominent  architect,  died  November  28, 
1913,  at  his  summer  home,  Bernardsyille,  N.  J.  He  was  born  December  15,  1837,  in 
New  York  City.  Studied  civil  engineering  at  New  York  University,  and  received 
his  C.E.  degree  in  1858;  he  studied  architecture  with  Richard  M.  Hunt,  and  in 
1860  formed  a  partnership  with  Charles  D.  Gambrill.  Some  of  the  buildings  designed 
by  him  are:  New  York  Cotton  Exchange,  New  York  Produce  Exchange,  New  York 
Stock  Exchange,  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Pulitzer  Building,  Wisconsin 
State  Capitol,  Manufacture  and  Liberal  Arts  Building  at  Chicago  Exposition;  also 
the  residences  of  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  and  Collis  P.  Huntington.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Century,  Union,  Lawyers'  and  Seawanhaka  Yacht  Club  of  New  York,  Cosmos 
Oub  of  Washington,  and  Duquesne  Club  of  Pittsburgh.  In  1860  he  became  an  Asso- 
ciate of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  and  was  elected  a  Fellow  in  1864; 
in  1906  he  was  elected  Associate  of  National  Academy  of  Design,  and  two  years 
later  was  made  an  Academician.  In  1907  he  was  appointed  an  honorary  corresponding 
member  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters;  President  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects from  1896  to  1899;  President  of  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  same,  1904; 
President  of  the  Architectural  League  of  New  York,  1893-97;  of  the  National  Arts 
Club.  1898-1905,  having  been  a  charter  member  of  that  organization;  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Academy  of  Sciences;  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers;  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce;  Archaeological  Institute  of  America;  National  Society  of  Crafts- 
men; Municipal  Art  Society,  of  which  he  was  a  director  from  1901-1909;  Province  of 
Quebec  Association  of  Architects;  American  Geographical  Society;  Public  Art  League; 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art;  the  New  Jersey  State  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and 
Century  Association. 

PREYER,  D.\VID  C— An  art  writer,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,   August    12, 

1913.  He  was  born  at  Amsterdam,  Holland,  in  1862,  and  came  to  ttiis  country  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  took  a  post-graduate  course  at  the  New  Brunswick  1  heo- 
logical  Seminary.  He  was  the  editor  of  the  Collector  and  Art  Critic,  published  bi- 
monthly from  1900  to  1902,  and  wrote  several  books,  including  "The  Art  of  the 
Netherland,"  "The  Art  of  the  Berlin  Galleries,"  "The  Art  of  the  Metropolitan 
Museum"  and  "The  Art  of  the  Vienna   Gallery." 

RAABE,  ALFRED, — An  illustrator,  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  January  16,  1913, 
aged  forty-one  years. 

RADBOURNE,  WILLIAM  H.— A  landscape  painter,  died  in  Orleans,  N.  Y.,  on  July  23, 

1914.  He  was  born  in  Brooklyn  on  September  11,  1838,  and  until  nine  years  ago 
was  a  resident  there. 

REHN,  FRANK  KNOX  MORTON.  N.A.— A  painter,  died  at  Magnolia,  Mass.,  July  6, 
1914.  He  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  April  12,  1848;  and  was  a  pupil  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Na- 
tional Academy  of  Design  in  18^9,  and  an  Academician  in  1908;  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  American  Artists,  American  Water  Color  Society,  New 
York  Water  Color  Club,  Salmagundi  Club.  Lotos  Club.  Amonp  his  awards  were: 
First  prize,  St.  Louis,  1882;  prize  ($250),  Water  Color  Competitive  Exhibition,  New 
York,  1885;  gold  medal.  Prize  Fund  Exhibition,  New  York,  1886;  honorable  men- 
tion, Paris  Exposition,  1900;  bronze  medal,  Pan-American  Exposition,  Buffalo,  1901; 
silver  medal,  Charleston  Exposition,  1902:  silver  medal,  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904; 
Inness  prize.  Salmagundi  Club,  1905;  Shaw  prize,  Salmagundi  Club,  1906;  gold 
medal,  American  Art  Society  of  Philadelphia,  1907.  Among  his  works  are:  "The 
Close  of  a  Summer  Day,"  Fine  Arts  Academy,  Buffalo;  "The  Missing  Vessel,"  De- 
troit Museum. 

REID,  CHARLES   E.— An  architect,  died  May  7,   1914,  at  his  home  in  New  York  City. 

He    was   sixty   years    old.      Thirty   years   ago   he   was   among  the  first   to   design    the 

skeleton-frame  steel  buildings  in  Chicago,  >\hich  became  famous  afterward  as  "Sky- 
scrapers."    He  later  came  to  New  York. 
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REISINGER,  HUGO. — An  art  collector  and  merchant,  died  September  28,  1914,  at 
Langenschwalbacb,  near  Wiesbaden,  Germany,  wbere  he  was  born  January  29,  1856. 
He  settled  in  New  York  City  in  1890  and  took  an  active  interest  in  exhibiting  work 
by  American  painters  in  Europe  and  in  bringing  exhibitions  of  German  painting  to 
this  country.  He  arranged  an  exhibit  of  German  art  for  the  German  Government, 
which  was  shown  during  1908-1909  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New 
York,  the  Copley  Society  in  Boston,  and  the  Art  Institute  in  Chicago.  In  1910 
he  sent  to  Berlin  and  Munich  a  collection  of  about  200  paintings  by  American  artists, 
some  lent  by  the  Metropolitan  Museum  and  the  Pennsylvania  Academy,  but  most 
of  them  from  his  private  collection.  Early  in  1914  he  was  appointed  Honorary  Com- 
missioner to  the  Anglo-American  Exposition  in  London  and  arranged  the  American 
art  section  and  published  its  illustrated  catalogue.  He  bequeathed  $100,000  to 
Columbia  University,  New  York,  to  establish  a  professorship  of  the  historjr  of  art; 
$50,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  for  the  purchase  of  German  paintings  and 
sculpture;  $50,000  to  the  Germanic  Museum  at  Harvard  University,  and  similar 
amounts  to  the  art  museums  in  Berlin   and  Munich. 

ROCHELLE.  EUGENE.— A  magazine  illustrator,  committed  suicide  March  9.  1914, 
New  York  City.  He  was  thirty-eight  years  old,  and  his  home  was  at  Flushing,

ROEDER,  ELSA. — ^A  magazine  illustrator  died  April  20,  1914,  at  her  home  in  Orange, 
N.  J.  She  was  born  in  Baltmore,  Md.,  in  1885,  and  studied  under  Howard  Pyle 
in  Wilmington,  and  later  under  Edward  Pcnfield  and  at  the  School  of  Industrial 
Art  in  Philadelphia.  In  1908  she  won  first  prize  in  an  art  contest  managed  by  "Life," 
and  in  the  same  year  she  won  a  theatrical  poster  prize  for  her  work.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Sketch  Club  of  Wilmington. 

SAINT  GAUDENS,  LOUIS.— A  sculptor,  died  at  his  home  at  Cornish,  N.  H.,  March  8, 
1913.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  January  8,  1854;  studied  sculpture  at  the 
Ecole  des  Beaux- Arts  in  Paris,  and  assisted  his  more  famous  brother,  Augustus  Saint 
Gaudens.  His  home  was  at  Windsor,  Vt.  Among  his  best  known  independent  works 
are:  "Lions,"  Boston  Public  Librarv;  "Painting,"  St.  Louis  Museum;  and  medals 
in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York.  He  was  awarded  a  silver  medal  at  the 
Pan-American  Exposition,  Buffalo,  1901.  He  was  a  member  of  the  National  Sculpture 
Society. 

ST.  JOHN,  MRS.  SUSAN  HELY.— A  painter,  died  at  her  studio  in  Copley  Hall,  Boston, 
October  25,  1913,  aged  eighty  years.     She  was  a  pupil  of  G.  P.  A.  Healy  in  Chicago. 

SARGENT,  EDWARD  A. — An  architect,  died  February  25,  1914,  at  his  home  at  Rose- 
bank,  S.  I.,  N.  Y.  He  was  seventv-two  years  old.  He  constructed  the  country  home 
for  John  Wanamaker  at  Philadelphia,  and  was  the  architect  for  four  public  schools 
and  three  hundred  houses  and  cottages  on  State n  Island.  He  also  made  the  plans  for 
the  Ninth   Regiment  Armory. 

SCHULTZ,  ALBERT  B.— An  illustrator,  died  at  New  York  City,  November  18,  1913. 
aged  forty-five  years.     For  over  twenty  years  he  was  on  the  staff  of  Puck. 

SCHUYLER,  MONTGOMERY. — A  writer  on  architectural  and  art  topics,  died  at  his 
home  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  Tuhr  16,  1914.  He  was  born  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  Au- 
gust 19,  1843;  came  to  New  York  City  about  1865,  and  became  an  editorial  writer  on 
the  World,  and  was  on  the  sUff  of  the  Times  from  1883  to  1907.  He  had  studied 
architecture,  and  knew  many  of  the  artists,  for  he  was  a  member  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters  and  of  the  Centurv  Association.  His  published  works 
include  "Westward  the  Course  of  Empires"  and  Studies  in  American  Architecture"; 
he  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  Architectural  Record  and  other  periodicals. 

SECKEL,  RUDOLPH. — A  dealer  in  old  and  modern  prints  and  engravings,  committed 
suicide  in  his  gallery,  April  30,  1914.  He  was  born  in  Frankfort,  Germany,  and 
came  to  New  York  in  1908. 

SEEGMILLER,  WILH  ELM  IN  A.— Director  of  Art  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Indianapolis, 
died  at  her  home  in  that  city.  May  24,  1913.  She  was  born  at  Fairview,  Ontario, 
Canada,  in  1856.  She  taught  in  the  grades  in  Grand  Rapids,  1884-87;  studied  normal 
art  at  Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City,  in  1894-95;  and  in  1895  was 
appointed  director  of  art  at  Indianapolis.  She  was  the  author  of  "The  Applied  Arts 
Drawing  Books,"  "Little  Rhymes  for  Little  Readers,"  and  a  writer  and  lecturer  on  art 
educational  topics. 

SHELDON,  GEORGE  WILLIAM.— An  author,  died  January  28,  1914,  at  his  home 
in  Summit,  N.  J.  He  was  born  in  1843  at  Summerville,  S.  C,  and  was  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1863.  After  bein);r  a  tutor  at  Princeton  and  an  in- 
structor in  Oriental  languages  in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  he  was  art  editor  of 
the  A'ew  York  Evening  Post  for  several  years.  From  1890  to  1900  he  was  literary 
advisor  at  London  of  the  publishing  firm  of  D.  Appleton  and  Company.  Among 
the  books  by  him  are  "American  Painters,"  "Story  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  New  York,"  "Hours  with  Arts  and  Artists,"  "Artistic  Homes."  "Artistic 
Country  Scats,"  "Recent  Ideals  of  American  Art,"  and  "Ideals  of  Life  in  France." 
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SIMMONS,  FRANKLIN.— A  sculptor,  died  December  8,  1913.  at  Rome,  Italy,  where  he 
had  lived  since  1868.  He  was  born  at  Webster,  Me.,  January  11,  1839.  He  was 
knighted  by  King  Humbert  of  Italy.  He  is  represented  by  "Cfen.  Logan"  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C;  Longfellow"  and  "Soldiers'  Monument"  at  Portland,  Me.;  "Roger 
Williams"  at  Providence;  and  about  fifteen  public  monuments,  one  hundred  por- 
trait busts  in  marble,  and  numerous  ideal  statues.  He  was  the  first  American  artist 
to  receive  the  Cross  of  Caxilere. 

SNOW,  EDWARD  TAYLOR.— A  landscape  painter,  died  September  26,  1913,  at  his 
home  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  bom  m  Philadelphia,  March  13,  1844;  was  a  pufnl 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  Philadelphia,  and  of  Scbussle  in 
Philadelphia.  He  studied  in  France,  Holland,  and  Germany.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Fellowship  of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  and  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Art  Club.  He  acted  as  sales  agent  at  the  Academy  and  Art  Club  exhibitions, 
and   was  art  commissioner  at  the  Tennessee   Centennial  and  Omaha   Exposition. 

STEPHENS,  CHARLES  ARTHUR  LLOYD.— A  painter,  committed  suicide,  April  13, 
1914,  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  N.  Y. 

STORM,  GEORGE.— A  painter  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  died  at  Lancaster.  Pa.,  July  6.  1913, 
aged  eighty-three  years.  He  was  bom  at  Johnstown,  and  painted  portraits  ot  many 
Pennsylvania  State  officials. 

STUART,  FREDERICK  T.— A  steel  engraver  and  painter,  died  October  8,  1913,  at  the 
hospital  at  Brookline,  Mass.,  aged  seventy-six  years.  At  one  time  he  was  a  xnem- 
ber  of  the  Boston  Art  Club  and  the  Boston  Society  of  Water  Color  Painters. 

STULL,  HENRY. — A  painter  of  race  horses,  died  at  his  home  in  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y., 
March  18,  1913.  He  was  born  in  Canada  in  1851,  and  came  to  New  York  Citv  when 
a  ^oung  man,  being  first  employed  by  Leslie's  Weekly.  Later  he  devoted  himself 
chiefly  to  painting  horses,  and  many  of  his  works  are  owned  by  the  Coney  Island 
Jockey  Club. 

STURGIS,  R.   CLIPSTON,  JR.— An  architect,  died  at  his  home  in  Boston,  October  18, 

1913,  in  his  thirtieth  year.     He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  in  the  class  of   1904. 

SWIFT,   SAMUEL. — ^Art  and  musical  critic,   died  at  the  New  York  Hospital,   July  21, 

1914,  at  the  age  of  forty-one.  He  was  born  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  and  was  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1894;  was  musical  critic  for  the  New  York 
Evening  Mail  from  1894  to  1897,  and  also  art  critic  on  that  paper  from  1896  to 
1907,  since  which  time  he  was  in  commercial  life,  but  was  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  magazines  and  to  the  dailv  press.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  MacDowell 
Club  and  several  other  musical  organizations. 

TAYLOR,  WILLIAM  WATTS.— President  of  the  Rookwood  Pottery  Company  and 
treasurer  of  the  Cincinnati  Museum  Association,  died  on  November  12,  1913,  at  his 
home  in  Cincinnati,  aged  sixty-seven  years.  He  received  an  honorary  degree  from 
Harvard  University  several  years  ago. 

THOMPSON.  ELLEN  KENDALL  BAKER  (Mrs.  Harry  Thompson).— A  painter,  died 
December  4,  1913,  in  England.  She  was  born  at  Fairfield,  N.  Y.  She  was  a  pupil 
of  Charles  Muller,  Paul  Soyer  and  Harry  Thompson  in  Paris;  had  exhibited  at 
the  Paris  Salon  since  1879,  in  Munich,  Berlin,  St.  Petersburg,  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia, Chicago  and  Detroit;  received  an  honorable  mention  at  the  Pan-American 
Exposition,  Buffalo,  1901. 

THOKNTON,  AMY  G.— A  painter,  died  at  her  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  City,  Au- 
gust 26,   1913,  aged  sixty-eight  years. 

THURLO,  FRANK. — ^A  painter,  died  December  25,  1913,  at  Newburyport,  Mass.,  in 
which  city  he  was  bom  in  1828.     He  painted  especially  views  on  Plum  Island. 

TYTUS,  ROBB  DE  PEYSTER. — An  illustrator,  explorer  and  twice  elected  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts House  of  Representatives,  died  at  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y.,  August  14,  1913. 
He  was  born  at  Asheville,  N.  C. ;  was  graduated  from  Yale  in  1897.  While  traveling 
in  the  East  he  made  sketches  for  American  magazines;  later  he  became  interested  in 
archxology,  and  with  Percy  E.  Newbury,  the  English  archaeologist,  made  numerous 
excavations.     His  home  was  at  Tyringham,  Mass. 

VAN  DELFT.  JOHN  H.— A  portrait  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  New  York 
City,  May  28,    1913. 

VOLKMAR,  CHARLES. — A  well-known  ceramist,  died  February  6,  1914,  at  his  home 
near  Metuchen,  N.  J.  He  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  August  21,  1841.  In  Paris 
he  studied  sculpture  with  Barye  and  painting  with  Harpignies.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Salmagundi  Club,  National  Arts  Club,  Architecture  League  of  New  York,  and 
National  Society  of  Craftsmen.  He  was  at  first  a  landscape  and  animal  painter,  but 
later  chiefly  a  potter. 

WALKER,  T.  DART. — A  portrait  and  marine  painter,  died  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  New 
York  City,  July  21.   1914. 

WELCH.  WINTHROP  A.— An  architect  and  member  of  the  firm  of  Cook  and  Welch 
of  New  York  City,  died  June  3,  1914,  at  Douglaston,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.  He  was  bom 
in  Greene  County,  N.  Y.,  forty-three  years  ago. 
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WEST,  PETER  B. — ^A  painter  of  animals  and  landscapes,  died  at  his  home,  Albion, 
N.  Y.,  October  3,  1913.  He  was  born  at  Bedford,  England,  in  1837,  and  came  to 
this  country  in  1863.  He  received  awards  at  the  Philadelphia  Centennial  in  1876 
and  Chicago  World's  Fair  in  1893. 

WEST,  MRS.  SOPHIE.— A  landscape  painter,  died  at  the  home  of  her  son  in  Pitts- 
burgh, May  12,  1914.  She  was  born  in  Paris  in  1825,  and  came  to  the  United 
States  when  she  was  twenty  years  of  age,  and  traveled  extensively  in  this  country. 

WEYL,  MAX. — A  painter,  died  at  his  home  in  Washington,  D.  C,  July  6,  1914.  He 
was  born  at  Muhlen-on-the-Neckar,  Germany,  December  1,  1837,  and  came  to  Amer- 
ica 1853.  He  studied  in  Europe.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Washineton 
Artists.  He  is  represented  in  the  National  Gallery,  Washington,  by  "Indian  Sum- 
mer Day";  Corcoran  Gallerj^  Washington,  by  "Approaching  Night"  and  "Lovers* 
Lane";  also  at  the  Cosmos  Club  in  Washington  and  the  Albright  Art  Gallery  in 
Buffalo.  Mainr  of  his  paintings  are  in  private  collections  in  New  York,  Washington, 
Buffalo  and  Chicago. 

WILSON,  MRS.  WOODROW.— Wife  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  a 
painter,  died  at  the  White  House,  Washington.  D.  C,  August  6,  1914.  Ellen  Louise 
Axson  was  bom  in  Savannah,  Ga.;  she  was  educated  at  the  Woman's  College,  Rome, 
Ga.,  and  later  studied  at  the  Art  Students'  League  in  New  York.  She  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association  of  Women  Painters  and  Sculptors,  and  also  exhibited  at  the 
National  Academy  of  Design. 

WOODBURY,  MARCIA  OAKES  (Mrs.  Charles  H.  Woodbury).— A  painter,  died  at 
Ogunquit,  Me.,  November  7,  1913.  She  was  born  at  South  Berwick,  Me.,  June  20, 
1865.  She  was  a  pupil  of  Lazare  in  Paris.  She  was  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Woman's  Art  Club,  New  York  Water  Color  Club,  Boston  Water  Color  Oub.  Among 
her  awards  were  medals  at  Mechanics'  Fair,  Boston;  Boston  Art  Club;  Atlanta  Expo- 
sition,  1895;  honorable  mention,  Tennessee  Centennial,  Nashville,  1897. 

YOUNG,  AUGUST.— A  landscape  painter,  died  November  6,  1913,  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York  City,  aged  seventy-four  years.  He  was  bom  in  Germany,  and  studied  m  Berlin 
and  Paris. 

YOUNG,  THOMAS  A.— A  landscape  painter,  died  November  14,  1913,  at  Flatbush,  L.  I., 
aged  seventy-six  vears.  He  was  born  in  London;  studied  in  Paris  and  Berlin;  and 
had  lived  in  Flatbush  for  fifty  years. 


Bibliography  of  American  Art  and 

American  Artists 

This  list  is  intended  as  a  guide  for  the  student  of  American  art.  It  consists 
of  books  dealing  with  art  and  artists  in  the  United  States.  Books  only  de- 
voted entirely  to  the  subject  are  listed;  no  magazine  articles  are  given.  It 
does  not  include  any  works  on  technical  subjects,  critical  essays,  or  general 
JEsthetic  problems.  The  material  is  grouped  by  subjects  and  arranged  alpha- 
betically by  authors  except  under  the  heading  "Biographies,"  where  the  sub- 
ject has  been  given  the  first  place.  The  title,  author,  publisher,  and  place  and 
date  of  publication  have  been  given  as  fully  as  it  was  possible  to  ascertain 
these  facts. 

One  of  the  earliest,  if  not  the  very  earliest,  book  on  the  technique  of  art 
printed  in  America  was  The  Artists'  Assistant  in  Drawing,  Perspective, 
Etching,  Engraving,  Mezzotinto-scraping,  Painting,  etc..  "Containing,"  as  the 
title-page  announces,  "the  Easiest  and  most  Comprehensive  Rules  for  the 
attainment  of  those  truly  useful  and  Polite  Arts."  A  copy  of  this  book  in 
the  New  York  Public  Library  (Reserve  Room)  was  printed  in  Philadelphia, 
1794,  and  is  the  sixth  edition.  This  copy  is  with  a  bound  collection  of  mis- 
cellaneous pamphlets  from  the  library  of  George  Washington  and  contains 
his  autograph  and  book-plate. 

The  first  record  of  the  art  activities  of  this  country,  published  in  1834,  was 
Dunlap's  History  of  the  Rise  and  Progress  of  the  Arts  of  Design  in  the 
United  States.  This  is  the  basis  for  all  subsequent  books  on  the  subject. 
The  first  book  to  treat  of  the  early  architecture  of  America  appeared  in  1849, 
when  Robert  Cary  Long  published  his  Ancient  Architecture  of  America.

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On  October  3,  1913,  the  63d  session  of  Congress  approved  a  new  tariff  bill, 
which  placed  all  original  works  of  art  and  antiquities  in  the  free  list  for 
the  first  time.    The  following  are  extracts  from  the  Act: 

"Except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this  Act,  the  articles  men- 
tioned in  the  following  paragraphs  shall,  when  imported  into  the  United 
States  or  into  any  of  its  possessions  (except  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the 
islands  of  Guam  and  Tutuila),  be  exempt  from  duty: 

"652.  Original  paintings  in  oil,  mineral,  water,  or  other  colors,  pastels, 
original  drawings  and  sketches  in  pen  and  ink  or  pencil  and  water  colors, 
artists'  proof  etchings  unbound,  and  engravings  and  woodcuts  unbound,  orig- 
inal sculptures  or  statuary,  including  not  more  than  two  replicas  or  reproduc- 
tions of  the  same;  but  the  terms  'sculpture'  and  'statuary'  as  used  in  this 
paragraph  shall  be  understood  to  include  professional  productions  of  sculptors 
only,  whether  in  round  or  in  relief,  in  bronze,  marble,  stone,  terracotta,  ivory, 
wood,  or  metal,  or  whether  cut,  carved,  or  otherwise  wrought  by  hand  from 
the  solid  block  or  mass  of  marble,  stone  or  alabaster,  or  from  metal,  or  cast 
in  bronze  or  other  metal  or  substance,  or  from  wax  or  plaster,  made  as  the 
professional  productions  of  sculptors  only;  and  the  words  'painting'  and 
'sculpture'  and  'statuary'  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  understood 
to  include  any  articles  of  utility,  nor  such  as  are  made  wholly  or  in  part 
by  stenciling  or  any  other  mechanical  process;  and  the  words  'etchings,* 
'engravings,'  and  'woodcuts'  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  understood 
to  include  only  such  as  are  printed  by  hand  from  plates  or  blocks  etched 
or  engraved  with  hand  tools  and  not  such  as  are  printed  from  plates  or 
blocks  etched  or  engraved  by  photochemical  or  other  mechanical  processes. 

"653.  Works  of  art,  drawings,  engravings,  photographic  pictures,  and  philo- 
sophical and  scientific  apparatus  brought  by  professional  artists,  lecturers,  or 
scientists  arriving  from  abroad  for  use  by  them  temporarily  for  exhibition 
and  in  illustration,  promotion,  and  encouragement  of  art,  science,  or  industry 
in  the  United  States,  and  not  for  sale,  shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe;  but  bonds 
shall  be  given  for  the  payment  to  the  United  States  of  such  duties  as  may  be 
imposed  by  law  upon  any  and  all  such  articles  as  shall  not  be  exported  within 
six  months  after  such  importation:  Proinded,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  such  period  for  a  further  term  of 
six  months  in  cases  where  application  therefor  shall  be  made. 

"654.  Works  of  art;  collections  in  illustration  of  the  progress  of  the  arts, 
sciences,  agriculture,  or  manufactures;  photographs;  works  in  terracotta, 
parian,  pottery,  or  porcelain ;  antiquities,  and  artistic  copies  thereof  in  metal 
or  other  material,  imported  in  good  faith  for  exhibition  at  a  fixed  place  by 
any  State  or  by  any  society  or  institution  established  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  arts,  science,  agriculture,  or  education,  or  for  a  municipal  corporation, 
and  all  like  articles  imported  in  good  faith  by  any  society  or  association, 
or  for  a  municipal  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  monu- 
ment, and  not  intended  for  sale  nor  for  any  other  purpose  than  herein 
expressed;  but  bond  shall  be  given  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  for  the  payment  of  lawful  duties 
which  may  accrue  should  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  be  sold,  transferred, 
or  used  contrary  to  this  provision;  and  such  articles  shall  be  subject,  at  any 
time,  to  examination  and  inspection  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  customs: 
Provided,  That  the  privileges  of  this  and  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  associations  or  corporations  engaged  in  or  connected  with 
business  of  a  private  or  commercial  character. 

"655.  Works  of  art,  productions  of  American  artists  residing  temporarily 
abroad,  or  other  works  of  art,  including  pictorial  paintings  on  glass,  imported 
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expressly  for  presentation  to  a  national  institution  or  to  any  State  or 
municipal  corporation  or  incorporated  religious  society,  college,  or  other 
public  institution,  including  stained  or  painted  window  glass  or  stained  or 
painted  glass  windows,  imported  to  be  used  in  houses  of  worship,  and 
excluding  any  article,  in  whole  or  in  part,  molded,  cast,  or  mechanically 
wrought  from  metal  within  twenty  years  prior  to  importation;  but  such 
exemption  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury may  prescribe. 

"656.  Works  of  art  (except  rugs  and  carpets),  collections  in  illustration 
of  the  progress  of  the  arts,  works  in  bronze,  marble,  terracotta,  parian, 
pottery,  or  porcelain,  artistic  antiquities,  and  objects  of  art  of  ornamental 
character  or  educational  value  which  shall  have  been  produced  more  than 
one  hundred  years  prior  to  the  date  of  importation ;  but  the  free  importation 
of  such  objects  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  to  proof  of  antiquity 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe." 


Free  art  now  is  due  to  the  persistent  efforts  and  publicity  of  the  American 
Free  Art  League,  the  Association  of  American  Painters  and  Sculptors,  and 
the  American  Federation  of  Arts.  Under  the  guidance  of  John  Quinn, 
Counsel  for  the  Association  of  American  Painters  and  Sculptors,  the  three 
organizations  conducted  a  vigorous  campaign  of  education,  placing  exact 
information  about  the  necessity  for  an  untaxed  art  in  the  hands  of  every  one 
likely  to  be  interested.  As  a  result  there  was  practically  no  opposition  in 
Congress  to  placing  art  on  the  free  list  in  the  so-called  Underwood  tariff. 

Certain  items,  such  as  antiquities,  have  been  free  before,  but  at  no  previous 
time  have  all  objects  of  art  been  free.  The  accompanying  table  (from  "Art 
and  Progress")  gives  in  brief  the  history  of  art  tariff  legislation:
